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N 31 N CE the departure of Arr- 


ANA, MELINTHUS became a 


Stranger to Joy; he ſeemed by 


her Abſence to languiſh, and 


Fe to have loſt thoſe admirable 


Qualities which rendered him 


ſo engaging, receiving with indifferency the 
tender Care of his Friends. Thoſe Pleaſures 
which might have diverted his Thoughts, 
were as hateful and odious to him, as the 
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Affliction it ſelf, and he rather indulged tlie 
Grief which conſumed him. The only 
Comfort he had, was the Idea of the charm- 
ing ARIANA ; but this being mbittered with 
the thoughts of her abſence, and rhe cruct 
Accidents that might happen, ſerved rather 
to encreaſe than moderate his Sorrow. 
None but ſuch miſerable Wretches as have 
loſt their Senſes, can be happy by force of 
Imagination: for as their Reaſon cannot act, 
nor diſcern falſe from true, their imaginary 
Good affects them as if it were real. On the 
contrary, MELINTHusS's unhappineſs pro- 
ceeded from too quick an Apprehenſion of 
the Evils that might befall him: the Solidity 
of his Judgment c baniſhed all vain Illuſions, 
and made him fear the worſt. If ſometimes 
he endeavoured to raiſe his Mind by the 
Sentiments of Virtue and Knowledge, which 
teach us to deſpiſe human Accidents as things 
out of our power, and guided by a ſupreme 
Being, to whom paſt, preſent, and to come, 
are {cen at one view: If his Courage made 
him find ſome Conſolation in his abſence, 
by conſidering that it would not laſt always, 
and that Evils which will be at an cnd, may 
in ſome meaſure be allayed by Hope; im- 
mediately a thouſand cruel Suipicions over- 
threw theſe Reſolutions. He knew this 
Voyage Dictarcus had fo ſuddenly un- 
dertaken, had no apparent proſpect of advan- 
tage for him; he conſider d how P1SISTRA- 
| TUS 
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us ſeemed to triumph over him, having had 
the power to carry in his Ship his dear Ani 
ANA, with thoſe that had the diſpoſal of her: 

the advantage this Rival had in being in his 
own Country, aſſiſted by his Friends, fa- 
voured by a thoufand Opportunities, having 
DickARcus, ARIANA, and her Brother pre- 
ſent with him, whom he would endeavour 
to perſuade by all ways and means that could 
be thought of, or imagined; while he was 


abſent, and uncertain "of what paſſed ; in 


Vain ſurrounded with Friends, in vain che- 
riſhed and honoured by the People; in vain 

_ in poſſeſſion of a plentiful Inheritance, ſince 

all this Power and Grandeur were now uſeleſs 

to him: Theſe killing Thoughts croſſed all 

his Hopes, and deprived him of the only re- 

3 medy that could aſſuage his Grief. He 
2 woulddonbtleſs have ſunk under the weight 
of this Misfortune, were it not for the un- 
queſtionable Aſſurance he had of ARIANA'S 

| Love, and the Friendſhip of PALAMEDEs, who 
had too often proved himſelf a ſincere Friend, 

to leave room for the leaſt ſuſpicion; and 
to diſtruſt ARIANA, was to add to his Miſ- 


fortunes a Crime againſt the Conſtancy of 
this Beauty. 


YE T how often did he ſay to himſelf, 
when ballanced between Hope and Fear, 
Charming ARIANA, whoſe determination 
will give me Life or Death, pardon theſe 
B 2 Ap- 
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Apprehenſions in him who is ignorant of all 
that happens to you. If I fear, it is becauſe 
lam conſcious of my own want of Merit ; 
not that I doubt your Conſtancy when think 
of your elevated Mind; that Thought drives 
away all miſtruſt: but to imagine that I can 
be the Object of an invincible Conſtancy, 


would be a preſumption that would render 


me unworthy of you. Perhaps even now 
the diſcovery of ſome greater Merits in ano- 
ther, may abate your Courage, and oblige 
you to acknowledge that they come up near- 
er to your own Perfections. Perhaps at this 
very inſtant you generouſly reſiſt the Attacks 
of a violent purſuit. Methinks I hear on 
the one hand humble Supplications, and ad- 
vantageous Promiſes; and on the other, 
Advice filled with feigned Affection, back d 
with tyrannical Authority, Rage, and Threats. 
If this laſt is true, O how I envy you ſo glo- 
rious a Proof of your Love ! How ſhould I 
cheriſh the Honour of being expoſed to the 
utmoſt dangers, to convince you of the 
greatneſs of my Paſſion! How great is my 
Happineſs, if I am the only Object of "— 
Love and Conſtancy. 


THUS did MELINTHVs flatter his Paſ- 
ſion, and indulge his Hope; and if at any 
time ſome little Doubts crouded in among 


his Thoughts, they aroſe from the humble 


Opinion he had of himſelf ; ſo that even 


ARI- 


A 
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ArIANA could not have been offended at 
them. His Friends found it neceflary to 
oblige him by their Importunities to leave 
his Solitude, and they ſometimes carried 
him to publick Diverſions, or a hunting ; 
but he would often flip from them, to be: At 
liberty to think of ARIANA. If Honour 
could have ſatisfied him, the Syracuſians had 
cured his Melancholy, having eſtabliſhed 
him Chief of their Council, and erected 
for him a Brazen Statue in the publick Plain, 
with this honourable Inſcription; To THE 
GENEROUS ME LINTHUS, vno 
LOVED HIs COUNTRY BETTER THAN HIM- 
SELF.” But all theſe Favours were too weak 
a remedy for his Diſtemper ; he was ſo al- 
tered, that his Countenance plainly diſco- 
ver d the trouble of his Mind. Thus his 
Life was become a Burden to him, being 
diſquieted with Doubts and Uncertainties, 
which is the moſt wretched State a Lover 
can be in. Virtue, Happineſs, and Tran- 
7 quillity generally conſiſt between the ex- 
tremes; but in Love, nothing can be more 
unhappy than to be divided betwixt Hope 
and Fear. 


AT length PALAMEDES arrived from 
Corinth, and put an end to his Doubts, by 
alſuring him of the Misfortune he ſo much 
dreaded. He told him the tyrannical Re- 
ſolution of DIic ARCUS; how violently PI- 

B 3 | slISTRA- 
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SISTRATUS purſued the Marriage, and what 


cruel Perſecutions ARTana ſuffered for her 
Conſtancy to him. However, he was bet- 


ter ſatisfied with knowing his Misfortune, 
which was not unremediable, than to live

in a perpetual Uncertainty of what happen d. 


His Courage would not permit him to de- 
ſpair, and the Aſſiſtance of ARIANA and 
PALAMEDEsS, was a powerful Support to his 
Reſolutions. But the following Letter he 
received from ARIANA, encouraged him in 


his Deſign, and obliged him to leave Syra- 


cuſe as ſoon as poſlible.

Letter from ART A NA to 
MELINTHUS. 


I Now perceive the deſign of this Voyage 
* 7s fo marry me to PISISTRATUS; but ta 
conſent to it, I muj; have forgot you. Hows- 
ever, I know not what will become of me 
without your. ſuccour and advice, having 
no other defence but the Friendſhip I have 
for you, which is to me an invincible Rea- 
fon, but not tobe alledged. Come then as 


ſoon as poſſible you can, and doubt not of me, 


nor of your own Power; TI — you to 
undertake whatever you will. 


HAL F this would have been ſuſßeient 
to carry MELINTHvs to the utmoſt parts of 
the Earth, Immediately he rclolyed with a 


ne 
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PLANE DES, to equip a Ship with every 


thing neceſſary, to ſerve them in all events; 
and having reaſon to imagine they muſt be 
obliged to uſe ſome violent means, he pro- 
vided the beſt Arms he could get. But tho 


MEeLIiNTHUsS's Love chiefly employ'd his 


thoughts, he did not neglect what was ne- 
ceſſary to be done; and knowing that ſooner 
or later NERO would hear he was living, he 
reſolved to ſend ARcas to Rome, to hear if 
there was any talk of them ; charging him 


to addreſs himſelf to Maximus, to whom 
he ſent rich Preſents to recompence him for 


the Loſſes he had ſuffer d upon their ac- 


count. Then he deſired TELEPHVUs to take 


care of his Eſtate in Sicily; and when he and 


PALAME DES were ready to go, AMINTAS. 


came in ſo obliging a manner to offer ME- 


LIN THUs his Service, and to accompany 
him in the Voyage, that he could not re- 


fuſe him, ERYCINE, who loved MELIN- 
THUS as her Brother, begged of him to let 
her go alſo, having contrived that AMIN- 
TAS, who was ſtill her Lover, ſhould give a 
Proof of the Value and Eſteem he had for 
her, by ſerving them in this Enterprize, 
MELINTHUs, PALAMEDEs, and AMINTAS, 
accompanicd with the moſt courageous . 
Youths, left Sicily, and failed for Corinth. 
At firſt the Wind was favourable, but there 
ſuddenly aroſe a South Wind, which drove 
them on the Coaſts of Italy; this hindrance 
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of their Voyage was death to MELINTHUS, 
who thought every Hour that fatal one 


wherein AxIANA would be obliged to marry | 
PisISTRATUS. As ſoon as the Wind chan- 
ged, they put to Sea again; the ſecond Day 
they deſcricd a light Veſſel making toward 


them, which ſeemed to have a deſign to at- 
tack them. MELINTHus, that he might 
not be ſurprized, put on a Head-piece, took 


his Sword and Shield, and gave notice to PA- 


LAMEDES and the reſt to do the like. It was 
not long cer they perceived that the other 
Ship was a Pirate; as ſoon as the Brigantine 
was come up to them, MELINTHus leapt 


firſt into it, and was immediately followed 


by PALAMEDES and AMINTAS, which very 
much aſtoniſhed the Pirates, who were not 
uſed to be thus prevented, and to fight only 
in their own defence. MELINTHVs and his 
valiant Friends hardly gave them time to re- 


fiſt, for in a moment he had laid five or ſix 


Soldiers at his feet, and all fled before him; 
but he was ſtopped by a young Pirate exceed- 


ingly handſome, who wore a golden Head- 


Piece cover'd with Feathers, which ſhaded 
his Face, and made him appear fierce, and 
yet more beautiful; he likewiſe ſhewed ſo 
much Skill and Courage, that MELINTHUS 


judged him an Enemy worthy of him, or 


he found he muſt uſe his {utmoſt Ski 

defend himſelf. At length MELINTHUS id 

the adyantage, and was going to flay him, 
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had he not been held by the Arm; and 
turning to ſee who held him, he ſaw a Man 
of goodly Aſpect, who conjured him to fave 
the Life of ſo valiant and generous a Cap- 
tain. MELINTHUS contented himſelf to 
take his Sword, and ordered his Wounds 
to be dreſſed. He looked at the ſame time 
to ſee what PALAMEDEs and the others had 
done, and found they had ſlain moſt of the 
Crew; and the reſt, ſeeing their valiant Cap- 
tain yanquiſhed, begged their Lives. This 
young Pirate having for ſome time fixed his 
Eyes upon the Ground, being aſhamed of 
his defeat, now raiſed them up to look at 
MELINTHUS, to whom he thus addreſſed 
himſelf: Never ſhould I have been fo baſe 
and cowardly as to reſign my Sword, or be 
obliged to your for my Life, did I not re- 
ſolve to employ both the one and the other 
in your ſervice: for you muſt be the moſt 
valiant Perſon living to reduce me to this 
Extremity, being the firſt that ever dared to 
reſiſt me. I beg you then to receive me as a 
Soldier who will learn to obey, ſince I know 
not how to overcome you. MELINTHUS, 
touched at theſe words, which came from 
ſo generous a Heart, and feeling ſome {ym- 
pathy which invited him to love him, whe- 
ther for his graceful Manner of ſpeaking, or 
a ſecret Affection the Valiant bear to cach | 
other, he gave him his Hand, and. having 
aſſured him of his Friendſhip, only told him, 

| he 
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he wondered to find ſo much Honeſty and 


Valour in a Pirate. EURYMEDON, for that 


was his Name, anſwered, that when the 
Diſorder was appeaſed in the Ship, he would 


give him ſuch an Account of his Life, that 
he hoped not one of his Actions * be 


condemned by him. 


ME LINTH US replied, he ould 
be glad to hear it; and becauſe that Ship 
was full of dead Bodies, he returned to his 
own, with his Friends and EURYMEDON, 
and he who had prevented his being ſlain ; 
to whom he ſaid, he ſhould be glad not 
to arrive at Corinth till Night. EURYME- 


' DON, who was well acquainted with the 


Seas, and who perceived at a diſtance, the 
Promontory of Naupacte, and the Gulph 
that they had lately called Lepante, ſince 


that unhappy Lover had precipitated him- 


ſelf therein, told him they were very near, 
and that if they would not arrive at Co- 


rinth till Night, they had better caſt An- 


chor. His Advice was followed, and the 
two Ships were ſeparated, that they might 
not daſh one againſt another. EURYMEDON 
ſeeing his Wound was not very great, ap- 
plied an Ointment he was ſure would heal 
it by the next day; and then, at the deſire 


of MELINTHUS, he began the Hiſtory of 
his Life.

The LIrE of EURYMEDON. 


JÞclicve there is no one living a greater 


1 inſtance than my ſelf, how much the 
Good or Evil of our Life depends upon 
our Education; therefore whatever my 
Actions have hithcrto been, I hope thar 
will ſerve for an excuſe. You will con- 
feſs this truth, when I relate to you how 


I have been employed fince I knew my 


right hand from my left : as from whence 
I came, or who J am, I never could learn. 


IN the Jonian Seas there is an Iſland 
called Corcyra, on a fide of which look- 
ing toward Epirus, is a retreat of the Pi- 
rates, where it is impoſſible to attack them. 
I was brought up in this place, without 
ever knowing, as I before obſerved, of 
what Parents I was born; only they have 
always hinted to me, that I was nobly de- 
{cended. I cannot tell whether in my in- 
fancy they ſtole me from any Prince, or 
whether twas to inſpire me with Courage; 
but I have obſerved, they always treated 
me with abundance of Reſpect, and from 


my childhood appointed ſome amongſt 
them to wait on me; and ſince I have 


been able to bear arms, they voluntarily 
ſubmitted to my Obedience, and thought 
themſelves always fure of Conqueſt if I was 
88 N 
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at their head. I cannot tell from whence 
_ proceeded the favourable Opinion they had 
of me: Whether ſome Aſtrologer had fore- 


told them they ſhould be ſucceſsful if 1 


was their Commander ; however, I found 
them always very ready to obey me, ex- 
cept in what moſt concerned me, which 
was to be informed from whence they had 
taken me. This 1 could not take altoge- 
ther ſo unkindly, when I conſidered it pro- 
ceeded from their fear of loſing me, and 


that if I returned to my own Country, I 


might prove a formidable Enemy, inſtead 
of being their Protector. I have ſometimes 
imagined, that what made them conceive 


ſuch hopes from my Courage, was an Ad- 
venture that happened when I was about 


nine years old. Some of the Pirates hav- 
ing taken a Prize, I happened to be pre- 


ſent when they were ſharing the Booty : 


Two of them quarrelled with one, and 
drew their Swords againſt him. I could 
not bear this unequal fight, and ſeeing the 
Courage of him that was ſingle could not 


ſecure him from the Fury of theſe two, 


and conſidering neither my Age nor the 
Danger I expoſed my ſelf to, I laid my 


hand to a little Sword I had, and attacked 


one of them: whether his fearing to of- 
fend me, or deſpiſing my Courage, facili- 
tated my ſtriking him, I know not, but 
he inſtantly dicd of the Wound I gave him. 


Thoſe 
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Thoſe who were preſent came and em- 
braced me, praiſing my Juſtice and Cou- 
rage, for not ſuffering theſe two Cowards 
to attack one ſingle Man. At twelve years 
of age they took me to Sea with them, 
and whatever means they uſed to prevent 
my engaging in the Fight, when they at- 
tacked any other Ship, they always found 
me in the midſt of the Battle with Sword 
in hand, and an Enemy at my feet. When 
I was fifteen, their Commander dying, they 
elected me their Chief, rejoicing that they 
ſhould now Pay obedience to a Prince. 


THE 8 uſed upon theſe occa- 
ſions were obſerved, and they {wore an 
inviolable obedience to me, provided I 
maintained their Privileges. Not long af- 
ter, to ſhew my ſelf worthy of this Charge, 
I hoiſted to Sea with two Ships only, 
and failed towards the Egyptian Coalt. 
I was ſo lucky as to take ſix large Mer- 
chant Ships, richly; laden, which 1 brought 
into our Harbour, and ſhared the Booty 
among my Companions, whom I thought 
would never have done praiſing me, calling 
me their good and valiant Prince. I en- 
riched them more in two Years, than their 
late Captain had done in all his Life. 
However, I will not trouble you with a 
Recital of all the Prizes I took, and the 
Accidents that befel me, but haſten to that 

which 
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which is the moſt remarkable of my Life. 
As I grew older, and more capable of re- 
flection, I began to conſider the manner of 
Life J was engaged in; and though I had 
always lived amongſt them, and been brought 
up in this Error, that the greater the Booty 
and Slaughter, the greater the Glory and 
Honour; by degrees I began to change my 
Opinion, and thought it much more com- 
mendable and glorious to ſpare thoſe we 
had conquered, than cruelly to put them 
to death; and I took much more delight 
in giving what I had taken, than in heap- 
ing up Treaſures. This made me think 7 
the Life of thoſe Pirates very miſerable, * 
and that their Actions were repugnant to 
what ought to be practiſed by a virtuous 
and generous Courage. What helped to 
make me have an entire Deteſtation and 


Abhorrence of this Employment, was, that 


by good fortune having failed a great way 
into the Helleſpont, Winter overtook us, 
and we were obliged to put into a Haven 
in Greece, until the Spring. While thoſe 
who were with me counterfeited themſelves 
Merchants, for their better ſecurity in this 
place, and ſold what they had taken; I loſt 
no- time, but travelled over the moſt fa- 


mous Cities in Greece, ſtaying ſome time 


in a place, where I learned ſome of the 
Exerciſes neceſſary for thoſe that bear 
Arms; and by the Behaviour I obſerved in 

1 | People 
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People of the firſt rank in thoſe Schools, 
I ſoon perceived that the Manner of Life 
I was brought up to, was founded upon 
bad Maxims; and that what we called Va- 


Jour and Greatneſs, might much more pro- 


perly be ſtiled Aſſaſſination and Robbery. 
However, after I had been there ſix months 
inſtructing my ſelf, I returned to Corcyra 
with my Companions. 


THE ſecond day after we left Greece, 


I perceived a large Ship failing from the 


Coaſts of Aſia, which ſeemed to ſteer the 
ſame courſe. that we did. We immediate- 


ly attacked and boarded it, and met with 


a brave reſiſtance, eſpecially from their 
Commander ; but at length I made him 
beg his Life, and for his ſake I pardoned 
all the reſt. I took care to have his Wounds 
dreſt, and then I carried him and his Ser- 
vants into Corcyra. My return was ex- 
tremely agreeable to the Pirates, as well 
becauſe it was ſo long ſince they had ſeen 
me, as for the great Riches I brought with 
this Priſoner, who was a Prince of Arme- 
nia, going Ambaſſador to Rome, from Vo- 
LOGESES, King of the Parthians, and TY- 
RIDATES,. King of Armenia. Knowing he 


Z was a Prince, I had a particular care of 


him, and viſited him often, during the 
time I waited for his Ranſom, but always 
found him ſo-excceding melancholy, that 

| nothing 
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nothing could comfort or divert him. At 


length, having often preſſed him to tell me 
the cauſe of his Grief, this Prinee, whoſe 


Name was ARaxEs, finding that I treated 
him with courteſy, and was open and ſin- 


cere in my Behaviour, reſolved to tell me 
what ſo much afflicted him. Was I only 
uneaſy, ſays he, upon the account of the 
King my Maſter's diſappointment, whoſe 
Affairs ſuffer very much by my Confine- 
ment, you muſt own I have reaſon to be 
afflicted ; but though this be very great, I 
yet endure a greater Torment. I will not, 
continued he, conceal from you the cauſe 
of my Grief, and though tis you that have 
brought me to this Priſon, yet I have re- 
ceived ſo many Civilities from you in my 
Misfortunes, that I will relate my Story 
to you, as to my beſt Friend. Know, ſaid 
he, that TyYRIDaTEs, my Maſter, is the 
right and lawful Succeſlor to the King- 
dom of Armenia, according as he, and his 
Brother VoLOGESES and PAcokus agreed 
to divide it. VoLOGESES, who was the 
eldeſt, reſerved for himſelf the Kingdom 
of Parthia, and gave Pacorus and Tr- 
RIDATES the Kingdoms of Media and Ar- 
menia ; but the Romans under the Conduct 
of CoRBULON, having made themſelves 


Maſters of Armenia, have driven out Ty- 
RIDATES, and ſent TYGRANES from Rome, a 


forcign 2 Grandſon to the ancient 
| AR- 
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ARCHELAUS, a King of Cappadocia, and 
Nephew to ARCHELAUs, King of Troas, 
who. had always lived an Hoſtage with the 
Emperor, and eſtabliſhed him King of Ar- 
menia. This Change was no ſmall Grief 
to moſt of the Armenians, who regretted 
their lawful King, who was of the Race of 
the great ARSACES. On the other hand, 
many liked better of TYckanes, hoping 
that the Romans, from whom they received 
him, could better maintain them in Peace 
than TYRIDATES, who could not keep his 
Kingdom but with perpetual War. How- 
ever, VOLOGESES having aſſembled toge- 
ther all his Forces to reſtore his Brother 
in his Kingdom, and after ſome Loſſes and 
Advantages on both ſides, CoRBULON a- 
Freed, that TYGRANEs ſhould quit his Pre- 
tenſions to Armenia, and TYRIDATES re- 
main quietly poſſeſſed of it, provided he 
would go to Rome, and receive his Dia- 
dem from the hand of NERO. Till this 
Voyage could be made, I was ſent to the 
Emperor, to aſſure him of my Maſter's Fi- 
delity ; fora Pledge and Security of which, 
my Maſter's Daughter was put into the 
hands of CORBULON : but I had orders to 
paſs by Troas, to wait on King ARCHELAUS, 
upon ſome Affairs which concerned him 
and his Nephew TYGRANES; and in this 
place I met with that on which the good 
or ill fortune of my Life depends. This 
Vo“. II. | C King 
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King has no Son, but he is abundantly re- 
compenced by the Honour he has of being 


Father to a Daughter named PASITHEA, 


who is certainly the moſt beautiful and 
moſt accompliſhed Princeſs of the age. 
After having ſpoke to the King, I was in- 


troduced to pay my reſpects to the Princeſs. 


As ſoon as I came into her preſence, I was 
ſcized with a trembling, which preſaged 
the Misfortunes which the ſight of her 
will coſt me. However, I recollected my 
ſelf, and having talked with her, I found 
the great Impreſſion ſhe had made in my 
Heart, by the failing of my Voice; ſo that 
I was aſhamed to be in her Company, and 
not entertain her with ſome Diſcourſe. 
When I was retired to the Apartment aſ- 
ſigned me, I began to muſe on what 
had happened; and to refle& on the ex- 
traordinary Beauty of this Princeſs, which 
obliged me to love her, and from which 
nothing I found was able to diſengage me. 
On the other hand, I conſidered the little 
reaſon I had to hope, becauſe ſhe was de- 
ſigned for her Couſin TY6RANEs, whom 
| ARCHELAUS would certainly prefer before 


any other, (though I was of the Race of 
ARSACIDEs) for he was the only one left 
of his Family. Theſe cruel Thoughts were 
powerful enough to deſtroy my Hopes, but 
not my Love; and I found it was fated, as 
it were, that I ſhould be the moſt — 
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of Mankind: Nothing was more grievous 
to me, than to be obliged to leave her to 
purſue my Voyage; all I could do, was to 
ſay, as I was taking my leave, Madam, I 
am going to Rome, from whence I could 
wiſh to return as happy as TYGRANES, but 
not bring back the qualitics he has acquired. 
She asked me what I meant. It is, an- 
ſwered I, that he comes with the hopes of 
poſſeſſing you; but he alſo brings with him 
a baſe and ſervile Mind, which renders him 
unworthy of ſo high a Fortune. I ſhould 
not have taken the liberty of ſpeaking in 
this manner, of her Couſin, had it not 
been the publick talk, that his having been 
ſo long an Hoſtage at Rome, had really 
made him ſo. She bluſhed in hearing this, 
and, without being angry, ſhe anſwered, 
If this hope is too high and aſpiring, it 
may excite Courage in thoſe that want it, 
and leſſen it in thoſe that have too great 
a ſhare of it. I replied, It is not want of 
Courage, when it fails but with our Lives; 
and this is the reſolution I have taken, in 
aſpiring after the Honour and Happineſs of 
your Favour. She had no opportunity of 
anſwering, becauſe ſeveral People drew 
near, and I was very well pleaſed that I 
had declared my Paſſion, and the little E- 
ſteem the World had for TYGRaNEs. I 
left the Court of ARcureLAavus, with a de- 
ſign to go to Rome, and return as ſoon as 
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poſlible to Armenia, to diſcharge my Com- 
miſſion, and then come back to wait on 
PASITHEA, from whom every Moment of 
my abſence ſeems Years. Judge, EURYME- 
DON, continued he, what a Misfortune it 


Was to me to be taken by you, and how 


can I be otherwiſe than melancholly in 
this place, when the Fortune of the King 
my Maſter, and my deareſt Hopes, are per- 
haps at ſtake? As he ſpoke, Tears flowed 
from his Eyes, which moved me very much; 
but what moſt affected me, was, to think 
that I was the cauſe of ſuch trouble in Tx- 
RIDATES's Affairs: for which reaſon I ſaid 
to him, I believe your greateſt Grief pro- 
cecds from your not daring to expect any 
Courteſy from us; but you ſhall ſee that T 
have not the cruel Diſpoſition of a Pirate. 
I think the Gods have ſent you here for 
my good, and placed me here for yours; 
from this Moment I give you your liberty, 
without deſiring any Ranſom, and reſtore 
you all your Attendants and Riches ; but 
upon condition you ſhall grant me one re- 
queſt I am going to make you. I have 
long, continued I, been deſirous of leaving 
this Life of Pirating ; whereupon I related 
to him the Story you have juſt heard, con- 
cerning the Obſcurity of my Birth, and 
Manner of Education, contrary to my own 


Inclinations ; and how I lived till then: 3 
Nou, {aid I, you may continue your Voyage 
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to Rome when you pleaſe. I only deſire 
there may be a laſting Friendſhip between 


us; and that you tell me where I may find 
you at your return to Armenia or Troas; 
becauſe when I have for ever bid adieu 


to this Iſland, I will come attended like a 


Prince, and remain always with you. 


AT the beginning of this Diſcourſe, 
ARAXES could not tell whether he might 
believe what he heard; but finding me ſe- 
rious and in earneſt, ke fell on his Knees, 
and ſaid he did not doubt but I was nobly 
born, ſince ſuch Actions ſuited only Per- 
ſons of the moſt illuſtrious Characters and 
Merit. That in ſo doing, I ſhould lay ſuch 
vaſt Obligations upon him, as would never 


be in his power to return; and that if he 


ever was ſo happy as to ſee me in Armenia, 
I ſhould find how grateful he would be 
for ſo ſignal a Fayour, on which all the 
happineſs of his Life depended. I raiſed 
him from the Ground, and after having 
mutually ſwore an inviolable Friendſhip to 
each other, we conſulted together, and 
found that this Voyagerequired two Months 
at leaſt; in which time he was to be at 
Troas, with the Princeſs PasrTHEA, if no 
other misfortune prevented him. Burt, ſays 
he, I ought not to eſteem this a Misfortune 
which has brought me acquainted with the 
moſt generous of Mankind, I ordered his 
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Ship to be made ready, and reſtored to him 
his Riches and Servants. I likewiſe added 
Preſents, to remind him of our Friendſhip, 
while I ſecretly diſpoſed of my Affairs, to 
forſake thoſe who had brought me up from 
my Infancy, without their having the leaſt 
| ſuſpicion of my Deſign. My Companions 
very much regretted the loſs of ſo much 
- Treaſure, but ſuch a reſpect had they for 
me, that they never diſcovered the leaſt 
diſlike of it to me, ARAXES left our Iſland 
after a thouſand Embraces, and as many 
Proteſtations of Friendſhip, | 9 


FROM that time I lived more conform- 
able than ever, to the Pirates manner of 
Life, and ſeemed to approve of all their 
Actions, the better to prevent their having 


any miſtruſt, But when the time drew 


near, Jaſſembled thoſe who were moſt zea-. 
lous for my Service; and acquainted them 
with my delign, hoping that they would 
follow me in this Enterprize, I asked them 
What could be our View in continually ac- |: 
quiring Riches we knew not how to make 
uſe of? For, ſaid I, in the ordinary Life 
of Man, it is reaſonable for thoſe to heap 2 
up Riches, who have Families to provide 
tor, or Ambition to ſatisfy; Riches indeed 
are highly neceſlary for ſuch ends and pur- 


poſes. But we have no Children to pro- 


vide for; and as to preference and degrees 
| | | of 
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of Honour among us; it is Valour or Courage, 
not Riches, makes the diſtinction. What 


Spirit of madneſs are we then poſſeſſed 


with, to run into the midſt of danger, and 
hazard our Lives to diſturb the Tranquillity 
of all Mankind, and be a common Nuſance 
to Trade and Society? This extraordinary 
Courage, by which we ſo often conquer o- 
thers, might in a juſt War gain us, with 
honour and fame, what we now raviſh 
with guilt and infamy. What tho' all the 
World fears us, we are alſo afraid of all the 
World? And conſidering how few we are 
to the reft of Mankind, we have the moſt 


reaſon to be ſo. They have beſides this ad- 


vantage of us, that being in our power, 
they are delivered by a Ranſom, or die in- 
nocent; but if we are taken, we are ſure to 
die the moſt ſhameful death they can inflict. 

It is alſo reaſonable to ſuppoſe the Romans 
will not let us be quiet much longer; and 
CoR BUL ON at his return from the Parthian 
War, may as eaſily ſcour the Seas from 
Pirates, as PourEy did formerly. The 
more Proofs we have given of our Courage, 
the more Complaints have been made a- 
gainſt us; and the more formidable and 
dreadful we have render'd ourſelves, with 
the greater Power and Reſolution will they 
attack us. Why ſhould we continue to live 
in this manner, ſince we may with greater 
advantages bg among other Men, in "credit 
C 4 and 
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and fafety? I would not yield in Valour 
to any Captain in the world; and I am 
ſure, CoRBULON has not a better Soldier 
in his Army than any of you, In the mean 
time, we let them carry off the Spoil of the 


whole World, and the Praiſes of all Man- 


kind, while we cowardly amuſe ourſelves 
in ſcouring the Seas, to wait for a Mer- 
chant Ship. Let us go, my Companions, 


where we may acquire Wealth, attended 


with Glory and Fame. Whether we be 
Friends or Enemies to the Romans, let us 
partake of their Victories, or join with thoſe 
they attack, to prevent their Conqueſt. It 
is there we ſhall be invincible, when all our 


Actions will be authorized by the Right of 
War. If I am a Prince, as you would 


make me believe, my Actions ſhall be ſuit- 
able to my Birth: And if your former 
Courage and Fidelity does not fail you, 
ſurely you will follow me in my deſign of 


making your Happineſs compleat, and your 
Glory immortal. 


WH EN Thad made an end of ſpeaking, 
they anſwered unanimouſly, they were re- 
ſolved to live and die with me where, ever 
I would go. I took from them a different 
Oath from the former, and defired them 
to keep our Deſign ſecret, to ſet aſide what 
they would take with them, and be in a 


readineſs to follow me, when J would feign

to chuſe them to go with me, in purſuit of 


* ſome Booty, As I did not care to arrive at 


Trias ſooner than ARaxEs, I ſtaid yet a 


Month longer; which time being expired, 
TI bid farewel to the reſt of the Pirates, with 


a deſign never to ſee them any more. Iown 
to you my joy was not ſmall, when I ſaw 
myſelf ſo eſcaped ont of their hands, and 
I thought of nothing but my new manner 
of living, in which I promiſed my ſelf a- 
bundance of Satisfaction and Reputation. 
But how difficult is it for thoſe who are ac- 


cuſtomed to any Vice, ſo entirely to for- 


ſake it, as not to be in danger of falling into 
it again when opportunity as it were in- 
vites them? Two days after our departure, 
when we had paſſed Peloponneſus and the 
Cyclades, and centred the Archipelago, we 
deſcried a Ship, which ſeemed ſo extraor- 
dinary a Prize, that I could not poſlibly 
prevail with my Companions not to attack 
it. I asked them if this was agrecable to 
the generous Reſolution they had taken, 
and that Oath which ſhould be inviolable ? 
They begged me to let them have this laſt 
Satisfaction, and ſaid, it was only to take 


leave of their old Employment, What- 


ever I could ſay, they made up to it and 
took it. I ſate the while with my Arms 


a:croſs in the Brigantine, and only deſired 


them to fave all the Crew, At length they 
returned into their own Ship, laden hier 
„„ rich 
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rich Stuffs that came from the Levant, and 


were going to Rome; beautiful Children, . 
fine Horſes, and a great Quantity of pre- 
cious Merchandizes deſigned to ſupply the 
exceſſive Luxury of the firſt City of the 
World: they took only the beſt, leaving the 
remainder with thoſe in the Ship, to whom 
they gave their Lives, and let them go. They 
fell on their knees, and deſired me to par- 
don this diſobedicnce, promiſing that hence- 
forward they would * keep their 
Oath. 


WE intended to land at Troas, and 
were already within ſight of the Ifland of 
Lesbos, when we eſpied another Ship. My 
Companions aſſured me, I ſhould now ſee 
they would keep their word, and reſolved 
to let it paſs; but when we came near it, 
we heard a Woman's Voice cry, Save the 
Princeſs, Friends, O ſave the Princeſs! Itold 
thoſe in my Ship, this occaſion deſerved 
their Courage. It was a Brigantine much 
like our own. I leaped into it, followed 
by my Companions, and found very little re- 
ſiſtance, tho' thoſe in the Ship were ver 
well armed. We put all to the ſword: | 
Then going into one of the Rooms, I ſaw 
a deformed crooked Fellow, and four or 
five Soldiers, with the moſt beautiful young 
Princeſs imaginable. Then ſtriking this 
miſerable Wretch with my Sword, he fell 
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on his knees to the Princeſs, and ſaid, That 
if ſhe would intercede with me to ſave his 
Life, he would diſcover a Secret which was 


of great importance to her to know. Then 
ſtepping aſide, and hearing what he had to 


ſay, ſhe deſired me to be ready to encoun- 
ter another Ship that would very ſoon attack 
us. Know, fays ſhe, brave Warrior, that 
the Man in the world J hate the moſt, de- 
ſigned to ſteal me, and take me far from 
my own. Country, with the oddeſt Strata- 
gem you perhaps ever heard of: For that 
J might ſeem obliged to him for this Vil- 


lany, he had two Ships in readineſs; the 
firſt he ordered to be hid behind the Rocks 


by the Sea- ſide, where I uſed to walk with 
my Maids, in which were thoſe that have 
ſtole me away, and whom you have already 


defeated; the other is ſtill in the Haven, 


and he is to be in that himſelf, pretending 
to come to my aſſiſtance: That when he 
had conquered this Ship, I ſhould believe 
he had delivered me from the hands of this 
Man, whom he has choſe the moſt deform- 
ed and diſagreeable Creature he could find 
out, to raiſe my Horror and Deteſtation; 
and to enhance, as he would have me 
imagine, the Obligation I had to him for 
my Deliverance. Then he was to conjure 
me, by the Love he had for me, to accept 
him for my Husband, in return for ſo ſignal - 
a Service; which if I refuſed, he reſolved 

to 
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to take me by force into his own Country. 
Now, added ſhe, if you will compleat the 
Obligations I have to you, I beg you will 
not ſpare him when he attacks us as he de- 
ſigns immediately, that he may receive from 
your hands what his Treachery deſerves. 
She ſpoke in ſo graceful a manner, that I 
was charmed at every word ſhe ſaid, and 
anſwered her, Madam, did not the Ties of 
mere Humanity command us to ſuccour the 
Injured and Diſtreſſed, your Birth and ſo

take it for the fame Ship in which they 
were to take you away. The Princeſs liked 
mighty well of his Propoſal, and ſmiled at 
the Invention. I was impatient till this o- 
ther Veſſel arrived, ſo deſirous was I to 
pleaſe this charming Princeſs, whoſe Sweet- 
neſs and Majeſty made me too ſenſible that 
Love was a Paſſion, which till now I had 
been altogether a Stranger to. At laſt we 
ſaw them coming towards us, and I gave 
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orders to my Men that they ſhould ſeem © 


to fly ſlowly; and when the other ſhould 


attack us, they ſhould let ſome of them 


come into the Ship. I took a Head-piece 


and hid my Face, leſt they ſeeing Perſons 
_ did not know, might decline coming 

The Captain of the other Ship was 
3 in the ſame manner, and leaping in- 
to our Veſſel, he ſaid, Ha Traytors! Iwill 
make Examples of you for daring to ſteal 
away ſuch a Princeſs; but he met with what 
he did not expect, for I received him with 
ſuch violent Blows, that he ſoon found we 


did not ſpare him. TI proteſt I was aſhamed 


of ſo eaſy a Victory: nevertheleſs, having 
promiſed the Princeſs to puniſh him, I had 
laid him at my feet, and was going to cut 


off his Head, when I defired ſhe might be 


called, that he might die in her preſence ; 
but having taken off the Head-piece from 
this unhappy Man, I remained immove- 
able, ſeeing it was ARAXES; and my mind 
was troubled and confuſed, to have treated 


in this manner, him I was going to ſee in 


Troas. On the other hand, I had pro- 
miſed the Princeſs not to ſpare him, at 
which ſhe wondring, I threw my ſelf at 
her feet: Alas, Madam, ſaid I, you ſee 
before you the moſt wretched of Mankind, 
for either I muſt diſobey you, or flay my 
Friend. She took me by the Hand and 
rags me up, ſaying, How is it poſſible you 

ſhould 
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ſhould have any Friendſhip with ſo wicked a 
Man, you that have ſo much Goodneſs and 
Generoſity yourſelf? However, for your 
ſake, I will be ſatisfied with what pun iſh- 


ment he hath had, and am willing you 


ſhould ſpare his Life. I thanked her for 
this fayour to us both, and endeavoured to 
ſtanch the Blood that Araxes loſt from ſe- 
veral Wounds. His Shame and Confuſion 
was ſo great, and hardly yet believing what 
he ſaw, that he did not dare to lift up his 
Eyes upon me or the Princeſs, who was 
the charming or beautiful PasITHEA his 
Miſtreſs. However, he ſuffered his Wounds 
to be dreſſed, and in the mean time I went 
to ask the Princeſs if it was not her deſire 
I ſhould carry her back ſafe to Lesbos.

THEA. In the midſt of the Place they 
erected a Pillar of Wood, to which they 
faſtned Arms in form of a Trophy, which 
repreſented an armed Man. The Princes 


being on horſe-back, ran at it with their 


Lances ; and he who could give the moſt 
Skilful Blow, carried the Prize. When this 
was over, they heard twenty Trumpets at 


the end of the Liſts, which drawed the Eyes 
of all the Spectators that way; and the Bar- 
triers being open, the Trumpets placed them- 
ſelves round the Camp: immediately fol- 
loved fifty Men on foot richly dreſsd, with 
* ere in their Hands, and Shields on their 


eft Arms, in the midſt of whom was a 


young Warrior lightly armed, well mounted 
on a fine Arabian Horſe, who, after his 
- Companions had lanced their Javelins upon 
the Trophy, came galloping and lanced his 
Jjuavelin fall in the Viſor, at which there 
Was a general clapping. But the Applauſe 
2 ceaſed, e the ſame Trumpets ſounded 


again, theſe Warriors having placed them 
ſelves in order about the Camp, the Bar- 
rier was open'd, and by degrees they per- 
ceived approaching a large Pavillion of a fine 


I light Stuff, ſupported by twenty four beautiful 


Chil- 
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Children clothed in Scarlet embroiderd with 


Silver, with Plumes of ſcarlet and white 
Feathers upon their Heads. When this 
Machine was come to the midſt of the 
Place, two of theſe Children open'd the Pa- 
villion, and at the ſame time flew out a great 
Eagle which carried the Pavilli 
light : then I appeared upon a 


ver; the Children went and placed 
ſelves round the Princeſss Scaffold. I rode 
up directly to the Trophy, and ſtruck it fo 
furiouſly with my Javelin, that the Pillar, 
which had already been very much batter'd 


and ſhaken, fell to the ground ; then I : | 
alighted from my Horſe, took up the Trophy, 


and laid it at the feet of the Princeſs. I 


received from her hands a Bracelet of large 
Pearls, which was the Prize. I kiſſed it, and 


Put it upon my Arm. She was over-joy'd 


to ſec me again, and at the Honour I 


won in preſence of her Father, who was 


pleaſed to extol me very much, and invite 
me to the remaining part of the Entertain- 93 


ment. 


GIVE me leave, ſaid PALAME DES, to 
interrupt you, and be pleaſed to tell us where 
you found. Materials to make ſo fine an 
Entry. In the firſt Ship, reply'd EUxyME- 
DON, my Soldiers took after we had left

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Corcyra; finding the Eagle large, I tied a 
Cord to her Foot, and the other end to the 
Pavillion, which was ſupported with a large 
Javelin I had in my hand: when the Payil- 
lion was open'd, Ilet go the Eagle, which 
carried off the Pavillion that was of a very 
light thin Stuff.

left to be given in Hoſtage, I ſuppoſed my 
Son in his ſtead. I hope Iſhall not incur 
your diſpleaſure, ſince I had no other deſign 
but the Eſtabliſhment of your Kingdom; 
and the reaſon why I ſtill continued to con- 

ccal it, was, leſt the Romans ſhould think 
ita deſigned Cheat, and that you alſo mighr 
have a hand in it: but what I did not dare 


to do in his life-time, give me leave to do 


at his death, by giving this laſt Teſtimony of 
my natural Affection: then he embraced 
him, and wept as before. Every body was 


in a great ſurprize, but particularly the King, 


who nevertheleſs took care to give orders 
about the dead Body, and to comfort this 
good old Man whom he had always found 
faithful.

MELINTHUS could not tell what ſhe meant; 
but ARTANA, who knew the Hiſtory of her 
Life, ſaid, Is it not LEPANTE himſelf, who 
perhaps is not dead? At the ſame time the 
Grecian was ſaying to EURYMEDON 3 Ah! 
I have ſeen CYLLENIA! EURYMEDON an- 
ſwered, Do you then hate CYLLENIA fo 
much, that you cannot bear the ſight of 
her?

and was mightily troubled to die a ſhameful 
Death, like a Thief and a Murderer.

been in Aſia above a Month, and in that 
ſhort time, I have paſſed through Aolia, 
Lydia, and Troas; it is but two days 
ſince I enter d Galatia, and the fame day 


I was taken. I had travelled from a place 
ſo remote from hence, that it is impoſſible 
Iſhould have had any Acquaintance with 


them. This may moreover be confirmed 


by the Perſons where I have lodged upon 


the Road, who will certainly aver what 
I fay.

This ſevere Goddeſs is now 
well pleaſed, that the Gods have ranked 


an innocent Perſon among the guilty, 
leſt on this occaſion ſhe might be obliged 
to releaſe a Criminal. Take pity, Great 


Monarch, of a Stranger, who has none 
to plead in his favour _— —— z yet her 


Aſſiſtance is very powerful, ſince it is ſne 
alone who maintains Kingdoms. It is 
not Death I fear, but Infamy. If I can- 
not deſerve the Prize of Eloquence above 
ſo many Perſons of extraordinary Parts, 
ſuffer me at leaſt to loſe my Life in de- 


fending your Frontiers againſt the Bar- 
© barians; I ſhall think myſelf happy to die 
ſo bravely. If I cannot avoid Death, let 


me at leaſt eſcape from Shame; or if you 
will render this day famous for the moſt 
memorable Sentence that ever was pro- 
nounced, let none of us bear away the 
Prize of Eloquence, but beſtow for my 


ſake the Prize to Truth, and Life to the 


Innocent.” 


TH U S I concluded not without ſome 


hope, becauſe I had been heard with a great 
deal of Attention. Immediately the King

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PANTE-is by our Judgment declared Inno- 
cent and Victorious. Whereupon I was in- 


ſtantly brought from among the Criminals, 


and led to the King's Throne, where, kneel- 
ing on the Steps, I received from his hands 


the Crown propoſed for the Conqueror. 
The King, not ſatisfied with ſhewing me 
this favour, which he rather did for my 


Innocence than for my Eloquence, aroſe, 
and commanded me to attend him, being 
willing to know who I was; and he ho- 


noured me ſo far as to lean upon me, till 


he came into his Apartment, where he asked 


me ſeveral Queſtions, which I anſwer d with 


the greateſt. Reſpect I was able. He then 
offered me one of the higheſt Offices in the = 
Court of Judicature, which I declined, ſay- 

ing, that being obliged to him for ſo many

and landed in Macedonia, where having 
made ſome ſtay, I went into Epirus, whi- 
ther we are now bound. But as Grief was 
my moſt agreeable Companion, I began to 
be tir d of my Retinue, and reſolved to live 
in ſome Solitude. With this deſign, I left 
my Servants in Epirus, ordering them to 
ſtay there till I had made a Voyage into 
Italy. I croſſed the Sea without any At- 
tendants, and arrived at Brunduſium; I went 
through Apulia without ſeeing any place that 
pleaſed me ; from thence I went to Cuma, 
where finding a Retreat to my mind, I took 
with me a ſmall quantity of Proviſions, and 
there tormented myſelf with the cruel re- 
membrance of my paſt ill-fortune z andthe 
more I grieved, the more ſatisfaction I fan- 
cied I received. This place was the Cave 
of the Cumæ an Sybil; and one Night, after 
having uttered a thouſand Complaints, I be- 
thought myſelf to implore the Aſſiſtance of 
her Voice (which was ſaid to have remained 
in the World) to favour me with an Oracle. 
The ſacred Sybil did at length compaſſionate 


my Misfortunes, and I heard that heavenly 
Voice repeat theſe Verſes.

EPICHARTIS, MELINTrHus and PA- 
LAMEDES burſt out a laughing, and faid, Is 
it you, LE PAN TE, to whom we gave that 
Oracle? There, continued MELINTRHus, 
pointing to EPICHARIs, ſtands the Sybil, 
who pronounced the Verſes, and I com- 
poſed them extempore. LE AN TE was ſo fur- 
prized, that he knew not what to ſay, think- 
ing hitherto that he had been divinely aſ- 
ſited. | CYLLENIA, EURYMEDON, and the 
reſt of the Company who did not know 
this Adventure, deſired EPIcHARIS to relate 
it. Whereupon ſhe told them that they 
three being eſcaped from the Priſons of 
Rome, and flying from the City, they hid 
themſelves one Night in that Grotto; where, 
' hearing a Man complaining and imploring 
the Aſſiſtance of the Sybil, ſhe reſolved to 
} counterfeit that Voice, and ſend that un- 
happy Wretch home to his Parents. LE 
PANTE being recovered of his ſurprize, ſaid, 
Fair EPICHARI1S, is it poſſible that what you 
ſay is true? It is as I faid, replied ſhe, and 
now I call you to mind again, I remember 
it was you that paſſed by us the next Morn- 
ing. It is true, ſaid LEPANTE, that I ſaw 

| | ſome 
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ſome Perſons that would have ſtopt me; but 
I was fo pleaſed with my Oracle, and the 
Aſſiſtance of the Gods, that nothing was 
able to ſtay me. Yet ſee, ſaid EPICHARIS, 
how. truly I propheſied without thinking of 
it! For you have found here, through my 
means, your Fortune entirely changed, and 
you are beholden to me for all your Hap- 
pineſs. It is true, replied LEPANTE, you 
are my Sybil, and the only Goddeſs I ought 
to adore, ſince I am obliged to you alone 
for all the Satisfaction of my Life; and 
were it not for you, I had ſtill been in that 
Grotto. Every one admired this Accident, 
and how luckily they had met LEPANTE 
in that Cave, and had been inſpired to pro- 
nounce that Oracle, which had proved the 
beſt and wholeſomeſt Advice, that the Gods 
themſelves could have given. LEPANTE re- 
turned a thouſand thanks to EPIchAR IS and 
to the Gods, who had ſpoken through her np 
mouth, and then proceeded. : 


1H oO Fe was perſuaded the Gods nal 
protect and deliver me from the miſerable 
Condition I was in, yet I could not imagine 
they could cure me, otherwiſe than by cau- 
ſing me to forget my Love. So that tho'

days travel, I was very well pleaſed to find 
no Ship bound for Corinth. At Reggio there 
lived an old Friend of my. deceaſed Father's, 
whom I enquired out, to make my ſtay at 
that Place more agreeable, knowing that he 
was ignorant of all my misfortunes.

CHARES would wait on her 
home becauſe it was late, and left me alone 
with MELICERTE 3 who told me, this Lady 
had been much handſomer than ſhe ſeem d 
at preſent, but her Troubles had cauſed 
this Alteration in her. I thought, ſaid I, 
Sickneſs might have made her look ſo pale, 
for ſhe has ſtill ſome remains of a great 
Beauty. To tell you the truth, continued 


MELICcERTE, ſhe is an Inconſtant, who has 


been ſerved in her own kind; and when I 


conſider what has befallen three or four 


Perſons of my Acquaintance, I think Love 
is very juſt : when he takes upon him to 
revenge himſelf, he often puniſhes Incon- 


ſtancy in a pleaſant manner, and tho Ar- 


DANIA be my deareſt Friend, yet I rely fo 


much upon your Diſcretion, that L ſhall tell 


you the whole Story. 


IT is now three or four Years, continued 
ſhe, ſince, among the moſt accompliſhed of 
this City, was one PoLYDAMaAs, who for 
his many excellent Qualifications, was be- 


| loved by every one. He was related to 


ARDANIA, which gave him frequent 
portunities of ſeeing her. They had both 


a great eſteem for each other, which, being 
heighten d by the Ties of Affinity, turned

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at length to a ſtrong Love: I was at that 
time the Confident of ArDANIA's ſecret 
Thoughts, and I knew, that noone pleaſed 
her ſo much as PoLYDaMas, becauſe ſhe al- 
ways {poke of him to advantage; z and if 
ſhe did not love him at that time, at leaſt 
ſhe deſpiſed all other Men for his ſake.

DAMAS was glad to be thus rid of her. ARr- | 
DANTA, continued MELICERTE, has a Brother 


called MisAN DR, who, beſides the ſeveral 
ill Qualities he is poſſeſſed of, is fo dull, 

heavy, andill-humourcd, that he tires every 

body. LEPAN TE was interrupted here by 
* AMINTAS, who told him, he knew MISAN- 
2 DER to his coſt. ARI ANA added, It is, perhaps, 
the ſame MISANDER ERYCINA told me of. 
| The ſame, reply'd AMINTAs, whoſe ill tem- 
per made us both ſuffer along time. By what 
I perceive, ſaid LEPANTE, you know him bet- 


ter by ſight than I do ; but, perhaps, I know 
more than you of the Effects of the Me- 
lancholly he labours under, which has given 


much uneaſineſs to others. PoLYpaMas, 
Vor. II. 0 — 
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continued MELICERTE, though he deſpiſed 
MiSAN DER, yet ſeemed to court his Friend- 
ſhip, to have the more opportunities of be- 
ing with ArDpania, whoſe Company he 
much delighted in. One day MISANDER, 
having heard that a Match was propoſed 
for POLYDAMAs, he acquainted his Siſter 
with it, in his preſence, thinking it would 
be acceptable News to them both. ARr- 
DANIA bluſhed at hearing it, which PoLy- 


DAMAS obſcrved, nothing being ſo ſoon 


perceived as things that are to our own 
advantage; and he inferred from thence, 
that ſhe was much concerned. This Accident 
made him from that time endeavour to in- 
ſinnate himſelf into her Affection, whereas 
before he only ſought her Friendſhip.

fore ſhe heard of it. This put her under 
ercat Apprehenſions, yet all ſhe could do 
was to raiſe ſome objections againſt the 
Marriage. She acquainted PoLYDAMAs with 
her deſign, who could not give her any 
Counſel, and as they durſt not yet openly 
declare their Love, they were in great per- 
 - plexity.

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plexity, One day he went to ARDANIA'S 
| Houſe where the Friends of both Parties 
were met to ſettle ſome difficulties about 
the Marriage ; but, perceiving MISANDER, 
he would have excuſed himſelf from going 
in, ſecing they were buſy, No, no, replied 
_MisaNDER, you ſhall ſtay now you are 
here, for you are as much concerned in 
this Aﬀair as any one.

They re- 
newed their former Promiſes and Aſſurances 
of Fidelity, and lived in the ſame ſtrict 
union and regard for each other, as if 
they had alrcady been married together, 
And now many other Matches being pro- 
poſed to her, our two Lovers reſolved to 
conclude their long Courtſhip, and to pro- 
poſe their Marriage to MISANDER: AR- 
DANIA having determined to declare to him 
her abſolute Will, and deſire his Conſent, 
and in caſe of refuſal, to proceed. PoLy- 
DAMAS made choice of one of his Friends 
to open the matter to MISANDER, and he 
acquitted himſelf ſo well of his Commiſſion, 
by repreſenting a thouſand Conſiderations, 
which ought to have obliged him to deſire 
the Marriage; that had MisanDERr had the 
leaſt judgment, he would readily have con- 
ſented to a thing ſo much deſired by all. 
He received this overture with great indif- 
ferency, but promiſed, however, to ſpeak 
of it to his Siſter ; yet in his Heart he con- 
ceived an implacable Hatred againft PoLy- 
DAMAS, inſtead of the ſtrict Friendſhip that 
vas between them. And he thought, as 
indeed it did ſcem probable, that PoLx- 
el Vas 
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DAMAS had only pretended a Friendſhip for 
him, for that purpoſe ; for baſe Souls are 
often conſcious of their own Faults, and 
eaſily difcover other Perſons Merit, though 
inſtead of loving and admiring the Virtue 
of thoſe who excel them, they hate and 
avoid them.

At laſt he goes to bed, and ſends 
to deſire his Siſter to come to him; and 
being alone with her, he ſaid, Well Siſter, 
I have at length found out the reaſon of 
your Coldneſs and Indifferency, and of 
your refuſing ſo many advantageous Matches 
that have been propoſed to you. I per- 
ceive my Suſpicions were well grounded, 
when I diſapproved of your Intimacy with 
PoLyYpamas. I know it is with your Appro- 
bation that he has made this demand, ſee 
whether you are refolved upon it ; for my 
part I cannot hinder your defigns: and I 
will give you as ample a Conſent as you

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can deſire ; but aſſure your ſelf I will never 


out-live your Marriage two days. Yes, I 
will die, but 1 will firſt take away his Life, 
for having made me his Property, and a- 
buſed my good-nature to deceive me and 
you too. Afﬀter this he uttered a Torrent 


of Invectives againſt PoLYDaMas and AR 
DANIA ; and when he had vented his Fury, 


ſhe told him, ſhe could not conceive why 


he flew out into ſuch a Paſſion, ſince ſhe 


was ignorant of PoLYDaMas's:deſign : but 
ſeeing he had ſo much love for her, he 
would oblige her to give his conſent. I 
had rather, replied MisaNDER, kill my ſelf, 
and ſtab you to the heart. No, no, I will 
| hinder the effects of your wild Fancies, or 
much Blood ſhall be ſpilt.

This 
ſtruggle between ARDANIA's Love and his 
Fury, laſted a long time; for as ſoon as his 


Anger was calmed, her Love broke out a- 


| gain. Mean while POLYDAMAS was in ex- 
treme trouble and affliction at not ſeeing 
AR DAN IA, and her not performing what ſhe 
had promiſed ; and the more practicable he 
ſaw their deſigns, the more he was grieved 
do ſee that ſhe could not reſolve to diſobey 
her Brother. But to come to the Infidelities 
I ſpoke of at firſt, ſaid MELICERTE, which 
were puniſhed one by the other; I ſhall not 
trouble you with relating all the Efforts 
ARDANIA made, nor her weakneſs in com- 
plying with her Brother; neither will I men-

known to any one but herſelf and me. He 
had been unfaithful to ELUsINa, tho ſhe 
knew it not; and ſhe Bad been falſe to him, 
in forſaking him at a time when ſhe had all 
reaſon to believe he ſtill loved her.

As 
ſhe was going out, ſhe told TREBACIVUs, he 
muſt expect to make a long ſtay in that City, 
or ſoon put her to death: And looking 
fixedly on one of thoſe that were leading 
her to the Dungeon, ſhe knew him to be 
ARcas, MELINTHUsS's faithful Slave, to 
whom he had given his Liberty; who whiſ- 
per'd her, and asked where his Maſter was, 
that he might give him notice of what had 
paſs d, and help him, if poſlible. They 
not miſtruſting ARCas, ſhe took her oppor- 
tunity of informing him where they were, 
without being perceived; and as ſoon as ſhe 
was locked in, he ſlip'd away from his Com- 
| pany, and went to his dear Maſter MELIN- 
THUS, who was over-joy'd to ſee ARcas, 
and hoped he might be of great ſervice to 


them in this extremity; but he was very 


much concern d to hear Ep1CHARI1sS was un- 
der confinement, and had been diſcoverd 
by DicEaRcus and P1SISTRATUS, who were 
arrived in that City, and join'd with the 
Romans againſt them. ARCcas told them, 
that EypIcHar1s had too much Courage and 
Reſolution to ſuffer any thing to be extorted 
from her to their prejudice, whatever tor- 
ments ſhe endured; and that ſhe had skil- 
fully and artfully endeavoured to make the 
Romans and DICEARCUS bclieve they were 

very 
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yery diſtant from that City, and had ſent her 
there upon ſome particular buſineſs: But 


that he ſaw very little hopes of their eſca- 


ping, ſeeing the City was ſurrounded with 
Soldiers. All theſe terrible Diſaſters over- 
whelmed ARIANA with dread and ſorrow. 
Aus! ſaid ſhe, are they come from all parts 


of the Earth againſtus! Good Gods! what 


Crime have we committed, that you let 


looſe the Rage and Fury of ſo many Ene- 


mies upon us at once, and leave us no room 
to eſcape, ſince even he that ſhould be as a 
Father, is the moſt enraged againſt us? How 


unhappy am 1! it is upon my account my 
Uncle ſeeks their Lives. Juſt Gods! If I 


am the cauſe of their ſufferings, take away 


my Life, that is ſo fatal to thoſe that make 


Life itſelf to me deſirable, and let my death 
appeaſe your Wrath. But is MELINTHUs's 
Valour and my Brother's ſo formidable, that 
there is need for all the Forces and Power 
of the Empire to join even with thoſe that 
ſhould be our Friends, againſt us? MELIN- 
THUS ſaid all he could to comfort her; tel 
ling her, they were yet in a condition either 
to ſave themſelves by Stratagem, or defend 
themſelves by their Valour. Let the worſt 
come to the worſt, Death is leſs to be feared 
than many of the Evils in Life. That they 


ſhould never charge the Gods with their 


Misfortunes, from whom alone they could 
expect ſuccour and aſſiſtance. We have 
| been 
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been deliver'd from much greater dangers ; 
and tho they ſuffer.us at preſent to be re- 
duced to this Extremity, it is only perhaps 
to let us ſee, how little ſufficient we are of 
ourſelves, and that all our Safety and Se- 
curity depends on them alone. Thus did 
MELINTHUSs endeayour to ſoften the troubles 
of his dear ARIANA, whoſe Grief was more 
inſupportable to him, than the Misfortune 
itſelf. LEPANTE alſo ſummoned all the 
Eloquence he was maſter of to comfort them 
at leaſt under this heavy ſtroke of Fortune. 
But PALAMEDES was enraged, and would 
have gone directly to aſſiſt and deliver Ep1- 
CHARIS. What, ſaid he, ſhall I cowardly 
let her die to ſave me? I would ſooner ſlay 
all that keep her Priſoner, even my Uncle 
himſelf. But they reſtrained him, aſſuring 
him, that in going out, he endanger'd all 
their Lives; that they muſt deliberate what 
they had to do, and might better accompliſh 
their deſign, when aſliſted by rheir Friends. 
He ſeemed in ſome meaſure pacified by theſe 
Conſiderations ; and the ſtrict watch they 
kept over him, left him no hopes of eſca- 
ping from them. MELINTHVUs and LE AN- 
TE asked ARcas, who they were that ar- 
rived at the Haven before DickAxcus, and 
examined EPICHARIS, and how DICEARCUS 
came to meet with them, that they might 
know what Enemies they had to encounter. 
ARCAsS anſwer d, that what he had to relate 
Was 
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was long and tedious, therefore he muſt re- 
turn firſt to his Company, leſt he ſhould be 
ſuſpected; but that he would come back 
and paſs the whole Night with them: which 


zccordingly he did; and after they had ſupp d, 
he thus began his Story. 


De ad of ARCAS, TREBACIUS, 
and E MILIA. 


II muſt be allow'd and acknowledg'd, 
that a good Action never loſes its Re- 
ward ; and that when we are grateful for 

one Obligation, it generally draws on a 
ſecond. What Iam going to relate, will 
illuſtrate the Truth of this Obſervation, for 
had not my Maſter ſent me to Rome, with 
Preſents to MAxlIMus, as a Reward and 
Gratification for the Loſſes he had ſuſtain- 
ed upon their account; it would not now 
| have been in my power to forewarn you 

of the particular Deſigns and Dangers which 
_ threaten you, and to aſſiſt and ſerve you 
in what may lie in my power. 


WHEN I arrived at Rome, I enquird 
for Maxis, the Houſe where he former- 
ly lixed not being yet rebuilt. He receiv- 
ed me in a much more courteous and friend- 
ly manner than I expected, and was over- 
zoy'd to hear you were ſafe and well, ſup- 
poſing, as 'twas generally reported, you 

| were 
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were dead. I had ſome difficulty to make 
him accept of rhe Preſents. I then asked 
him what they ſaid of you at Rome; he 
ſaid he had never heard your Names men- 
tioned, ſince 'twas concluded you were 
drown'd. But two or three days after this, 
there was a publick Cry in the City, that 
MELINTHUsS and PALAMEDEs, who made 
their eſcape out of the Priſon at Rome, 
ſhould be ſlain where-ever they were found, 
being Enemies to CæsàR and the Romans. 
This News made my Blood run cold, and 
I deſired Maximus to inform himſelf of 
what was ſaid abroad concerning you, which 
he did; and brought me word that TRE- 
BACIUS, Tribune of the Emperor's Guards, 
was commanded with three Companies of 
Soldiers, to ſeek MELINTHUs and PALA- 
 MEDES at Sracuſe, or any other Place, 
where twas likely to find them; and that 
a Ship was preparing for this deſign. 


THO' I was ftrangely troubled in my 
mind, I nevertheleſs ſtudied on the means 
to ſerve you, and I reſolved to liſt myſelf 
into one of the Companies, that followed 
TREBACIUs. MaxIMUs brought me ac- 
quainted with one of the Officers to whom 
he made a handſome Preſent, and he not 
only received me into his Regiment, but 
in a very little time into his Friendſhip and 
Eſteem.

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who ſecing me ready and active, wasplea- 


ſed to favour me with his orders; and at 


laſt made me Quarter-Maſter to my Com-

WIE N we embarked, I obſerved he had 
| with him an exceeding beautiful Roman 
| Youth, to whom he paid a vaſt reſpect, and 


whom he had a particular Care of; and I ob- 
ſerved that all his Actions were accompanied 


with abundance of Delicacy and Politeneſs. 


thought I had ſeen his face formerly, but 


could not call to mind where. TREBA- 


clus gave me his Clothes into my Care, 


and for the greater Security of them, Iwas 
laid down among them : this young Roman 
came and ſate down by me, not ſeeing me. 
* TREBACIUS, who could not bear him a 
moment out of his ſight, came immediate- 


| ly after, and kneeling upon one Knee, ſaid 


to him, Methinks you fly my Company; 
| and whatever care I take to ſerve you, you 


| look on me with coldneſs and indifferency, 


not to ſay diſdain. TREBACIUS, anſwer d 
he, let the violent Paſſions that diſtract and 
torment my mind, ſerve me for Apolo 


and Excuſe ; I am not inſenſible what pains 
Jon take to oblige me, and I will return 
t 


e Obligations to the utmoſt of my power. 


Ah! Madam, faid he, (I was very much ſur- 


prized, ſaid ARCas, to hear that ward, not 
in the leaſt ſuſpecting 'twas a Woman; and-

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this made me liſten much more attentive- 


ly) Alas! Madam, ſaid he, what are your 
Commands? and if I do not happen to 


find the Perſon you ſeek, muſt I always be 


miſerable? TREBACIUSs, anſwer d ſhe, uſe 
your utmoſt endeavours, for aſſure your 

ſelf, I ſhall never ſatisfy you till I have had 
my Revenge. One Paſſion, continued ſhe, 
drives away another, and while my mind 
is filled with Revenge, I cannot think of 
Love. But, replied he, can I not know 
the reaſon of this inveterate hatred againſt 
MELINTHUS, and may I not bear a part of 
this Paſſion, that I may oblige you to bear 
a part of mine? Tell me, charming E- 


MILIA, what has MELINTHUs done to 


diſoblige you? What was it EMILIA, in- 
terrupted MELINTHUS, and is ſhe not dead! 
This Name, replied Arcas, ſurprized me 
as much as it can you, and I calld to mind, 
twas her Face, tho diſguiſed in this dreſs. 
I began to be afraid ſhe would know me a- 
gain; but having hitherto eſcaped ſo un- 
lucky an Accident, I reſolved to avoid be- 


ing ſeen by her as much as poſlible : be- 
ſides, being a Slave when ſhe knew me, 


my Dreſs was now very different, ſince you 
was pleaſed to give me my freedom. Tis 


then true, ſaid MELINTHUS amazed, that 


EMILIA is living? Pray Sir, ſaid ARCAs, 


let me go on with my Story, and you may 
judge if it is not EMILIA.

MELINTHvs, we are ſurrounded with Ene- 
mics from all parts of the World, and 
there only needed, as it were, one raiſed 
from the dead to compleat our ruin. 
But, continued ARcàAs, EMILIA anſwerd 
TREBACIUS, Since you are ſo deſirous to 
know why I have ſo implacable a Revenge 
againſt MELINTHUs, I will give you that 
Satisfaction, if it can be one to yon, to 
know how much I loved him: for I muſt 
own he was the only Perſon that could 
raiſe this Paſſion in me, but he has made 
me pay with Uſury, the Coldneſs and In- 
differency I at firſt received him with; and 
he has revenged your Cauſe, and that of 
others whom I have treated with ſo much 
contempt and diſdain. Know, ſaid ſhe, 
that this Traytor won my Affection by the 
greateſt appearance of Virtue and Merit, 
and with a diſſembled Modeſty, which as 
often ſerves to conceal Vice as Virtue. I 
can't deny but he has may excellent and 
| admirable Qualifications z but he certainly 

muſt have a very good opinion of himſelf, 
and think none deſerving of him, tho' to 
be in his Company, you would take him 
for an utter ſtranger to Vanity; nay, -he 
eyen ſeem d to deſpiſe Praiſe and Com- 
mendation : I proteſt that ſince I am be- 

come his Enemy, reflecting upon his ſeem-- 
ing good Qualities, I have been at a loſs | 
how or what to judge of him; for if he 
Vol. II. 5 1 had 
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had that Virtue and Generoſity I imagin'd, 
why did he feign a Love when he had none? 


He made his Addreſſes to me, and I receiv- 


ed them, and loved him. Since which, 
being wounded near my Lodgings, and left 
for dead, I ordered him to be brought to 
my Houſe, and I was as tender and care- 
ful of him, as a Mother of her only Son. 
But I found he began to receive my kind 
Aſſiſtance with coldneſs and diſdain, and 
that the Sight of me was diſagreeable, if not 
odious to him. Art firſt I imagined the ex- 
tremity of his Pain might make him peeviſh 
and uneaſy; but when ARIANA, PALA- 


MEDES's Siſter, came from Licilhy, as dan- 


gerouſly ill as he was, he talk'd of nothing 
but leaving me to go to them. Then 1 
found he never loved me, and I was tor- 


mented with a cruel Jealouſy, that never 
let me reſt. I ſaw too plainly I had no 


reaſon to dctain him, ſince he did not care 
for me; yet nevertheleſs, I could not bear 


the thoughts of his going. I had never ex- 


perienced the diſtracted Anxiety of ſo many 
different Paſſions, Love, Hatred, Reſent- 


ment and Jealouſy ; even the troubled Sea 


fell infinitely ſhort of the Storm in my 
Breaſt: Vet ſtill thinking him of a_ noble 
and generous diſpoſition, I flatter'd myſelf” 
with faint glimmering Hopes, that twas im- 
poſſible he could totally forget the Obliga- 
| tions he had to me. However, this un- 
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grateful perfidious Wretch deſired my leave 
to go; this was what I dreaded and expect- 
ed, and I left nothing unſaid to perſuade 
him to continue with me, but ſeeing him 
reſolved to go, I found there was nothing 
ſo grating as the Contempt and Ingratitude 
of thoſe we love. I could no longer con- 
tain my ſelf, and I made him the bittereſt 
Reproaches, that Rage, Reſentment and 
Deſpair could ſuggeſt, calling him wicked 
ungrateful Traytor. This crafty Wretch 
gave full liberty to my Paſſion, to vent 


| and fpend it ſelf, then he began to pacify 


me by degrees, with the moſt flattering 
Words that Deceit could invent; he caſily 
perſuaded me, for we are always too ready 
to believe what we wiſh to be true: thus 
I conſpired with him to deceive my ſelf. 
Never did he profeſs ſuch a Paſſion for me 
as now, and ſpared neither Oaths nor Pro- 
teſtations to aſſure me of his Love and Fi- 
delity: and feigning for two or three days, 
he could not bear the Thought of quitting 
me; he inſenſibly obtained leave to be 


gone, making me believe I ſhould never be 


a day without ſeeing him. Having thus eſ- 


caped me, he counterfeited himſelf ſick, till 


he could return into Sicily, to avoid being 
"obliged to ſee me again. I frequently ſent 
to know how he did, and was inform'd of 
every thing that paſs d at their Houſe by a 

Youth named Damis, Maximus's Slave, 
| T2 who 
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who told me, that nothing was ſo agree- 
able to MELINTHUS, as the care and ten- 
dance of this beautiful ARIANA. This fill'd 
my mind with rage and jealouſy, that he 
had ſo deccived me to get away from me. 
I waitcd a conſiderable time, and had every 
day leſs hopes than cver of ſeeing him, 
which laſt affront ſcized ſo violently upon 
my Spirits, that I fell dangerouſly ill; and 
being willing to try how far his Ingratitude 
would go, I had it given out, that I was 
a a dying, thinking ſurely he would vouch- 
ſafe one Viſit, when I was expiring: but 
this crucl Monſter was never in the leaſt 
concern'd at whatever could happen to me. 
I then had it reported J was dead, to try if 
common civility and good-nature would not 
engage him to make a Viſit, by way of 
condoling CAMILLA; and had he come, I 
deſignd to have hid my ſelf, and liſtned 
whether he regretted my death or not; and 
to come out upon him unawares, and tear 
him to pieces, had it been poſſible, 
with my Teeth and Nails, in the tranſport 
and fury I was then in: but he was no more 
moved with any thing he could: hear, than 
if he had been void of all human Paſſions; 
nay, I was credibly inform'd, that he pre- 
vented PALAME DES from coming to con- 
dole with my Siſter for the loſs of me. In 
this extremity of grief, I knew not what 
new Stratagem to invent, or what courlc 
” tO 
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to take ; when MARCELLINUs, tho' not 
upon my account, revenged my Caulſle : for 
he being the mortal Enemy of theſe two 
Heilians, attempted to burn them in their 


Lodgings; or if they found means to get 


out, to ſlay MELINTHUS and PALAMEDES; 
and in this Diſorder and Confuſion, to car- 

ry off ARIANAa, to give her to the Emperor: 
but as Thave heard ſince, this Enterprize 
proved very fatal to MARCELLINUS, who 
was killed by MELINTHUs, whom he pur- 
{u'd to prevent his eſcape. ARIANA eſcaped, 
but by what means I never could hear. The 
next day MELINTHUS and PALAMEDES were 
taken and brought Priſoners to Rome; never 
was Iſo pleas'd and delighted, ſaid EMIL1a, 
as when I heard they were deſtined to die, 
being accuſed of having ſet the City on 
fire, And when I was told they were to 
appear before the Senate, in order to be 
examin d, I dreſt my ſelf as I am now, and 
ſate directly facing them, during the whole 


time of their Trial: the very fight of him 


put me into an Agony, but When he began 
to ſpeak, I thought I ſhould have ſwooned, 
ſo violently was my Mind agitated with 


_ thoſe different Paſſions it laboured under. 


_Gods, thought J, juſt ſothe Traytor talked 


"when he deceived me; how well he con- 


ceals the real Cauſe of his Misfortune and 
his Love for ARIANA! he hardly dares 
pronounce this Name, leſt I ſhould diſor- 

1 der 
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der him. But I muſt confeſs I was moved 
to compaſſion with what he ſaid, and his 
charming Manner of expreſſing himſelf ad- 
ded to the moving Truth he ſpoke, had al- 
moſt overcome my hatred ; but however, 
I endeavoured to baniſh this diſpoſition of 
mind, and would have had them condemn'd: 
but their Innocence was ſo evidently clear, 
that it was impoſlible they ſhould be con- 
demned. 1 waited for the Deciſion, with 
as much perplexity as if it had been my 
own Trial; and I was deſirous of, and at 
the ſame time dreaded the Thoughts of his 
death. I faw plainly the Senate was going 
to acquit him ; but when new orders came 
that the Judgment ſhould be ſuſpended till 
the Emperor had declared his Will, I can- 
not deſcribe what a State of Mind I was 
in, for J found the Emperor was afraid 
the Senators would acquit them, and 
that ſignified a certain and unavoidable 
Death: but I could not rejoice when I was 
ſure of their Misfortune. However, when 
they were carried back to the Priſon, and 
MELINTHUS was out of my ſight, I re-cn- 
tered into my former way of thinking, and 
was angry with my ſelf, for not animating 
the Judges againſt him, and recall'd to, mv... 
Mind, all the Aﬀeronts and ill Treatments 
I had received from him, and was then im- 
patient that NERO did not ſend and have 
them ſtrangled in the Priſon. Night and 
00 day 
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day it run in my Mind, and I imagin'd I 


ſaw the Soldiers maſſacring this perfidious 
Wretch, and that I beheld him expiring. 


After having dreamt of him all Night, in 


the Morning 1 ſent to the Priſon to enquire 


whether they were dead ; but they brought 


me back word, that the Keeper was in a 
very great Conſternation and Fright, for 
the Priſoners had found means, by the 
Chimney belonging to their Chamber, to 
get up to the Top of the Tower, from 
whence they had thrown themſelves into the 
Tiber : that there was a vaſt multitude of 
People by the River ſide, and others in 
Boats, ſecking the dead Bodies, which they 
ſuppos'd to be drown'd, or kill'd with the 


Tower-Battlement that was fallen. My juſt 


Reſentment raiſed in me a ſtrange Curioſity 
to feed my ſight with this Spectacle, and I 
gave Money to ſeveral that were ſecking 
for them. Some time after, going down 
the River, a good diſtance out of the City, 
to ſee if the Tide had not flung them up 


any where; the Lad, who row'd, ſeeing an 


empty Boat upon the Sand, ſaid unthink- 
ingly, there is a Boat without a Maſter. 
I ask'd him what he meant; he told me, 


...a_ young Man had bought it, but he be- 


lieved twas not with a deſign to be a 
Waterman, and deſired him to take care of 
it for ſome few hours; and that very Night 
the Priſoners eſcaped. They might have 
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look d long enough for them in the Water, 
ſaid he, and I believe they are far enough 
off by this time. Itrembled, ſaid EMILIX, 
at hearing him talk thus, and Ipreſs'd him 
to tell me what he knew concerning them. 
I will, anſwer'd he, upon condition you 
will never diſcover it, which having pro- 
miſed him, he told me, that it being his 
turn to watch that Night, by the River 
ſide, he ſaw the Priſoners deſcend from 
the Top of the Tower, by the help of a 
Rope, and make their eſcape in that Boat. 
I ſeemed pleaſed, ſaid ſhe, that they had 
ſaved themſelves, but in my mind I re- 
ſolved they ſhould not go thus unpuniſh'd. 
This Traitor, thought 1, is now, perhaps, 
with his charming ARIANA in Sicily, and 
making my ſincere Affection the Subject of 
his Railery, to entertain her, and will all 
his Life boaſt of having triumph'd, inſtead 
of meeting with his due Puniſhment. No, 
I will not die unreveng'd; he is not ſo ſe- 
cure as he, perhaps, imagines ; my Revenge 
ſhall purſue him to the remoteſt Corners 
of the Earth, and if I am not able of my 
ſelf, I will raiſe the whole World in Arms 
againft him, rather than he ſhall eſcape me. 
I return'd home, forming in my Mind a 
thouſand Stratagems, how to be the Neat 
of him, if he was living; whercupon ] ſent 
a Meſſenger to Syracuſe, to enquire if ME- 
LINTRUS Was arrived, This Man brought 
| me 
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me word back, that he was certainly ar- 
rived, and alſo what extraordinary Rejoi- 


cings were made at their return; the Sacri- 
fices and Diverſions; in ſhort, the great

and that 'twas reported, they were to be 
married ſoon. Jcalouly, Shame and Anger 
took poſſeſſion of my Soul, and 1 deter- 
min'd to prevent their Happineſs, by the 
death of this perfidious Betrayer of my 
Heart. That I might not fail accompliſhing 
my deſign, I reſolved to engage the Empe- 
ror in this Attempt. I ſaw you then oftner 
than uſual, ſaid ſhe to TREBACIUs, and 
began to. be ſenſible of your conſtant and 


ſincere Affection, though I had always treat- 
cd you with Diſdain and Indifferency, and 


placed my Love on this perjured Wretch, 


| Inſtead of you. I reſolved then, to be no 


longer ungrateful, but upon condition you 
ſhould firſt be inſtrumental and aſliſting to 


my being revenged on MELINTHUs. You 


agreed to thoſe Terms, and 'twas then I 
adviſed you to go and acquaint NERO, that 
his Enemies, MELINTHUS and PALAMEDES 
were yet living, and to deſire the Com- 


| miſſion and Power of putting them to 


death; and that it might be publiſhed in 


the Empire, that wherever they were found, 


they ſhould be ſlain, and I would my felf 


diſguis d aſſiſt you in this Commiſſion, and, |

if poſſible, have the pleaſure of killing him 
with my own hand. 


WHEN EMILIA had finiſhed this Nar- 
ration, ſaid ARcas, TREBACIUS anſwerd 
her, Well, Madam, I find he muſt die, or 
I ſhall never be happy. Now I know how 
much reaſon you have to be his Enemy, 
I will add the deſire of revenging your In- 
juries, to that I had only of obeying you. 
Gods! interrupted MELINTHUs, And does 
this Woman yet live to torment and per- 
ſecute me ? Obſerve how far ſhe has carried 
her Reſentment and Revenge. Pray Sir, 
ſaid ARCas, let me proceed in what Thave 
yet to ſay. I was very much ſhock'd and 
concern'd, to hear how reſolutely EMIL1A 
was bent upon your Ruin and Deſtruction. 
However, I look'd upon this diſcovery I had 
made, as a lucky Omen of your eſcaping 
this imminent danger : for ſurely, thought 
I, nothing leſs than a peculiar Providence 
of the 8 has placed me here, to hear 
this, and forewarn my dear Maſter of it, 
that you might be able to conſult and judge 
what could be done in this Extremity. My 
greateſt Care now, was not to be known by 
EMILIA. We arrived at Syracuſé, about. 
Evening, and lodged in the City. I was 
very well aſſured you was not there, ſo I 
was only apprehenſive of their finding out 
where you were gone. I immediately \ "uw 
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and acquainted TELEPHUs, how you were 
ſought, in order to be put to death; he 
was exceedingly concerned : howeyer, we 


bethought our ſelves what we had beſt to 
do; and that very Night diſpers'd Letters 


up and down the City, to deſire the Hra- 
cuſians, if they loved MELINTHUS, not to 
tell the Romans where he was gone, being 
'twas to put him to death that they ſought 
him: and ſo great was their Love, that 
TREBACIUS and EMILIA were above a week, 
and could hear nothing of you. I would 
have taken that opportunity to come to 
Corinth, and give you notice to ſave your 
ſelf; but they had a ſtrict Guard at the Ha- 
ven, and given orders, that no Ship ſhould 


ail out of it: at laſt they accidentally heard 


where you was gone, but by what means 
[ cannot tell. We immediately embarked, 
and I had hardly time to take leave of TE- 
LEPHUS and ERYCINE, whom I left in Tears. 
[ cursd the Winds for being ſo favourable 
to us, for we arrived at Corinth in much 
leſs time than we could have expected, and 
at the Haven we found all in great con- 
fuſion and diſorder. TREBAcIUsõ ask d what 
was the matter. They told him, two Ladies 


had been ſtole away, and carried aboard the 


Ship that was juſt gone off. When we landed, 
I was not a little ſurprized, to ſee DICEAR- 
cus and P1SISTRATUS very buſy in having 
a Vellel got ready to follow that other Ship. 

3 Pray, 
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Pray, ſaid TREBACIUs to DICEARCUS, what 
is the cauſe of your Affliction, and this 
Uproar and Diſturbance. My Lord, faid 
he, I had a Neice, who was left in my 
care at the death of my Brother, and whom 
I had promiſed in Marriage to PISISTRATVUS, 
whom you ſee there, and a treacherous 
Fellow, named MELINTHUs, came from Hy- 
racuſe, and ſtole her away unknown to me, 
and againſt my will. *Tis the ſame per- 
fidious Wretch we ſeek, by the Emperor's 
Order, cried out EMILIA. Be comforted, 
faid ſhe, good old Gentleman, we will both 
be revenged of him. TI believe, ſaid TRE- 
BACIUS, they are in one of thoſe Ships we 
met, going toward the Grecian Coaſts. If 
lo, we muſt not loſe time, and if your 


Ship is ready, ſaid he to DICEARCUs, ac- 


company us, and let us join our Quarrels 
and Forces to be revenged of him. Never 
did I ſce any one more tranſported with 
Rage and Fury than DIcEAR cus, and when 
TREBACIUs and EMILIA ſet ſal, he im- 
mediately followed them. 


AFTER having paſſed the Promontory 
of Naupacte, we put in at every Haven, 
to enquire after you; at length we arrived 
here, where being landed, EPICHARIS, ſtand- 
ing at the Haven, diſguiſed in Mens Clothes, 
was fo unfortunate as to be known again 
by the Jaylor's Son, who was your Keeper 

in 
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in the Priſon ; his Father has lain in Chains 
ever ſince, and knowing TREBACIUS's de- 
ſign, accompanied us, in hopes that aſſiſt: 
ing them to take you, when you was put 
to death his Father would be ſet at liberty. 
Now I have given you the whole and exact 
Account, why ſo many People are up in 
arms againſt you to ſeek your Deſtruction. 
Now we muſt conſult what can be done 
for your Safety and Defence. The City- 


| Gates and Walls are ſtrictly guarded, but 


when I went to mark the Houſes where 
my Company was lodged, I reſerved one 
for my ſelf, thinking it might be of ſervice 
to you. 


WHEN ARCAs had finiſhed his Rela- 
tion, to which the Company had liſten'd 
with no ſmall Fear and Aſtoniſhment, to 
hear of ſo many lying in wait for their 
Ruin, which render'd it almoſt unavoidable ; 
Well, ſaid MELINTHvUs, I find tis only my 
Life that is ſought, my Death will lay this 
Storm, and ſatisfy and appeaſe all this Rage 
and Fury, and deliver you out of that dan- 
ger that now equally threatens you as much 
as my ſelf, I will go, and in their pre- 
lence plunge a Ponyard into my Breaſt ; 
at one blow ſatisfy the Emperor's, EMILIA's 
and DiceaRcus's Revenge. Is it not much 
better to die courageoully, than cowardly 
to fall into their hands, and meet with a 
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ſhameful Death? Tis not any ſudden Tranſ- 
port or Sally of Paſſion makes me argue 
in this manner, for did J ſee the leaſt pro- 
bability of eſcaping, I would not ſacrifice 
my Liſe in this manner. But as we are 
ſurrounded with an Army, and J am as it 
were in the power of ſuch a variety of im- 
placable Enemies, I had better die coura. 
geouſly, than attempt means, which will not 
only prove unſucceſsful, but likewiſe in- 
volve you all in my Ruin. But the wiſe 
LEPANTE interrupted MELINTHUS, ſaying, 
Pray excuſe me for not thinking you free 
from Paſſion in taking ſuch a reſolution; 
great Souls, like yours, when they are thus 
willing to reſign Life, are rather hurried 
on by a Contempt of Death, than any ne- 


_ ceſlity there is to oblige them to deſire it: 


but nothing can juſtify our laying violent 
hands on our ſelves, while the Mind ot 
Strength arc ina Capacity of encountering, 
if not ſurmounting the Difficulties and Miſ- 
fortunes we labour under. We muſt try all 
ways and means before we have recourſe 
to this laſt Extremity, and not neglect the 
leaſt glimmering ſhadow of Hope. Beſides, 
this ought to be conſidered, that in a mo- 
ment the Affairs of the whole Uniyerlc 
may be changed, and that the ſame Power, 
which has permitted ſo many Enemies to 
be united together for your Deſtruction, can 
in a moment — and diſappoint m 
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long and far-fetched Schemes, and turn the 
ill Effect and Event upon their own heads; 
and with one Accident overthrow and fruſ- 
trate all theſe. They, as yet, know not 
where we are, and ARCAS is in a way to 


adviſe and inform us every hour with what 


paſſes; and if we muſt die, at leaſt let us 
ſtay till we can live no longer. In my o- 
pinion we had better change our Abode, 
and go into the Houſe that ARcàs has 
marked for himſelf, as if we were ſome of 
the Romans themſelves ; for in all proba- 
bility this Houſe will be ſearch'd : and let 
ARCAS go and order thoſe that are in our 
Ship to ſhelter, at ſome little diſtance from 
the Haven, leſt they ſhould be examin'd, 
and that ſhould diſcover us. Afterwards 
we may, perhaps, find means to deliver E- 
PICHARIS. Theſe Arguments and Advice 
ſomewhat pacified and compoſed the Mind 
of MELINTHUsS, and was ſome Conſolation 
to the. whole Company ; immediately they 


| reſolved to follow LEPANTE's Advice, and 


go that very Night to the Houſe ARCas 
had referved for them, and pretending they 
were going to embark, obliged the Land- 
lord, by rich Prefents and Rewards, not to 
own any Strangers had lodged there.

SHE Morrow after this fatal Day, 
in which ſo many dire Misfor- 

tunes had happen'd, inſtead of all 
} UH) the hoped-for Joy, TREBAcIuUS 
and EMILIA had a ſtrict Tearch made in the 
City, except in thoſe Houſes. where the 
Roman Soldiers were quartered, who all 
aſſured there was no Citizen, or any other 
but Romans with them. ARCAs was much 
ſtricter, and more exact in ſearching every 
Lodging than any other, being very well 
aſſured that his own would not be ſearched. 
At Night, he did not fail to go to his Ma- 
ſter, and aſſured him, and the reſt of the 
Company, that he hoped he ſhould pre- 
vent their being diſcovered, and that Epi- 
CHARIS held out courageouſly in her reſo- 
lution of not diſcovering them; nay, that 
ſhe had really perſuaded the Romans they _ 
were not in that Country: he only feared, ” 
they would make her ſuffer a little. This 
word put PALAMEDES into ſuch a rage, that 

he reſolved to die, or to ſave her. He asked 


— 
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ARCAS in what part of TREBACIUS's Lodg- 
ings ſhe was confined, and how many Sol- 
diers were ſet to guard her: When he was 
informed of every particular, he ſcem'd to 
think no more of it, and went to bed. 


WHEN he thought they were all aſlcep, | 
he contrived with his Sheet to get out of 
the Windows into the Street ; and with no 
other Arms than his Sword, he went to 
TREBACIUs's Lodgings, and found the Stairs 
that led to the Dungeon where EPICHARIS 
was; and meeting with the Soldier that kept 
the Door, he threw his Mantle over his 
Head to prevent the Soldier's crying out, 
and thruſting his Sword into his Body, never 


| ſtirr'd from "the place till he had ſeen him 


expire : then coming to the Door of the 
Dungeon, he perceived another Soldier, 
who kept the Keys; and ſurprized at ſeeing 
PALAMEDES, asked him ſternly, Who lie 
was? But PALAMEDES, without making 
any anſwer, attack d and laid him dead at 
his feet ; then he took the Keys, and by the 
light of the Lamp which ſtood near at hand, 
open d the Dungeon. EICRHARIS imagin'd 
ſhe was either ſent for to be examin'd, or 
put to the Torture; but when PALaMEDEs 
embraced her, ſhe thought it was one of the 
Soldiers, who had the inſolence to make an 
attempt upon her Honour and Virtue. But 
when he ſpoke, ſhe knew his Voice; and, 

Vo“. II. K ſur- 
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ſurprized, asked him, How he got there? 
Which having told her, Pray, ſaid he, let 
us loſe no time, but follow me out 1mme- 
diately. My Feet arc chain'd to the Floor, 
{aid ſhe, and I am afraid all your trouble 
and pains will be to no purpoſe, and you 
run the hazard of your own Life for having 
killed my Guard. However, looking among 
the Keys, they were ſo lucky as to find that 
which belonged to the Fetters. Immediately 
PALAME DES ee e them, and was over- 
joy'd to have dcliver'd his Miſtreſs, curſing 
a thouſand times thoſe who had made her 
ſuffer: when EPIcHARIS found ſhe could 
walk, they conſulted how they ſhould get out. 
PALAMEDES would have her put on one of 
the Soldier's Clothes, and go out alone, and 
wait for him at ſome diſtance from thence, 
telling her he would immediately follow, 
and conduct her to her Miſtreſs 3 which ac- 
cordingly ſhe did. But PALAMEDES was 
not ſo fortunate as to eſcape, for a Soldier 
mecting him, asked him where he was go- 
ing; he told him in the Roman Language, 
where TREBAC1Us had ordered him: but 
being asked for the Watch-word, he was 
=. aloſ what to anſwer. He then drew his 
Sword, and would have cleared the way by 
his Valour ; but they ſurrounded him, and 
took him : then they found the dead Bodics, 
and that EPpicHAR1s had eſcaped ; where- 


upon they confined him, and carly the next 
Morn- 
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Morning carricd him before TREBAcIUs, 
who ſent for DICEARCUS to ſee him. But 
how great was his Surprize, who aiming 
only at the Death of MELINTHUsS, not in the 
leaſt imagining his Nephew was with him, 
bur at Athens, found PALAMEDES under 
ſuch a Calamity as he could have wiſhed 
MELINTHUsS. But recovering from his ſur- 
prize, be begg'd TREBACIUS to ſpare his Ne- 
phew's Life, who was no way guilty of what 
MELINTHvUs had done; but TREBACIUS, in 
obedience to the Emperor's Orders, and to 
puniſh PALAMEDES's bold Attempt in daring 
to murder his Guard, ordered him to be pur 


in the ſame Dungeon from whence he had 


reſcued EPICHARIS; and that if he would 
not declare where MELINTHUS was, in a 
few days he ſhould ſuffer death. ParLa- 
MEDES ſaid, he had not ſeen MELINTHUs 
a long time, and that his Uncle could wit- 
neſs, that he left Syracuſe, and accompanied 
him to Corinth, and that from thence he 
had been at Athens; and being deſirous to 
ſce all the Cities in Greece and Epirus, he 
happen'd accidentally to arrive here; and be- 
ing informed EPICHAR1S, whom he loved, 
was kept priſoner, he reſolved to attempt 
her deliverance : that ſince he had been fo 
fortunate as to ſucceed, he cared not what 
became of himſelf, for he was ready to 
ſubmit to whatever puniſhment they were 
pleaſed to inflit, TREBACIUS told him, 

K 2 that 
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that EyICHaRIS and he meeting in this City, 
ave great room and reaſon to ſuſpect the 
222 they ſought was there alſo; and that 
if other means "failed, the Torture fhould 
make him declare where MELINTHUS was. 
There is no Pain or Torture, anſwer d he, 
can make me to ſay what I don't know. I 
am. ignorant where he is, and upon what 
account you ſeek him; but you ought not 
to defer my death one moment for having 
{lain your Soldiers. If you only prolong 
my Life, in hopes I can inform you where 
MELINTHUS is, it will be to no purpoſe, 
knowing nothing more of him, than that 
we left him at Syracuſe. ARCas, who came 
very carly in the Morning to TREBACIUS's 
Lodgings, was preſent; for having miſsd 
PALAMEDES, they concluded he was gone 
upon ſome enterprize to deliver EPICHARIS. 
Whatever DIcEaRcvus could ſay, avail'd no- 
thing; for PALAMEDFS was carried back to 
the Dungeon, and Arcas went and told this 
unhappy Adventure to MELINTHUS and A- 
RIANA, and that he knew not what was be- 
come of EPICHARIS. 


THIS Affliction brought Tears afreſh 
into ARTANA's Eyes, and put MRELINxTHUS 
quite out of patience; who having hitherto 
followed LEPANTE's wiſe Counſel and Ad- 
Vice, could not now bear to ſee ARIANAS 
Tears, nor to think of the danger his Friend 

Was 
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as in: whereupon he took ARrcas aſide, 


and made him ſwear, that he would invio- 
lably obey his Orders; then he told him, 
that he was reſolved to deliver PALAMEDES, 
let the conſequence of ſuch an Attempt be 
what it would : but charged him never to 
mention it to his Friends, nor own him for 
his Maſter, when he was with the Enemies, 
that he might be the better able to ſave and 
aſſiſt ARIana and the reſt of their Friends, 
from falling into the hands and power of 
TREBACIUS and EMILIA. ARCas, over- 
whelm'd with Sorrow, endeavour'd to diſ- 
ſuade him from ſo fatal a Reſolution; but 
MELINTHUS ſurprized him, proteſting, that 
if he diſcovered or oppoſed his deſign, he 
would ſlay himſelf before his face; above 


all, he charged him to have a particular care 


of ARIANA. ARCA4S had not a word more 
to ſay, ſecing his Maſter deſperate, who 
commanded him to go out of the Houſe 
immediately, and wait for him at TREBA- 
cius's Lodgings, where he ſhould be witneſs 


of what he would do. Thus did MELIx- 


THUS. prevent ARCas's diſcovering his deſign 
to his Friends; then he choſe eight young 
Soldiers, that had followed him from H- 
racuſe, whoſe Valour he had already expe- 


rienced, and who had a ſincere Love and 


Value for him, admiring his Virtue and ex- 
cellent Qualities ; hethen told them his de- 
ſign, and finding them ready to die for him, 

5 Lg: he 
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he deſired them to arm themſelves, and be 
ready to follow him; he armed himſelf like- 
wiſe, and went directly to TREBACIUS's 
Lodgings, and courageouſly, with the reſt 
of his Companions, fell upon the Guards. 
After having ſlain ſix with his own hands, 
before they were well aware of the Attack, 
he faſten'd the Door, to prevent'any Aid or 
Succour coming to TREBACIUS : the Noiſe 
and Alarm was ſoon heard in the Lodgings, 
and preſently near thirty Perſons had taken 
up Arms, and gather'd together to oppoſe 
him; but he ſtill continued to wound and 
kill all that came in his way, and never did 
MELINTHUS give a greater Proof of his Va- 
1our, having the moſt experienced Warriors 
among the "Roman Soldicrs to encounter 
with; "his Companions endeavouring to imi- 
tate him, ſeem d animated and cncouraged 
by his Example. Already there was above 
twenty Romans ſlain, when TREBACIUS 
Came to ſee what was the mattcr, follow'd 
by EMILIA, D1CEARCUS, and PISISTRATUS ; 
and ſceing ſuch a Slaughter among his 
Guards, and ſuch valiant Perſons laying on 
with ſo much Fury, could not imagine who 
they were, or what could be their deſign; 
however, finding he muſt make one amongſt 
them, he ed EMILIA to withdraw, and 
look at them from a Window : from thence 
ſhe firſt knew MELIiNTHUs, and told T RE- 
BACIUS which was he; DiCEarcvus alſo 
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knew him. ARcas, that he might not be 
obliged to fight againſt his dear Maſter, 
broke his Sword. MEL INTHUS knew TRE- 


BACIUS, and endeavour d to attack him, ho- 


ping by ſlaying him, to diſhearten rhe reſt. 
TREBACIUS exaſperated to ſee ſo many of his 
Men lain, aim'd likewiſe at encountering 
MELINTHUS, who began to hope his Enter: 


prize would ſucceed, ſix of his Companions 


yet remaining alive, and having but few of 


the Romans now to defeat. But unfortu- 


nately one of the Soldiers bethought him- 
ſelf of letting in the City-Guards by the 
Back-Door, ſo that MELINTHus being over- 
power'd by numbers, they ſoon diſpatched 
his ſix Companions; and EMIL1a, ſceing 


only him left alive, call'd to TREBAcivs, 


that he ſhould not be ſlain, but taken: Thus 
this ſurprizing and extraordinary Valour fell 
a Victim to the moſt crucl ſtroke of Fortune, 
and by EMILIA's orders was carried to the 
Dungeon, and laid faſt in Irons. | 


DURING the time of this Tumult 
and Confuſion, DICEARCUS was contriving 
means to ſave PALAMEDES, by bribing the 
Soldier who was ſet to guard him; which 
having effected, he ordered him to make off 
as ſoon as poſlibly he could, taking care not 
to tell him what was the occaſion of this 
Uproar, knowing that he would have cer- 
Fagly gone to MEL IN THUS s aſſiſtance. Then 


Kt he 
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he returned to TREBACIUS, Who Was giving 


orders about the dead Bodies, and could not 
- ceaſe admiring the ſurprizing Courage and 
Reſolution of MELINTHUS to fave PALA- 
| MEDEs. EMILI1A was highly pleaſed to have 
MELINTHVUS in her power, and conlider'd 
with her ſelf, what Death ſhe ſhould put him 
to, being reſolved to ſlay him with her own 
Hand. In the mean while, one came, and 
told them, that PALAME DES had eſcaped, 
and withal that DICEARcUS was ſeen near 
the Dungeon with the Soldier that kept 
him, who was alſo miſſing, and that there 
was ground to ſuſpect DIcEaRCUs had bri- 
bed the Soldier. TREBACIUS enraged, or- 
dered him to be laid in the ſame Dungeon, 
and was reſolved to put him to death, for da- 
ring to corrupt and bribe his Soldieas to let 
CASAR's Enemies eſcape; and commanded 
PISISTRATUS immediately to leave his 
Lodgings. 


O N the other nan PALAMEDES being 
eſcaped, wonder'd what was the meaning of 
this diſturþance in the City. However, with- 
out enquiring what was the matter, he went 
qirectly to ArRcas's Lodgings to his Friends, 
and was ſurprized to hear MELINTHUs was 
gone out into the City with eight Soldiers; 
being at a loſs to think what he could deſign 
with ſo ſmall Aſſiſtance againſt ſuch a num- 
ber of Enemies, he would have gone out 

to 
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to ſuccour him, but was prevented by An- 


cass coming, who told them the Particulars 
of what had happen d. ARIANA, who re- 
joiced at her Brother's ſafety and return, 
found her Sorrow was not yet at an end; 
and the reſt of the Company, inſtead of en- 
deavouring to comfort her, let her ſee by 
their exceeding concern, ſhe had reaſon to. 
be afflicted. PALAMEDES would not have 
been behind-hand, or ungrateful to MELIN- 


THUS, for this uncommon Attempt and Re- 


ſolution to reſcue him; but he did not as yet 
find any poſſible means of ſuccouring him. 


E MIL I4 now, having MELINTRHVUs 
in her power, thought of nothing but ſa- 
tisfying her Revenge; and that if ſhe could 
but find AR IAN A, how much more effectu- 
ally ſhe ſhould accompliſh it, to add this, of 
ſeeing her ſuffer, to all his other Torments. 
But ARcas took ſuch care to prevent it, 
that ſhe never could hear the leaſt Tidings 
of her. At length TREBACIVUs preſſing her 
to put MELINTHUS to death, and make him- 
ſelf happy, ſhe reſolved to go early the next 
Morning to the Dungeon, and ſlay him with 
her own Hand, knowing he was chain d both 
hands and feet, and not at liberty to defend 
himſelf. She ſent away thoſe that attended 
her, and reſolved to enter alone into this 
obſcure Dungeon, with a Flambeau in one 
hand, and a Ponyard in the other, being 
* ho a * — 
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ſomewhat aſham'd to have any Witneſſes 


of ſo barbarous an Action. What! ſaid ſhe, 


to her ſelf, methinks I tremble, and that 
my Heart fears to execute what my Mind 
has ſo reſolutely undertaken. I am now 


undetermined, whether I ſhall revenge my 


ſelf or not, after having croſs'd ſo many 
Seas to find the Opportunity. No,, no, 
let this perfidious, cruel Wretch feel the 
Effects of my juſt Reſentment, and dearly 
pay forthc Torments he has made me endure, 
Thus ſhe endeavour'd to fortify her ſelf in 
her Reſolution, though ſhe ſeemed to ſtag: 
ger at the Thought of the horrid ION 


ſhe Was going to commit. 


TIIEN entering the Dungeon, ſhe looked 
round to ſee where MELINTHUS was: he 
knew her, and finding ſhe ſought him; 
Come, EMIL1a, ſaid he, what you bring 
me is agrecable to me. Hearing him {ay 
this, put "her into a great Conſternation; 
and this Voice ſhe had formerly ſo loved 
and admired now diſorder'd her; for ſhe did 
not imagine MELINTHUS would know her 
diſguiſed in this Habit. Ha! Traitor, ſaid 
ſhe, what Devil hath told thee that I am 
EMILIA? Yes, I am that deſpiſcd EMIL II, 
the Object of thy Scorn and Ingratitude, 
who am come out of Hell to tear thy per- 
fidious Soul from thy Body, and deliver it 
up to the tormenting Fiends and Furies. 

Come 
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come then, EMIL IA, ſaid he, execute what | 
you have undertaken, here is my Breaſt, 
thruſt in the Ponyard, and aſſure your ſelf, 
J ſhall not receive Death at your hands as 
a Puniſhment for having offended you, but 
as a Reward for ſerving you honourably. 
For having ſerved me honourably ! ſaid ſhe : 
Go, Traitor, calleſt thou it doing honour- 
ably by me, to make a jeſt of my Love, 
and repaying all my tender Care with Diſ- 
dain and Ingratitude? Ha! cruel Wretch, 
doſt thou call it ſerving me honourably, 
when thou hadſt eſcaped out of my hands, 
thou wouldſt not remember there was ſuch 
a Perſon in the World as EMILIA, to whom 
thou wert ſo much obliged? Ungrateful 
Wretch ! doſt thou term it treating me with 
that Humanity and Civility which ſurely I 
deſerved from thee, when neither the Fit 
of Sickneſs, the Regret of not fecing thee 


| brought upon me; no, nor even the news 


of my Death, could oblige thee to make 
one Viſit at our Houſe? EMILI1a, ſaid he, 
to what ſignification are all theſe Reproaches, 
ſince you are reſolved I ſhall die by your 
hand ? Strike the Blow, and believe me, you 
never ſo much obliged me in your Life as 
now. No, Traytor, ſaid ſhe, I will firſt 
know what thou haſt done ſo honourably 
and well by EMILIa. Ha! EMILIa, faid 
MELINTHUS, will you then oblige me to 


repeat v What you cannot hear without a bluſh ? 


Did 
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Did I not do honourably by you, when 
ſeeing that EMuILIA, whoſe elevated Senſe 
and Virtue I had formerly admired, ſuf. 
fered her ſelf to be overcome by a ſcan- 
dalous and ſhameful Paſſion ; I endeavoured 
to reſtore her to her ſelf, that ſhe might 
aſſume her former Charms by my Cold- 
neſs and Indifferency ; that ſhe might not 
have cauſe to weep and lament, as long as 
_ the lived, the fault of a few days? Was it 
not ferving you honourably, when com- 
paring your former Virtue and Reputation 
to the prefent Depravity of your Mind, I 
deplored your Blindneſs, and would take 
no adyantage of it; and finding my preſence 
ſerved to kindle this Flame more than my 
Arguments could extinguiſh it, I own | 
made uſe of a Stratagem to get away from 
you, hoping, by my abſence, to reſtore you 
to your ſelf, and that then you would have 
been convinced of the Danger you had like 
to have fallen into; and that I was rather 
your Friend than your Enemy! EMI114, 
EMILI1A, had I been ſuch a ſort of Perſon 
as you then wiſhed, what would you be 
now? What Repentance, what Regret 
would you have even now for the laſs of 
your Honour, which is ſuch addition to all 
other Charms; and hardly dare lift up your 
Eyes, that had been Accomplices of your 
Shame and Misfortune > What have I then 
done, EMILIA, that you purſue me wo 
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fo much Fury and Cruelty ? You will put me 
to death for being the cauſe you now can 
boaſt, you fear neither the Reproaches of 
Men, nor of your own Conſcience, and 
that you now find Perſons that will under- 
take any thing to ſerve you. 


CONSIDER now, EMILIA, if I have 
not done honourably by you, and judge- 
impartially, if you have not more reaſon 
to be my Friend than my Enemy. EMI- 
LIA, in whom there yet remained ſome 
Sentiments of Virtue, and a Greatneſs of 
Soul, was ſo touch'd with theſe ſenſible 
and moving Truths, that ſhe was ſome time 
vithout anſwering, and trembling, let fall 
the Ponyard : at laſt ſhe fat down by him, 
and ſaid, MELINTHUs, the wiſeſt of Men, 
this is the ſecond time you have gain'd a 
Conqueſt over me; the firſt was of my 
Heart and Affection, but now of my very 
Soul and Underſtanding, which owns there 
is no Wiſdom nor Virtue upon earth to be 
compared to thine. I am willing to ſuffer 
whatever thou art pleaſed to inflict, for all 
I have made thee endure, and will every 
where acknowledge, how much I am ob- 
liged to thee for my deſign of always fol- 
lowing thy wiſe and good Advice. 


EMILTIA was thus paying Homage 
and Reſpect to MELINTHUS's Virtue, when 
| " A 
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'TREBACIUS, who was particularly careful 
of her, and who was afraid that MELIN. 
THUS, chain'd as he was, had found means 
to defend himfelf againſt her, becauſe ſhe 
ſtay d ſo long, came and found her alone 
with him, and was very much aſtoniſhed 
to ſee her rather in the Poſture of a Sup- 
pliant, than a Perſon who ſought to be 
revenged. What do I ſee, ſaid he, Em 
LIA, do not my Eyes deceive me? TRE. 
BACIUS, ſaid ſhe, you may well be ſurpriz d 
but had you heard the wiſe Truths Mr- 
 LINTHUS has juſt been ſaying, you would 
have been as much vanquiſh'd and con- 
vinced as I. There is, added ſhe, the mokſ 
virtuous and wiſeſt Perſon upon the Face 
of the Earth, to whom I owe that Virtue 
I have hitherto preſerv'd, and thoſe Senti- 
ments and Maxims of Virtue I ſhall always 
follow. I now. beg you to ſave his Life 
for my ſake, or take away my Life inſtead 
of his. Madam, anſwered 'TREBACIUs, 
you know I have no ill-will to MELINTHUS, 
neither did I undertake to ruin him, but to 
oblige you: you cannot more admire his 
Wiſdom than I did, not long ſince, his 
Strength and Courage, and 'twas with no 
{ſmall Regret that I permitted you to {lay 
{o valiant a Perſon. MELINTHus interrupt- 
ed this Diſcourſe by ſaying, he had neither 
ſo much Virtue nor Courage as they were 
pleas d to aſcribe to him; that his encounter 
ing 
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ing the Roman Soldicrs, was rather the Ef- 
feck of Deſpair than Valour, knowing that 
his Friend was in danger of his Life; and 
that what EMILIA was pleaſed to term 
Wiſdom, was only that he had convinced 
her that her proceedings were unbecoming 
her Sex 3 that ſince they had the Emperor's 
Orders to put him to death, they ſhould, 
nevertheleſs, execute his Commands, for 
fear of running any * themſelves. No, 
no, ſaid EMILIA, I will rather die my ſelf 
than TREBACIUS ſhall be any ways acceſſary 
to your Death; and I know he is here but 
to obey me. TREBACIUS confirm'd what 
ſhe had ſaid, and then MELINTHvs reply'd, 
Since you will have me obliged to you for 
my Life, I would in ſome meaſure requite 
the Obligation, by adviſing, or perſuading 
you, ſaid he, addreſſing himſelf to EMILIA, 
to ſet a right Value and Eſtimation on TRRE· 
BACIUS'S extraordinary Merit and ſincere 
Affection, and what he has done to ſerve 
you, which lays an obligation upon you 
to receive him for your Spouſe. And you, 
Sir, ſaid he, addreſſing himſelf to TREBA- 
clus, receive EMILIA from my hand, whoſe 
extraordinary Qualifications you are not ig- 
norant of; and who, tho' ſhe ſuffered her 
ſelf to be overcome with the deſire of Re- 
venge, will henceforward be a Pattern of 
Virtue and Moderation ; ſince ſhe knows 
how to vanquiſh her Paſſion. To _ | 
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MELINTHUS, EMILIA gave TREBACIUS hey 
hand, in aſſurance that he ſhould be her 
Husband. TRrEBactivs finding himſelf ſo 
much obliged to MELINTHUS, asked him 
What he could yet do to ſerve him. To de- 
liver PALAMEDES, anſwered he. He is not 
in our power, ſaid TREBACIUS, and upon 
that he told him, what DIcEAR cs had done 
to ſave him; and that he was now in the 
ſame Dungeon himſelf, for he was reſolved 
to put him to death, for daring to bribe 
his Guards; and that now he was more ſet 
upon that reſolution, knowing he was his 
Enemy. Ha! TREBAcivs, ſaid MELINTHvy, 
I then beg DicEarcvus's Life of you inſtead 
of PALAMEDESs. Too generous MELIN- 
THUS, replied TREBACIUS, did you but 
know how enrag'd and inveterate he is 2 
gainſt you, you would find you had ng 
reaſon. to deſire he ſhould live. That ar 
gues not, ſaid MELINTHvus, he is Uncle to 
PALAMEDES and ARIANA; and were it 
poſſible for him to be a greater Enemy to 
me than he is, I cannot bear the Thought: 
of his ſuffering death. I then give you | his 
Life, ſaid TREBACIUs, but he ſhall be whol- 
ly obliged to you for it. MELINTHUS 
thank d him for this Favour ; and then F- 
MILIA asked him, where he could poſlibly 
have hid himſelf, during the time the City 
was ſo ſtrictly ſearched. By the means of 
ARCAS, — ſaid he, who being at 
None 
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Rome when you embarked, liſted himſelf 
into one of the Companies, in hopes, by 
that means, he might be of ſervice to me; 
and that he, and the reſt of his Company, 
had been all along in the Houſe that Ar- 
cas had marked and aſſigned for himſelf, and 
that he ſuppoſed PaLAMEDEs was gone there. 


and Contrivance; and EMILIA, who remem- 
ber d what he had formerly done at Roms, ſaid 
twas not the firſt time he had ſhown ſo 
extraordinary a Courage and Love for his 
Maſter. But, ſaid MELINTHUs, we muſt 
alſo conſult what muſt be done for TRE- 
BACIUS'S Safety, for ſhould the Emperor 
know he let his Enemies eſcape, there is 
no likelihood of his pardoning it. I am 
of opinion, ſaid MELINTHvUs, that to pre- 
vent their ſuſpecting the Favour you have 
done me, you ſhould both go out of this 
place, as if you had juſt flain DIcEARcus, 
and me; and then make your Soldiers and 
Servants believe, that DICEARCVUs, hoping 
to ſave his Life, by diſcovering his Nephew, 
had juſt before his Death confeſsd, that 
PALAMEDES was hid in a Ship, whereupon 
you may ſend away all your Servants and 
Guards, commanding them to make a ſtrict 
ſearch in every Ship in the Haven; only 
keep ARCAS with you, to wait on you, and 
aſſiſt me in my Flight. 55

THIS Advice was approved of, and 
being come up to the Lodgings, TrREBA- 
CIUS ſaid aloud, that having now flain Di- 
CEARCUsS and MELINTHUS, there only want- 
ed PALAMEDES to complcat the Execution 
of the Emperor's Orders, whom DIcEar- 


cus, hoping thereby to fave his own Life, 


had confeſs'd was hid in a Ship in the Ha- 
yen ; wherefore he commanded them to go 
and make diligent ſearch, charging them 
not to return without him: fo he only 
kept ARcas, who could not refrain from 
ſhedding Tears, thinking his dear Maſter 
was really ſlain. But TRERBACITIuS having

ARCAS, in an extaſy of Joy, threw 

himſelf at their feet, to thank them : then 

they went directly to the Dungeon to re- 

leaſe MELINTHUs; and while Arcas un- 

locked his Chains, TREBAcius and EMILIA 

took hold of cach Arm to ſupport him, 
his Feet being numb'd. They would help 

him to walk, till they came to the Garden, 

before their Lodgings, triumphing as it were 
over the Rage they had formerly conceived 
againſt him. When he found himſelf able 
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to walk, he would have taken his leave, and 
pray'd them to ſend DICEARCUS as ſoon 
az poſſible ; but EMIL1A deſired TREBA- 
eius that ſhe might accompany him to 
his Lodgings, having a great deſire to ſee 
ARIANA, and ask her pardon for all the 
trouble ſhe had cauſed her, in purſuing the 
Life of him ſhe loved. MELINTHUs begg d 
them to ſparc themſelves that trouble, leſt 
any one ſhould ſee them together, and inform 
againſt TREBACIUS. No, no, ſaid ſhe, we need 
only put on each a Head- piece, which will 
hide our Faces, and then we are in no dan- 
ger of being known ; in the mean time, AR- 
cas ſhall fetch DICEARcUs out of the Dun- 
geon, and bring him with his Fetters on to 
your Lodgings, that he ſhall ſee he is obliged 
to you only for his Life. MELINTHUS was 
obliged to comply. 


THEY found the Streets very empty; 
for Curioſity had led the People to the Ha- 
ven after the Soldiers. ARIANA and CYL- 
LENIA were under no ſmall Apprehenſion 
when they heard that three armed Men de- 
manded entrance. PALAMEDES, who was 
aready deſperate at not knowing what was 
become of his Friend; was reſolved to vent his 
Fury, and ſatisfy his Revenge on theſe three 
Roman Soldiers; and when he and LEpaNTE © 
were armed, he order d the Door to be open d 
to them.

PANTE, who did not know them, thought 
of nothing but rejoicing to ſee MELINTHvUs, 
and immediately went to tell ARIANA and 
CYLLENIA the good news, that MELIN- 
THUS was living. While he was ſpeaking, 
he came into the Room, and ARIANA re- 
ceived him with open Arms; then TREBa- 
CIUS and EMILIA ſaluted her, but ſhe was 
ſo aſtoniſhed both at what ſhe ſaw and heard, 
that they were a conſiderable time cer they 
could perſuade her it was not a Dream. 
Tears of Joy flow'd from every Eye to ſee 
ſo happy and unexpected a change. IRE. 
BACIUS and EMILIA made a thouſand Apo- 
logies, and begg'd of them to forgive and 
forget what was paſs d. Soon after came 
in D:cEarcus loaded with Chains, and 
ARcas ſupporting him; and being brought 
before them, was not a little ſurprized to ſee 
| ME- 
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MELINTHUS, ARIANA, and PALAMEDES 
with TREBACIUS, and ſo much Joy and Sa- 
tisfaction in their Countenances. *Twas 
impoſſible for him to gueſs what could oc- 


caſion ſo extraordinary a Change; but he 


was much more confounded, when TRrE- 
BACTUS ſaid to him, Old Gentleman, you 
much more deſerved death thanany Perſon 
here preſent, for bribing and corrupting my 
Servants and Guards in my own Houte ; and 
I had abſolutely reſolved and determined you 
ſhould die, but I am obligedat MELINTHUS's 
Requeſt to give you your Life ; who is the 
wiſeſt and beſt of Men: and know, that 
henceforward you hold it of him. Dic. 
ARCUS was aſham d to owe his Life a ſecond 
time to him, whoſe Life he had purſu'd with 
ſuch implacable Fury. MELINTHVUS, to re- 
lieve him from the Confuſion and Diſorder 
he ſaw him in, went and embraced him; 
and kneeling on one Knee, began to looſen 
his Fetters, and ask him pardon for having 


offended him, being conſtrain'd by the great - 


neſs of his Paſſion. ARIANA likewiſe 
kneel'd down, and deſir d her Uncle to par- 
don her for leaving Corinth without his 
knowledge or approbation. DrcAxcus 
was at a loſs what to anſwer, but embraced 
firſt one, and then the other. Then TrE- 
BACIUS commanded him to receive ME- 
LINTHUS for ARIANA's Spouſe, and eſteem 
it the _ good fortune that could hap- 
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pen to his Family: That he knew him to 
ibe the moſt valiant and honeſt Perſon upon 
Earth; and that he wonder'd that MELIN. 
THUS, who was poſleſs'd of fo many ex- 
cellent Qualities, could have ſo many Ene- 
mies. Henceforward, continued he, live 
happy and friendly together, having obliga. 
tions to one another to engage you ſo to do, 
and enjoy that reſt and ſecurity Fortune now 
offers you. Then they conſulted what ſhould 
be done for TREBAC1vs'slafety ; but he ſaid, 
he would go to his Soldiers, who were ſtill 
ſeeking PALAME DEs, and tell them they had 
found him in the City, where he had or- 
dered him to be ſlain; and that he would 
immediately embark and return to Rome 
With EMILIA, with whom he hoped to live 
happy the remainder of his days. As for 
them, he adviſed them, as well for their 
ſafety, as his own, to change their Names, 
and retire to ſome part of Aſia, where the 
Emperor might not hear of them; and alſo 
carefully to avoid all Cities and Places what- 
ever commanded by Roman Governors, but 
rather take up their Abode in the Kingdoms 
of Troas or Commagenes.

THEY wanted only to find Erichan!s, 
whom they fancied might be gone to their 
former Lodgings; but when they ſent to 
enquire, ſhe was not there. The next day, 
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hearing that TREBACIUS was embark d, they 
returned to their firſt Lodgings, which werg 
rauch larger and more convenient ; where 
they intended to make ſome ſhort ſtay, in

PALAMEDES went to the Haven to order 
their Ship to be got ready, and made a ſtrict 
ſearch after EPICHAR1s by the Sea- ſide, but 
all his pains were to no purpoſe.

Not long after, DICEARCUs pal- 
ſing accidentally by her Room, ſhe again 
renew'd her Curſes and Reproaches ; by 
which he knew her to be the wiſe EUPHRo- 
SINE, the Wife of HER MocRAaTEs, and Mo- 
ther to MELINTHUs. He was then ſeized 
with Remorſe, and a guilty Confuſion for 
all the Misfortunes he had brought upon 
him and his Family ; ſo that he neither 
knew how to continue there, nor go into 
the Room where MELINTHUs was. Atlaſt 


he reſolved to approach the Bed- ſide: Wiſe 


EUPHROSINE, ſaid he, I am glad it is in 
my power to make you ſome amends for 
all the Evils J have made you ſuffer. She, 
not knowing what he meant, asked him, 
If he would ftill continue his Deceit and 
Treachery? telling him, the Gods would 


ſeverely puniſh him for all his Wickedneſs. 


However, DIcEARcus went to MELINTHUS 
with a Heart ſenſibly touched with Remorſe 
and Sorrow; told him, he had this Comfort 
in his Misfortunes, as to be in ſome meaſure 
able to return the Obligations he had to him, 
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not only in giving him ARIANA to wife, 
but alſo in making him an ineſtimable Pre- 
ſent, at which he would certainly be over- 


joy d. MELINTHus thank'd him, and won- 


dering what it could be, follow'd him into 
tae Room where EUPHROSINE was, to whom 
he preſented MELINTHus for her Son, and 
told him, he gave him EurHROSINE for his 
Mother; and that he thank d the Gods for 
putting it at leaſt ſo far in his power, to 
make them ſome Reſtitution. EUPHROSINE 
and MELINTHUs, knowing not what to 
think, ſtood aſtoniſhed without ſpeaking one 
word. Nay, ſaid Dic ARxcus, queſtion not 
the truth of what I tell you ; EUPHROSINE 
knows who ſhe is; and for you MELINTHUS, 
ſhow her your Stomach, that ſhe may ſee 
you are mark'd with a Heart : which he did. 
EUPHROSINE then holding out her Arms 
to embrace him, cry'd out, My dear Son! 
my dear Son! is it really you, that I have 
ſo much deſired to ſee, and never could hear 
any tidings of? O DicEARcUS! I freely 
forgive you all the Torments you have made 
me ſuffer ; and if HERMOCRATES was with 
us, I ſhould now eſteem myſelf happy. 
Then a flood of Tears ran down her Cheeks; 
MELINTHUs alſo ſhed Tears, proceeding 
from a Mixture of Joy and Sorrow; Joy at 
ſceing his virtuous Mother, and Grief for 
the unhappy Fate of ſo good a Father. He 
then preſented ARIANA to his Mother; _ 
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after he had inform'd her of ARIANA's ex- 
cellent Qualities and Virtue, told her like- 
wiſe, that ſhe was deſign d for his Spouſe, 
provided ſhe approved of it. After this good 
Fortune and Favour from the Gods, ſaid Eu- 
PHROSINE, I have nothing now to lament 
but the loſs of HERMocRaTEs. Madam, 
_ ſaid MELINTHUSs, I have a great deſire to 
know how you have lived, and what has 
happen'd to you ſince your Baniſhment from 
Syracuſe. DictaRcvs, foreſeeing this dif: 
courſe would be no ways agrecable to him, 
left the Room, defiring PALAMEDES to fol- 
low him. MELINTHUSs, ARIANA, LEPAN- 
TE, and CYLLENTA remaining preſent, Ev- 
PHROSINE thus began her Story. 


The Story of HERMOCRATES and 
EUPHROSINE. 


Y dear Son, if you deſire to die * 
Original of our Misfortune, and who 
the great HERMOCRATES, your Father, was, 
J muſt trace back a great diſtance of time; to 
let you know, that when I married, never 
were two Perſons more likely to be happy, 
nor never none proved more unhappy. Un- 
der the Reign of the Emperor T1BER1US, 
HERMOCRATES (whole illuſtrious Birth, I 
believe I need not tell you) would go to 
Rome, being then very young ; and his Pa- 
rents having no other Child, they were raves 
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| Joth to part with him: at laſt he obtained 
leave to go. He had not been long at Rome, 


er he became acquainted with the great 
Prince GERMANICUs, whoſe Court was the 


Refuge and Reſort of all that were Vir- 


tuous and Praiſe-worthy. HERMocRaATES, 


who was poſſeſs d of all excellent Qualities, 
and among others of Wiſdom and Valour, 
ſoon gained his Favour and Eſteem. About 


this time happen d the Wars in Germany, 
where he follow'd this Prince, and gave fo 
many extraordinary Proofs of his Valour 
and pradent Conduct, that he gave him the 


higheſt Poſt in the Army, and honoured him 


with ſeveral Crowns and Titles, and great 
Commendations and Praiſes. The War be- 
ing ended, he returned to Rome with GER- 
MANICUS ; for admiring the Virtue of this 
great Prince, he could not bear the thoughts 
of leaving him. On the other hand, GER- 
MANICUS being a dear lover of HERMo- 
CRATES, induced him by a moſt friendly and 
courteous Behaviour, and by heaping Obli- 
gations upon him, to continue with him ; 
and knowing his noble Extraction and Me- 
rit, thought him only worthy of his Friend- 
ſhip. Thus while this Prince lived, they 
were inſeparable; and had not the Gods de- 
ſign d to puniſh the Earth with thoſe cruel 
Emperors they have ſince permitted to reign, 
they would not have ſuffer d ſo amiable a 
Prince to be ſnatch'd away fo ſoon, who 
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was moſt defervedly and moſt juſtly tile 
the Darling and Delight of Mankind. 1 
believe I ſhould never have known HERMo- 
CRATES, nor have been the Cauſe of his Mis- 
fortunes and Sufferings, had not GERMa- 
NICUS been poiſon'd by P1506 and PLANc1- 
NUSin Syria. HERMOCRATES, Who would 
not goto Rome, where was 1o execrable a 
Prince, who, envying his Nephew's good 
Qualities, and his being ſo generally beloved, 


had cruelly deprived him of his Life, came 


home to Syracuſe; but with fo much Grief 
and Concern for the Death of GERMAN1- 
cus, that it gained him the Heart of every 
one, to ſee his Fidelity and Gratitude to this 
Prince, ſo generally lamented. I was at that 
time one of the moſt conſiderable Perſons 
of Fortune and Diſtinction in Syracuſe ; and 
tho I was not originally a Grecian, they 
knew I was nobly born, and that my An- 
 ceſtors, who came out of Carthage when 
it was deſtroyed by the Romans, deſcended 
from the Princes HAMILCAR and HANNIBAL, 
and that I had a Fortune ſuitable to my Qua- 
lity, having no Relations living but my Mo- 
ther, who made it her chief care to chuſc 
one ſuitable to my Humour, Condition, and 


Quality. 


DICE ARCUS, who deſcended from 
IMOLEON, and whoſe Fortune was ſuita- 
ble to his Quality, was one of the firſt Of. 
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fers that was propoſed to my Mother; he 
ſpared neither Care nor Artifice to marry 
me, and endeavour'd, by a thouſand ways 
and means, to gain the good opinion of 
my Mother, by an appearance of Courteſy, 
Virtue and Honeſty; knowing her to be 
ſo ſtrictly virtuous, that that could be the 
only means of ſucceeding. But HERMO- 
CRATES returning home to Syracuſe, un- 
expectedly acquired what the other had, 
with ſo much Subtilty, endeavour d to at- 
tain; for every one was already prepoſſeſſed 
in his favour on account of his great Fame 
and Reputation: yet they found that Fame 
had now, in regard to him, kept within the 
Bounds of Truth, and that twas not with - 
out reaſon ſhe had ſo extoll'd him; for his 
Greatneſs was accompanied with ſo many 
excellent Virtues and Qualifications, and ſo 
becoming a Modeſty and Sorrow, which 
render'd him yet more agreeable, that there 


was not one that did not love and reſpect 
him. ED 


AS for me, being brought up with one 
of the wiſeſt and moſt diſcreet Mothers, I 
endeavoured to imitate her virtuous Exam- 
ple, and to pleaſe and obey her to the ut- 
moſt of my power, by a modeſt and re- 
ſerved Carriage, which made me generally 
eſteem d. I know not what HERMOCRATES 
law in me to like me, but he told me = 
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the moſt reſpectful and agreeable manner 


he loved me. For my part, being abſolutely 


reſolved to be guided by my Mother, and 
wholly referring it to her Choice and Ap- 


probation, I always pretended I did not un- 


derſtand him; however, I was not angry 
at this Declaration, and endeavour'd to make 
my Convexſition as agreeable to him as I 
could. As for Dictarcus, he never was 
in any great Favour or Eſteem, either with 
my Mother, or me, for I knew him to 


be of a haughty, deſigning and turbulent Diſ- 


poſition, and that my Humour and his 
would never agree. My Mother knew 
 HERMOCRATES's deſign, and was very well 
pleaſed with it; and the next viſit he made 
us, ſhe aſſured him he was always welcome 
to our Houſe : he received this Favour with 
abundance of Thanks and Reſpect, and was 
as diſcreet in the uſe of it; but DIcEAR- 
cus could not bear to ſee his Rival in fo 
much Fayour and Eſteem ; and thinking it 
was wholly upon HERMOCRATES's account 
his Propoſals were not regarded, he had 
recourſe to a thouſand Stratagems : At laſt 
he counterfeited a Letter, as if it came from 
ERxX, HERMOCRATES's Father, to my Mo- 
ther, wherein he deſired her not to receive 
nor encourage his Son's Viſits, becauſe he 
had another Match in view for him; and 
that if ſhe did not of her ſelf preyent his 
coming ſo frequently to her Houſe, he 


ſhould - 


\ 
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ſhould be obliged to do it in ſo publick a 
manner, as would not be very agreeable to 
her. Obſerve but the Subtlety of this Con- 
trivance; my Mother was very much aſto- 
niſhed, but much more angry and offended: 
and the firſt time that HERMOCRATEsS came 
to ſec her, ſhe deſired him to come no more 
to her Houſe, but in ſo civil a manner, 
that he might plainly ſce, ſhe took nothing 
ill of him; nevertheleſs, HERMOCRATES 
was ſtrangely ſurprized, and begged her to 
tell him if ever he had been wanting in 
the Reipe& that was due to us; or what 
he could have done to diſoblige her. See- 
ing him ſo very urgent to know the cauſe, 
at laſt ſhe told him his Father did not ap- 
prove of his having any Friendſhip or Ac- 
quaintance with us. He own'd, indeed, his 
Father had propoſed a Match to him, but 
that at firſt there was little or nothing in 
it, and that now 'twas quite broken off, 
his Father having neither mention'd nor 
thought of it ſince. No, no, HER MocRATES, 
ſaid ſhe, he has by a Letter forbid me re- 
ceiving your Viſits, but I think he might 
have let us known his Diſlike and Averſion 
to us in a civiller manner. Is it poſſible, Ma- 
dam, ſaid he, that what you tell me is true? 
Tis fo true, anſwered ſhe, that both in regard 
to my own Honour and his Deſire, I can- 
not bear to ſee you here. He then took 
his leaye, and went home exceedingly * | 
an 
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and concern'd: and as he had a very great 
Love and Reſpect for his Father, he was 
at a loſs how to behave himſelf, being a- 
fraid to mention this Trouble and Uneaſi- 
neſs he had upon his Spirits. He in ſome 
little time fell dangerouſly ill, and the more 
tender and careful ERyx was of him, the 
more his Diſtemper increas'd. This good 
Father ſhed. Floods of Tears, and was over- 
whelnird with Sorrow to ſee his Son, whom 
he had ſo much reaſon to love, as well for 
his own amiable Qualities and Merit, as 
becauſe he was his only Child, in ſo great 
danger, and no ways able to help him. 
HERMOCRATES refuſing to take any Medi- 
cine from his Father's hands, ERxx won- 
der d whence could proceed this Averſion 
to him; he deſired his Wife to ask, if he 
had ever given his Son any reaſon not to 
love him. On the other hand, HtRMmo- 
CRATES, ſeeing the Affliction his Parents 
were in, blamed himſelf for ſo doing, and 
thought, that either living or dying, he 
ſhould be ungrateful, and a Trouble to them. 
But at laſt his Mother asked him, what 
could be the reaſon he did not love his 
Father ? who ſaid, the Gods having beſtow'd 
on him ſo dutiful and good a Son, he 
thought he ſhould be ungrateful to them, 
as well as his Child, if he had done any 
thing to trouble him, and make him un- 
eaſy: but ſhe never could prevail with him 
F > | to 
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to ſay the leaſt thing that did but ſeem diſ- 
reſpectful of his Father. At laſt this good 
Father, being exceedingly grieved, could no 
longer contain himſelf, but went to his 
Son's Bed-fide, and kneeling down, with 
Tears in his Eyes, conjured him to tell him, 
if he had ever done any thing to make him 
uneaſy. HERMOCRATES, aſham'd to ſee his 
Father in this ſubmiſſive Poſture, and e- 
ſteeming himſelf thereby rather injured than 
honour'd, got up, and kneeling before his 
Father, begg d him to riſe, and not to ſuffer 
his Pity to make him forget who he was. 
No, ſaid Eryx, I will not move out of 
this Poſture, till you have told me in what 
I have diſpleaſed you. Oh! my Father, 
laid he, am I fo unhappy as not to have 
inviolably obey'd you in every thing, and 
that I loved where you did not approve of? 
What do you mean, my dear Child, faid 
ERYX, tell me plainly what you would ſay, 


for I do not know that you ever did any 


thing I did not approve of, and I promiſe you 


to do whatever you deſire. No, my dear 


Father, ſaid HERMOcRATEs, aſſure your ſelf, 
Iwill never diſobey you, and for your fake 
I will endeavour to forget EUPHROSINE. 
But ---here he pauſed. Go on, my dear Son, 
ſaid his Father, fear not to tell me whatever 
you think, tis what I never heard before. 
No, Sir, ſaid HERMOCRATES, if I might 
contradict you, did not your Letter ſhew 
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you knew and diſapproved of it? What 
Letter? anſwer'd he. But to be as brief in 
my relation as I can, ſaid EUPHROSINE, his 
Father underſtood that ſomebody had coun- 
terfeited his hand, and ſent a Letter to my 
Mother, as if it came from him. He came 
directly to our Houſe, and begg'd my Mo- 
ther to let him ſec the Letter. Surely, ſaid 
he, 'twas writ by ſome Devil ; it had like 
to have loſt me my Son's Life. His Tears 
and Proteſtations convinced my Mother he 
was not the Writer of this Letter, but was 
wholly ignorant of it; and ſhe aſſured him, 
ſhe was very much concern'd to hear HER- 
MOCRATES was ſo dangerouſly ill, he being 
a Perſon ſhe had a very great eſteem for, 
and our Marriage was concluded on before 
they parted: and wondering from whence 
this Letter could come, they judged it muſt 
be from DicEARCUs, who from that time 
had renew'd his Addreſſes more than ever. 
Thus the very means he uſed to prevent 
our Marriage, forwarded it, bringing thoſe 
together, which otherwiſe there muſt have 
been ſome Difficulty, Forms and Ceremo- 
nies, e er they had met. As ſoon as HER- 
MOCRATES heard the News, he mended 
every day, during which time we went of- 
ten to viſit him; and when he was recover'd 
we were married, with great Pomp and 
Splendor, and lived three or four Years as 
eV as Wc could wiſh, but had no er 
In 
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In the mean time DicEarcus, who would 


not be in Syracuſe when our Marriage was 
celebrated, went to Corinth, where he ſtayed 


near two Years, and then returned with 


his Wife AcipALIA. He immediately de- 
clared himſelf HERMocRAaTEs's Enemy, who 
having loſt his Father, ſeem'd to hold the 
firſt rank in the City ; he tricd all ways 
and means to ruin him, and ſeemi'd to have 
no other Aim or Deſign in all his Actions, 
but to contradict and vex him. At laſt he 
thought of a Device that had the Effect his 
Cruelty and Malice could wiſh. You may have 
heard, perhaps, ſaid EurRROSILMNE, how he 
had a great quantity of Arms brought into 
our Garden, and ranged in order, as if for 


ſome Plot or great Deſign, and then went 


and informed the Magiſtrate, that HER Mo-_ 
CRATES would become Tyrant of Syracuſe, 
which they might ſce if they would give 
themſelves the trouble to ſearch his Houſe. 
They came that very Night, and tore from 
my Arms my dear HERMOCRATES, to carry 
him priſoner to the Caſtle. I will leave you 
to judge the Trouble and Surprize I was in; 
however, I endeayour'd to comfort my ſelf 
with the Thoughts of my Hurband's being 
innocent; and when DickARcus, and his 
Friends and Party ſollicited for his being 
put to death, I did my utmoſt to expoſe 
and repreſent the Baſeneſs and Malice of 
the wicked Scheme, and how improbable 
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it was, that one private Perſon ſhould make 
himſelf Tyrant of a City belonging to the 


Roman Empire; but all 1 could obtain, 


was to alleviate and moderate the Sentence 
to a Baniſhment for five Years, and a Fort- 
night to diſpoſe of our Affairs; but this 
time was unfortunate to us, it giving Di- 
CEARCUS Time and Opportunity to work 


our Ruin; for he knowing we deſigned 


for Carthage, the City of my Predeceſlors, 
and not being ſatisfied with our Baniſhment 


only, bribed "a Company of Pyrates to take 


us in our Paſſage from Lilebeum to Carthage, 
and afterwards to ſell us ſeparately among 
the Barbarians, that we might never ſee 
again our native Country ; and as I was 
with Child, and very near my time, he 
made them promiſe to put to death what- 
ever was born of me, till we were (old. 
When we had committed the Care of our 
whole Eſtate into the hands of our Friend 
D1oCLEs, during the five Years of our Ba- 
niſhment, we left Syracuſe, accompanied 


by TELEPHVUS, little dreaming of the dire 


Misfortunes DIcEarcus had prepared for us; 
but I was ſo fortunate to be brought to 
bed of you at Lilebeum, ſaid EUPHROSINE 
to MELINTHUs, where I ſtayed near a Fort- 
night, waiting till 1 could bear the Sea, 
and you ſcem'd to come then into the 
World to defer the Misfortunes, that were 
coming upon your — and We — 
an 
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and happily determined to leave you, ſe- 
cretly, with TELEPHUs, in Sicily; then, 
with Tears in our Eyes, we bid our Friends 
and native Country adicu, But what I. 
thought ſeem d ominous, juſt as I was go- 
ing into the Ship, my Foot ſlipt, and I fell 
into the Sea. HERMOCRATES's tender Af 
fection for me was ſo great, that he flung 
himſelf in after me, to ſave me. As ſoon 
as We came aboard, and had changed our 
Clothes, we ſet Sail; and as the Paſſage 
was but ſhort, we ſoon perceived a light 
Veſſel coming toward us, that ſoog join d 
and attacked us. HERMOCRATES gueſling 
them to be Pirates, deſired thoſe who were 
in our Ship to take arms and defend them- 
ſelves; but they were but very few, neither 
were they in a Condition to fight, not ex- 
petting to be attacked in ſo ſhort a Paſſage. 
However, they fought courageouſly, and 
HERMOCRATES was not taken, till he had 
flain fix of the Enemies; his Valour was 
much admired by the Pirates, and upon 
his account they pardoned all that were 
in the Ship. After they had taken every 
thing of Value out of it, they made us en- 
ter into theirs, and carrying us a vaſt way 
by Sea, brought us to the place of their re- 
treat; and twas ſomething ſtrange, and to 
be wondered at, how faithfully they kept 
their Promiſe with DIcEARcUs, for we of- 
tered them much greater Rewards for our 
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Ranſom. However, they fayoured us too, 
being in great eſteem among them, accom- 
modating us with every thing that was ne- | 


ceſſary, and were three Years before they 


ſold us; during which time I was brought 


to bed of two Children, whom they put 
to death, according to their Promiſe to Di- 
CEARCUS; then they fold my Husband at 
ſome neighbouring Country, but would keep 
me, though I begg Aand intreated them, with 
Tears, not to ſeparate me from HERMO- 
CRATES: but the reaſon they detained me, 
was to nurſe an Infant, whom they ſaid 
was a Prince, which they had ſtole from 
ſome King, I was very fond of this Child, 
who was the only Comfort I had under 


this cruel hard Fortune and Captivity. This 


little Prince EURYMEDON was likewiſe very 
fond of me ; 'and as he grew up, his natural 
Behaviour and generous Diſpolition ſhew'd his 
Greatneſs of Soul, and beſpoke him born 
of noble Extraction. When he ſaw me 


afflicted, he would endeavour to comfort 


me, by aſſuring me, that if ever it was in 
his power, he would give me my liberty ; 
and, if poſlible, diſcover where HER Mo- 
CRATES Was, to rcſtore him to me. How- 
ever, when he was elected Captain, and 
Head of the Pirates, he could not, ſo ſoon 
as he willingly would have done, fulfil his 
Promiſe. Being reſtrained by them not to 
Anfringe en their Law, about a Lear ago, 
| being 
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being to go to Sea, he would have taken 
me with him, but I fell fo dangerouſly ill, 
that I could not poſſibly go: he came there 
again lately, to aſſemble all the Pirates 
Forces, deſigning to go upon ſome great 
Enterprize, and leſt he ſhould not return 
there again, being deſirous of delivering me 
unknown to the Pirates, he prayed one 
AMINTAS, who came to him in a Skiff, 
from ſome of his Friends, to convey me 
away ſecretly with him, and take a parti- 
cular Care of me, till he himſelf came here 
to meet Friends, And, indeed, this AMIN- 
TAS was as careful of me, as if I had been 
his Mother, and brought me here; but not 
meeting with thoſe he expected, he has left 
me in the care of theſe People, intending 
to accompany me himſelf to Syracuſe : 
and AMINTAS, knowing that EURYMEDON 
is near at hand ready to aſſiſt thoſe whom 
he ſeeks, is gone to meet him, but they 
can hear no tidings of thoſe Friends. As 
for me, ſtaying here till Thad recovered my 
Illneſs and Fatigue, I was ſtrangely ſhock'd 
and ſurprized, to ſee DIckàxcus the Au- 
thor of all our Misfortunes and Sufferings, 
whoſe Malice and Wickedneſs I had been 
inform'd of by EUR TME DON; however, I 
can bear him no ill will, ſince he has reſtored 
me my dear Child MELINTHus, and whom 
I hope, being become our Friend, will aſſiſt 
us in finding HERMOCRATES, 
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EUPHROSINE, having thus ended 
her Story, MELINTHUs told her he knew 
AMINTAS and EURYMEDON, with whoſe 
aſſiſtance he hoped he ſhould find out 
what was become of his Father: then he 
deſired her to forgive DICEARCus, for the 
ſake of his dear ARIANA, which ſhe aſſured 
him ſhe did from her Heart. He then 
related to her how faithful and ſincere a 
Friend TELEPHUS had been to them; and, 
on the contrary, how treacherous DIOCLExs 
had proved, and how he had been known 
and acknowledged to be the Son of HER. 
MOCRATES. Being late, they then wiſhed 
EUPHROSINE a good Night, and retired into 
thcir Chambers, 
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ALLE the wiſe EUPHROSINE was 
talking with MELINTHUsS, PALA- 
d MEDES, whom the loſs of Epicyua- 
ls deprived of Reſt, was reſolved 
to let ſlip no opportunity of ſeeking her, but 
took horſe and went out of Nicopolis, 
looking every where about the Out-parts 
of the City to find her out if poſlible ; thus 
he ſearched to no purpoſe the whole Even- 
ing, and great part of the Night, which was 
excceding dark, and going back toward the 
City, he heard two Men on horſe-back 
coming toward him, talking of MELINTHUS 
and ARIANA: he found they were very 
much enraged againſt them; but it being 
ſo dark, it was impoſlible for him to know 7 
them ; but when they were paſt, being wil- 
ling to hear more of their diſcourſe, he 
lighted off his Horſe, which he tied to a 
Tree, and follow'd them on foot. Then he 
heard one of them ſay, What! did J carry 
this perjured Traytor from Syracuſe with ſo 
much care and reſpect? Did I make ſuch

court to him at Corinth? and ſince that ac. 


company him to every Haven in Greece to 
revenge his Wrongs and Injuries ; and now 
he is ſatisfied, he cares not whether I am 
ſo, or not? PALAMEDES then knew by 
the Voice and Diſcourſe twas PISISTRATUS ; 
who, continuing his diſcourſe, ſaid, Shall 
I ſuffer MELINTHUSs to marry her, that was 
promited me, and for whom my Love gives 
me ſo much Diſquiet and Anxiety? Shall 
they be happy, and leave me a Prey to De- 
ſpair and Diſappointment? And ſhall T in 
the mean time ſcem to want Spirit and 
Courage to reſent the Aﬀront they have put 
upon me? No, no, they ſhall feel the ill 
effects of ſuch Treatment to a Perſon of 


my Condition and Quality: tho' they have 


eſcaped, and have nothing to fear from TRE- 
BACIUS, they are not ſafe from me; and if 
they make any ſtay here, in order to cele- 
brate the Marriage, I will damp all their 
Mirth and Rejoicing by rendering it very 
fatal to them. But, ſaid he that was with 
him, are you ſure they are living! I ſaw, 
anſwer'd PIiSISTRATUS, ARCAS, who belongs 
to MELINTHUs, leading DICEARCUs, who 
had Fetters on, into a Houſe. I immedi- 
atcly ſent a Servant after them, and or- 
dered him to pretend ſome Buſineſs and 
Meſſage there, and inform himſelf particu- 
larly who was in that Houſe, and what 
they were doing; he brought me word, 

that 
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that he ſaw TREBACIUs, MELINTHUs, A- 
RIANA, PALAMEDES, and DICEARCUS ve 
good Friends, and very ſociable together : 
and I do not doubt, but what he ſaid is true; 
for he knows them as well as he does me. 
But, ſaid the other that he was talking to, 
ſhould you inform the Governour of Epirus, 
that he ſhould put them to death, becauſe 
they are Enemies to CASAR, and that TRE- 
BACIUS was ſent from NERO to put them 
to death, do youthink he will believe you? 
Why,anſwer'd PISISTRATus, dont you know 
that it has been publiſhed and declared 
in every Province, that they are Enemies to 
CESAR, and are to be ſlain wherever they 
can be found? No, no, MAXENT1vus durſt 
do no other than put them to death; for 
certainly he knows the Emperor's Orders, 
and ſhould he make any ſcruple of it, I will 
threate n to accuſe him before NERO. PALA- 
ME DES finding PISISTRATUS was ablolutely 
bent upon being revenged, reſolved to pre- 
vent him by flaying him; whereupon he 
drew his Sword, and holding the Reins of 
PISISTRATUS's Horſe, he run him through 
the Body. PISISTRATus cried out, he was 
aſſaſſinated; the other, who was with him, 
rid off to make his eſcape, and P1sISTRA- 
TUS would certainly have been Kkill'd upon 
the ſpot, had not unfortunately PALAME- 
DESS foot {lip'd, and made him let go the 
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other's Horſe : he then went and found his | 


own Horſe, and returned into the City. 


BEING come home, he told this Ad- 
venture to MELINTHUs and the others; ad- 
viſing them by no means to think of keep. 
ing the Wedding there, but leave the Em- 
pire as ſoon as poſſible; for P1sISTRATVs 
having eſcaped him, would not fail going 
immediately to inform MAXENTIUS, except 
his Wounds occaſion'd his delay ing it. This 
news alarm'd them, and ARIANA beggd 
MELINTHus to defer their Marriage till they 
were in a place of Quiet and Security, but 
rather to provide for his own Preſervation: 
he was obliged to obey her, and EUPhRo- 
SINE approved of her wiſe Advice. 


THEY were now ſorry they had ſent 
away their own Ship; however, they ſet 
out on their Journey by Land as ſpeedy as 
poſlible, truſting in the Gods and in their 


own Valour ; and being above fifty in Com- 


| pany, they thought nothing leſs than an 
Army could attack them. The preſence of 
ARIANA made MELINTHUS gay and caſy 
under ſuch a Variety of cruel Perſecutions ; 
but PALAMEDES was not only deprived of 


this Conſolation, but alſo of that poor Re- 


lief of complaining, not daring to let Di- 
CEARCUS know he loved EPICHARIS. No- 
thing more delighted and pleaſed EUPHRO- 

SINE 
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SINE than to hear ARcas relate the admi- 
rable Life and Qualities of her Son, for 
which ſhe eſteem'd herſelf very happy, and 
was continually returning thanks tothe Gods. 
She was already very fond of ARIANA, who 
paid her all the Duty and Reſpect that is due 
to a virtuous Mother. LEPANTE and CYL- 
LENIA were likewiſe no little Ornament to 
this Company, whom they diverted with 
their ſprightly Wit and agreeable Humour. 


WHEN they had travell'd through 
Theſſaly, and drew nigh to Lariſſa, which 
lies by the Sea- ſide, they found the Inhabi- 
tants in a great Conſternation and Diſorder, 
being afraid to ſtay in their Houſes, and not 
knowing where to run for ſafety or ſhelter. 
MELINTHUS asked one of them, what was 
the Cauſe of this Confuſion: They told him, 
that an innumerable Army of Barbarians, 
after having overthrown and laid waſte all 


the Country of Thrace, and croſsd the 


Agean Sea, were coming to ſeize on the 
Land of Theſſaly, and plunder their Cities. 
MELINTHUS encouraging them, adviſed 
them to return to their Houſes; and to 
meet with the better reception among 
them, he had brought a great quantity of 
Corn and other Proviſions, which they were 
welcome to partake of, and that he would 
fight for them. This being reſolved on, 
they aſſembled together as many as cons 

car 
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bear Arms, who were three hundred T heſſq. 
lians, beſides his own Company; and ſet- 
ting a ſtrict Guard upon the City that Night, 
the next Morning he placed the Ladies and 
ancient Perſons, with thofe who were not | 
able to fight, with their Proviſion in the 
midſt of the Army ; and giving the Van- 
guard to LEPANTE, and the Rear to PAL 
MEDES; he ſo placed himſelf, as to have 
an eye over all: he would have refer'd the 
Command to DICEARCUs, but the trouble 
and diſorder of his Mind render'd him in. 
capable of ſuch an Undertaking. They 
were not long cer they perceived a Body 
of about two thouſand Scythians coming 
towards them ; MELINTHUS, apprehending 
the Cowardice which is natuaal to the Pex 
ſants, animated them to fight valiantly, en- 
couraging them by this Conſideration, That 
it was not only in defence of their Lives, 
but for their Friends, their Wives and Chil 
dren, and all that they had in the World; 
that if they offer'd to fly, he would abandon 
them to the fury of the Enemy ; but that 
if they ſhow'd themſelves valiant and cou- 
rageous, they would find there were no 
greater Cowards than theſe Barbarians, who 
are reſolute and cruel when they ſec others 
want Courage; but Cowards when they 
meet with valiant Enemies. When he had 
thus heartned and encouraged them, he or- 
der d LEPANTE to engage the Enemy, who, 
; think” 
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thinking they were much more in number, 
becauſe the Baggage, and thoſe that were 


placed in the midſt of the Army, took up 
agreat deal of ground, ſeem'd only to ſtand 
in a Poſture of defence: however, they 
courageouſly repulſed LERPAN TE, and ſhot a 
W vaſt quantity of Arrows among his Men. 
MELINTHUS ſoon after advanced towards 
| them, and his Men ſeeing ſo brave a Com- 
mander, according to his Orders, join'd the 
Enemy 3 for he thought when the Scythians 
had not extent of place to ſhoot their Ar- 
tws, they would be obliged to fight with 
Words. This Stratagem had its deſired ſuc- 
cels, for they were not able to withſtand 
the violent Blows with which MELINTHUS 
"> W:lulted them, and wherever he came, the 
Barbarians fled; but flying only from him, 
the Battel was yet doubtful. PALAME DES, 
ſeeing the Enemy had broke into a Wing of 
their Army, went ſo ſeaſonably to their Re- 
Fl lief, that the Scythians could no longer 
' Wihake reſiſtance, but left their Arms and 
ba lied, having loſt twelve hundred Men; they 
would not purſue them, becauſe they ſhould 
thereby endanger the Safety of their deareſt 
friends, whoſe Preſervation they fought ior z 
but accompanied them into the City of La- 
ſa, where they were honourably and joy- 
fully received. . 
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THE Inhabitants had been under no 
ſmall fear and terror, not one having re. 
mained in the City, that could bear Arms; ; 


ſo that when they heard the Barbarians were 
defeated by the Valour and Conduct of Me- 
LINTHUS, they voluntarily ſubmitted them. ] 


ſelves to him, and conjured him not to leave 
them in this imminent danger, till the Ro. 
mans could ſend, them ſome ſuccour. Mz. 
LINTHUS ſccing himſelf obliged to continue 
in that place, was conſtrain'd to take that 
Charge upon him, though he feared to be 
known by the Romans ; however, he hoped 
to make himſelf uſeful upon this occaſion, 
and that the War might make a great Change 
and Alteration in Affairs; and to prevent 
being ſo eaſily diſcovered by the Fame and 
Reputation he might acquire, he and PA. 
LAMEDES reſolved, as TREBACIUS had advi 
ſed, to change their Names: ſo MELM. 
THUS took upon him the Name of ALcy- 
DAMAS, and PALAMEDES, POLYDORE. They 
were lodged in the beſt Houſe in the City, 
andDICEARCUS finding himſelf very ill, was 
immediately put to bed. When they had 
reſted, the Chiefs of the City came to wait 
on ALCYDAMAS, and receive his Orders; 
who being informed that the Inhabitants 
could muſter up five thoufand Men of War, 
thought with this number they might very 
well defend themſelves: then taking with

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him POLYDORE, LEPANTE, and the Chiefs 

of the City, he went and viſited every part 
of it, to examine if it was well fenced ; and

to guard it: he alſo ſent one of his own

0- THUS they continued cight days upon 
E- their guard only, and in a Poſture of De- 
ue Wl fence ; during which time he trained and 
lat Bl exerciſed thoſe which were unexperienced 
be in Arms. But now he thought it time to 
el WM make ſome little Sallies upon the Enemy, 
N, vho might think, by their keeping ſo cloſely 
15 Wl vithin the City, they were greatly afraid of 
ent them, and not able to encounter them. The 
ind effect it had upon the Enemy, proved ad- 
"1 WE vantageous to the Theſſalians, for the Bar- 
r barians ſeeing them fo ſtrictly ſhut in, were 
IN- WW careleſs and negligent, and diſperſed them- 
Cl. ſelves in divers Companies, to forage and 
he) ¶ nvage the Country. ALCyDAMASs laid hold 
ar, on this opportunity, and leaving LEYANTE 
to command and guard the City, he and 
PoLyDORE at the head of fifteen hundred 
Men, went out and attack d the Scythians, 
who, not expecting them, were in a ſtrange 
ſurprize and diſorder, and left above four 
thouſand Barbarians dead upon the place; 
and ſeeing a Body of ten thouſand coming

towards them, they retreated, not having 
loſt above thirty Men in this Battel. 


WHEN ArLcypaMas enter d the City, 
he was received with the Shouts and Accla- f 
mations of the People, who looked upon 
him as their guardian Angel ; but nothing | 


was ſo agrecable to him, as the Careſſes of 
the charming ARIANA, who, when he rc 
turn'd crown'd with Glory and Viccorp, 
would help to take off his Armour. But 
now he muſt reſign his Authority to ARI 
MINUS, who was fent by FLAvIAN, Go 
vernor of Macedonia, to Theſſaly ; but 
ARIMINUS hearing the great Exploits hc 
had done, pray'd him to continue with him 
in the care he had taken of the City, and 
ſtill employ his Skill and Valour in the de 
fence of it. ALCYDAMAS and PoLYPOR! 
made again ſeveral Sallies upon the Enemy, 
which brought them into ſuch eſteem with 
ARIMINUs, that he would do nothing with: 
out conſulting them. Thus they defended 
the City a long time; for the Scythian 
durſt not approach, nor ſcale the Walls ot 
the City, defended by ſuch valiant and cx 
perienced Warriors, But at length the Bar- 
barians gather d together ſuch an innume- 
rable Army, that not only Theſſaly, but all 
the neighbouring Provinces were alarmd 
and terrify'd, which obliged FLAvIAN, and 
the Pretor that govern d Epirus, to join 
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their Troops to give them Battel. ALcy- 
DPAMAS and POLYDORE, having notice that 
| they would engage the Enemy, deſired leave 
| of ARIMINUS to be there, and went out at 
the head of two thouſand T heſ/alian Gentle- 
men, and two thouſand Men on foot, ſent by 


WW ARIMINUS; their arrival was exceeding 


welcome and agrecable to MAaxtenTIus and 
FLAVIAN, who ſeeing their good Micn and. 
Aſpe&t, and hearing of the brave Actions 
they had done already, received them into 


their Council of War, where they conſulted 


in what place they had beſt engage the Ene- 
my. They all agreed, that becauſe of the 
inequality of their Number and Forces, it 
yas abſolutely neceſſary to find out a con- 
renient ſituation for their Army. Max- 
INTIUS and FLAVIAN were of opinion, they 
had beſt draw them into the woody parts 
of Theſſaly, between the Mount Olympus 
and the River Peneus, where the Enemy 
could not extend their Troops, nor have 
room to ſurround them. This Advice was 
juſt going to be follow'd, but ALCYDAMas 
caution'd them againſt drawing the Enemy's 
Army into the midſt of the Country ; for 


having no where to retreat, it would make 


them deſperate, and then being overpower'd 
by numbers, ſaid he, we ſhall unavoidably 
loſe the Battel. In my opinion, we had 
better attack them as near their Ships as 


al ve can, and among the Rocks will be as 


N 2 ad- 
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Ad vantageous a Situation not to be ſurroun- 
ded by the Enemy as the other, and then 
the Barbarians having a retreat ſo near at 


hand, will not fail at the firſt apprehenſion 


of danger to fly to them; that ſince their 
deſign was only to drive them away, un- 


doubtedly it was moſt adviſable to facilitate 


their flight, and not engage them in a place 
where they would be reduced to an extre- 
mity, and where they could never over- 
come them, except it was poſlible to kill the 
very laſt Man among them. That he thought 
it better to engage them in the very place, 
where they had firſt their Camp, between 
the City of Lariſſa and the Sea- ſide; and that 
then in caſe the Romans were worſted, they 
would have the City to retreat to, and that 
where their Army was now, the Enemy 
could not extend theirs to the beſt adyan- 
tage. Theſe Conſiderations were eſteemd 
very prudent, and they all reſolved to fol 
low this Advice, and fight the very next 
day ; whereupon they agreed to lodge in 
and about the City that Night. ALCV DX 
MAS at his return found DIcEaRcus dan 
gerouſſy ill; who, hearing he was come, delt 
red to ſpeak with him.

then deſiring EUPHROSINE and ARIANA

\ S I find Iam not * this World, I would 
not go out of it with the Character af 
altogether ſo cruel and wicked a Perſon as 
you have juſtly reaſon to take me for ; and 
to prevent my Memory being ſo hateful 
and odious to you, I am obliged to relate 
all the Particulars, Adventures, and Occur- 
rences of my Life, which I may well call one 
continued Diſaſter ; nor ſhall I conceal from 
you either the ſhameful Accidents that have 
happen'd to me, or the Violence and Cru- 
elty my adverſe Fortune has put me upon. 


I own, that Ambition was my darling 
and predominant Paſſion, which, together 
with my ſucceſſleſs Love, like two Furies 
cruelly tormented me, and deprived me of 
the privilege of commending my own 
Actions; and I blindly and unhappily ſuffer d 
myſelf to be guided by them, without ſum- 
moning my Reaſon tomy aid and aſſiſtance. 
EupyroOSINE knows, that from my Youth I 
could not bear an Equal in Syracuſe, think- 
ing my Nobility and Courage were Advan- 
tages no other could pretend to; by this 
means I frequently had Quarrels and Diſ- 
Putes with thoſe of my own Rank and Con- 
dition in the City, and I was never caſy 

N 3 till 
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till IJ had the better. When I was about 
twenty Years old, EUPHROSINE being one 
of the greateſt Diſtinction and Fortune in 
Syracuſe, I thought her the propereſt Per. 
Jon to place my Affection on. At firſt, 1 
only made my Addrefles to her, becauſe 1 
imagined if any one married her, it would 
be a certain proof he was in greater eſteem 
than myſelf: but when I became acquainted 
with her excellent Qualities, my Love being 
equal to my Ambition, there was nothing 
I would have left undone to gain her Favour 
and Affection. She may remember what 
pains I took, and what Stratagems I made 
uſe of, to promote my deſign : ſometimes 
with a ſumptuous Equipage, ſuitable to the 
greatneſs of my Birth and Fortune; then re- 
trenched, and made a ſhew of Thriftineſs and 
Modeſty, to gain the favour and good opi- 
nion of her Mother, who by no means ap- 
proved of ſuperfluous Expence. But all this 
while I did not perceive any progreſs I made 
in my deſign : For when HERMOCRATES fe- 
turned home from his Travels, in which hc 
had followed GEeRMANIcus, I found my- 
ſelf leſs regarded than ever; for his great 
Fame and Reputation had ſo prepoſſeſs d the 
Fyracuſians in his favour, that he was no 
ſooner arrived, but every one's Eyes were 
upon him, and they did not vouchſafe me 
one look: this Contempt ſo exaſperated my 
jealous Ambition, that I immediately ws 
Clare 
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clared myſelf his Enemy ; tho' I had no 
other reaſon to hate him, than that he was 
more reſpected and loved than myſelf; and 


the more amiable he was to others, the more 
' hateful and odious the ſight of him was to 
| me. But when he declared himſelf EurRRO-- 


SINE's Lover, then I thought my Jealouſy and 
Reſentment had a viſible Provocation, and I 
try'd all ways both open and ſecret, to leſſen 
the generat eſteem they had for him ; but 
finding I could not preyail, and that he Was 
admitted, and I deny d entrance at EUPHRo- 
SINE's, I cannot deſcribe to you the Rage and 
Paſſion I was in. At laſt I bethought myſelf 
of a Stratagem to drive him from thence by 
means of a counterfeit Letter from ERrx, 
HERMOCRATES's Father, to EUPHROSINE'S 
Mother, in which he deſired her not to re- 
ceive his Son's Viſits, for he had other de- 
ſigns in view for him. This crafty Device 
ſeem'd to ſucceed for ſome time, every one 
being quick to reſent what touches or con- 
cerns their Honour ; and you know an Of- 
fence of this nature is ſo ſurprizing, that 
the Party offended has not leiſure to exa- 
mine immediately whether it be true or falſe. 
EUPHROSINE's Mother baniſhed HER MOCK a- 
TES her Houſe, without ſo much as hearing 
what he had to ſay in his own defence. I 
imagined this would be a favourable Op- 
[eight of to gain EUPHROSINE, who in the 


height of their reſentment would, in de- 
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ſpight to ERxx, caſt a favourable Eye upon 
me; but on the contrary, ERYX, and the 
Mother of EuPHRoSINE, finding out the 
Impoſture, became very good Friends, and 
ſoon after HERMOCRATES and EUPHROSINE 
were publickly married. I was fo enraged 
at this Contempt and Affront I thought 
they had put upon me, and at HERMo- 
CRATES'Ss good Fortune, that I more than 
once reſolved to kill him; but in my cooler 
Thoughts reflecting that there was no re- 
medy for what was already done, I deter- 
mined only to leave Jyracuſe, that I might 
not have continually before my eyes, what 
was ſo hateful and odious to me. 


I then went to Corinth for a conſidera- 
ble time, and being arrived there, all my 
Acquaintance endeavoured to divert me, and 
Talſo ſtrove, as much as was in my power, 
to forget the cauſe of my uneaſineſs. I was 
at all publick Places, and went into all 
Company, hoping, by loving another, to 
forget my firſt Love. I caſt my Eyes on 
ACIDALIA, who was the greateſt Beauty in 
Corinth; I had made a great figure, and 
was vaſtly magnificent both in my Dreſs 
and Equipage, which gained me abundance 
of Reſpet wherever I came. All thoſe 
Ladies who are fond of outward Show and 
Oſtentation, were in hopes I ſhould make 
them my choice, fo that whey I _— 
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Addreſſes to ACIDALIA, I met with a very 
favourable Reception. Several other Ladies 
endeavoured to leſſen her in my Eſteem, 
but I perceiving their deſign, it engaged me 
the more to her; and as ſhe was exceed- 
ingly handſome, by degrees I became vio- 
lently in love with her, which ſhe perceiv- 
ing, aſſumed an Aſcendency and Authority 


over me, and affected to treat me with 


Rigour and Indifferency. At that time one 
ATTALUsS, who being of a good Family, 


was admitted into the beſt of Company, 


uſed to be often with us; he was fo en- 
tertaining with Teſts and pleaſant Stories, 
that they thought they could never be really 
merry without him. He was, indeed, ex- 
ceedingly gay, and ſeemed born as it were 
for Buffoonery, there was nothing {ſo ridi- 
culous but he could mimick, and he had 
{o uſed himſelf to imitate Fools and Mad- 
folks, that it would have been a difficult 
matter for him to ſpeak as he ought to 
do. I obſerved that AciDALIA took more 
delight than ſhe ought in whatever he ſaid 
or did; he no ſooher began to ſpeak, but 
ſhe admired the Vivacity of his Wit: when 
he went in or out of the room, ſhe ad- 
mired his graceful and genteel Air, and 
was always one of the firſt in commending 
him. I was angry that ſhe had ſo great a 


liking to him, imagining it proceeded from 


t defect in her Judgment, to eſteem * 
10 
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ſo highly commendable and praiſe-worthy, 
which was really in it ſelf ridiculous. 1 
endeavour'd by little and little to leſſen her 
good opinion. for ATTALUS, by telling her 
he had reaſon to mimick the Fool and the 
Ideot, ſince upon any wiſe or ſerious To- 
pick he would be altogether out of his E- 
lement. That ſuch a Perſon ſerved ſome- 
times to divert the Company, but that La- 
dies of Senſe thought them by no means 
worthy of their Affection; thoſe ſort of 
People being void of the Qualifications ne- 
ceſſary to keep up a laſting and ſolid Friend- 
ſhip: for, ſaid 1, Reſpect, Diſcretion and 
Conſtancy are ſomething too ſerious to be 
regarded by ſuch ſprightly Wits, their airy 
Flights will admit of no Conſtraint, and 
all conſideration of Time, Place or Perſon 
muſt be laid aſide rather than they will 
baulk their Jeſt. AcipaLIa knew I was 
intereſted in what I ſaid, which made her 
doubt the Truth of my Arguments. How- 
ever, in ſome little time ſhe began to liſten 
to, and believe what I ſaid. ATTALUS per- 
ceiving her Inclination, which ſhe could 
not conceal, became very grave, and we 
now very ſeldom heard any of his Jeſts, to 
let her ſee he did it but to pleaſe her. This 
entirely gained and obliged her, and Ar- 
TALUS ſoon found what progreſs he made 
in her favour. I ſaw this with no little 
indignation, and, nevertheleſs, loved her ” 
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diſtraction; nay, ſo ridiculous was ſhe in her 
Love for ATTALUs, that others took no- 


tice of it; if ſhe heard he was at the Houſe 


of any of her Acquaintance, ſhe would 
leave any Company to go there. I repre- 
ſented to her, in as friendly and diſcreet a 


manner as I could, how much ſhe injured 


her Character, and that ſhe ought to give 


me the preference in her Eſteem. She 


could no longer bear to hear me talk in 
this manner, and I too plainly perceived 
ſhe avoided me as much as poſlible, leſt 
I ſhould importune her, and cared for none 
but her ATTALUS. 


I muſt now tell you my moſt galling 
Affliction and Shame; going one Evening 
to her Houſe, being told ſhe was gone a 
walking, I waited for her in her Chamber, 


and lying down upon the Bed, I inſenſi- 


bly fell aſleep. However, I waked when 
ſhe came into the Room, and ſaw ArTA- 
Los alone with her. She did not know I 
was in the Houſe, ſo I ſlipt behind the Bed, 
where twas impoſlible for them to ſee me, 
though I could ſee them. She took off 
her Handkerchief, and ATTALUS admiring 
the Beauty of her Neck, kiſſed it, and ſaid 
how much he was obliged to her for ſo 
great a Fayour : then added, by way of ri- 
diculing me; But, Madam, you ſhould grant 


the like Favours to DIcEaRcvs, who ſo 


ſeriouſly 
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ſeriouſly loves you. She anſwered, if [ 

ſhould allow him that liberty, he would 
never accept it with ſo good a Grace as 
you. I was violently enraged, but they 
gave me yet much more reaſon to be ſo; 
for ſitting down, where indeed I could not 
ſee them, but could plainly diſtinguiſh what 
they ſaid; ſhe own'd to him, ſhe loved him, 
and then ſaid, Gods! ATTALUs, are you 
not fatisfied, let me alone. I believe, in- 
deed, ſhe only allow'd ſome little Liberties, - 
which, however, no Lady that has any re- 
gard for her Honour would do, but then 
my ſealouſy made me put the worſt Con- 
ſtruction I could; which raiſed my Fury to 
ſuch a pitch of Madneſs, that I regretted I 
had not a Ponyard to ſtab them that inſtant. 
But as I could not then revenge my ſelf, I 
reſtrain d my Paſſion, and would not let 
them know I was there. Soon after I went 
out of the Room, and 1 got * as ſecret - 
ly as I could. | 


As ſoon as 1 came home, I ſhut my ſelf 
into my Chamber, and there my Love ſo 
highly injured and affronted, left me a Prey 
to Fury and Deipair. I found I could 
deſpiſe ACIDALIA, and leave her with her 
beloved ATTALUs; but then I was ſo power- 
fully engaged to love her, that I thought 
my ſelf as much injured as if ſhe had al- 
ready been my Wife. I form'd an * be 
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ker in my Mind, accompanied with all her 
Faults and Follies, and then I hated and de- 
ſpiſed her; then I imagin'd her perfealy 
beautiful, and could not bear the thoughts 
of her marrying another. Then again, 

thought I to myſelf, ſhall I continue to love 
one that is a ſcandal to her Sex? Can I ad- 
mire her, whoſe Folly and Weakneſs is ſo 
viſibly apparent to all the World? No, no, 
let me exert my Reaſon and Courage, and 
baniſh from my Mind this Beauty, which 
conceals ſo much Deformity, and has for- 
feited my Love with the loſs of its own 
Charms. Thus the different Views in which 
Iplaced her, and various Reſolutions alter- 
natively took their turns in my Breaſt. 
Miſerable Wretch! ſaid I, where ſhall I 
now take up my abode? Shall I remain in 
Corinth, to have my Misfortune continually 
before my eyes; or, on the other hand, ſhall 
I return to Syracuſe, to be eye-witneſs how 
happy HERMOCRATEs lives with the vir- 
tuous EUPHROSINE? Cruel, ungrateful, 
immodeſt, ſcandalous, fooliſh AciDALIA, 
can I ftill love thee? yet thou art ſo Beautiful 
and Charming, that I cannot chuſe but love 
thee: Thou haſt a Mind that deſerves the 
utmoſt Contempt and Scorn; but thy Beauty 


and Charms are worthy the Admiration of 
the greateſt Monarch. 


HOW. 
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HOWEVE R, in this violent Rage and | 
Agitation of my Mind, I made a Reſolu- 


tion, which I believe you will be aſtoniſh'd 
to hear. No, thought I, tis certain I ought 
not to love her, but, on the contrary, mor- 
tally hate her; yet I will prevent ano- 


ther's having her, and I will marry her, that 


I may have it in my power to make her as 
miſerable as ſhe has render d me. After I 


had confirm'd my Mind in this uncommon 


and unheard-of Reſolution, I went the 
next Morning to one of her Lacks. and de- 
fired him to propoſe the Match to her Mo- 
ther, knowing that they would readily give 
conſent ; and that he might diſpatch, I pre- 
ſented him with a Diamond of a conſidera-

As ſoon as we 
were alone, I ſaid to her, AclipALIA, do 
you take me for the ſame DIckAR cus, who 
was formerly ſo much in love with your 
Beauty, and ſo ready to obey all your Com- 


mands? No, no, know that I am your 


moſt inveterate Enemy, and that I have 
married you with no other deſign, but to 
make you the moſt miſerable Perſon living. 
She fell a weeping, and asked me why J 
talk'd to her in this manner? Go, ſaid 1, 
immodeſt and indiſcreet Wretch, lament 
your Folly, and deſpair of ever making me 
relent ; but remember what Favours you 
granted ATTALUs, of which I was witneſs ; 
and believe me, I only married you, to 
prevent his having you, and that you may 
ſuffer as long as you live, for the Affronts 
you have put upon me. She denied a long 
time, that ſhe had ever permitted him to 
take any liberty, but finding I could repeat 
the very Words they ſaid to one another,

meek Diſpoſition, I now believe ſuch a 
thing would never have entered into her 
head; nor if it had, would ſhe have had 
Courage for ſuch an Enterprize. Sometimes, 
when ſhe knew I was alone, ſhe would 
come and throw herſelf at my Feet, im- 
ploring my Pity, and ask me pardon with 
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Floods of Tears: her Beauty and Tears really 
moved me ; but then ſummoning thiscruel 


Reſolution to my aſliſtance, I ſaid to her, 


Madam, could you recover that Innocence 


you have loſt, you might then hope for my 


Friendſhip ; but ſince that is impoſſible, you 
have no reaſon to hope for my Pardon and 
Friendſhip. She then made a thouſand Pro- 
teſtations ſhe was innocent of the Crime I 


thought her guilty of. But the Gods them- 


ſelves could ſcarce have alter d my Opinion.

Cruelty ; my former Enmity againſt him, 
eaſily diſposd me to endeavour to work his 
Ruin, hoping I ſhould find ſome ſort of con- 
ſolation in being revenged on every one. 
I imagined he had injured me ; and to di- 
vert my Thoughts from my domeſtick Miſ- 

fortunes, I entered into a ſtrong Party to 
oppoſe him, by which means I became very 
powerful, and bore a very great Sway in the 
publick Aſſemblies, and Council- Chamber, 
and always took care to contradict him, tho 
J was often of the ſame Opinion in my 
heart, and knew he was in the right; but 


finding he ſometimes carried it by the Au- 


thority he had acquired, and the Love the 
People had for him, I was more than ever 
bent upon his Deſtruction: And that my 
Accuſation might carry a ſeeming Probabi- 
lity along with it, I had a great quantity of 
Arms carried intohis Garden, as if for ſome 
Plot or great Deſign. The Falſity of this 
Stratagem might eaſily have been — 
i e Wack 
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nad! not uſed my utmoſt diligence, to have 
the Roman Prætor judge in this Cauſe ; but 


the Syracuſians, by whom he was 0 ex 
; ccedingly beloved, prevented my Deſign of 


his being puniſh'd with no leſs than 8 8 
yet not daring wholly to abſolve or acquit 
him, he was baniſh'd for five Years, accor- 
ding to their antient Law. 


I was not ſatisfied with this Judgment, 
but on the contrary I fear'd it might prove 
advantageous to HERMOCRATES, and that 
the & yracufl ans who had ſhew'd fo great an 
Affection for him might revoke the Sen- 
tence, recall him from Exile, and place him 
in greater Authority than ever. As Fortune 


would have it, ſome little time before ſome 


Pirates had been taken on our Coaſts; and 
in oppoſition to HERRMO RATES, who would 
have had them condemned, Iu dertoo Rx to 
ſave them. I was ſecretly viſited by ſome o- 
ther Pirates, their Friends and Companions, 
who endeavour d to bribe the Judges, and 
hearing that I favoured them, offer d what- 
ever I would ask for the ranſom of their 
Companions, I refuſed all their Preſents; 
but when HERMOCRATES was condemn'd to 
Exile, and knowing that he deſigned for 
Carthage, 1 ſent for ſome of them, and 


obliged them by Oath faithtully to execute 


whatever I deſired of them; and that upon 
this Condition I would deliver their Com- 
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panions ſafe into their hands, which they 
promiſed, and ſwore they would do to the 
utmoſt of their power. Then by my ſole 
Authority, I ſaved thoſe that had been taken ; 
and ordering them to come to my Houſe, I 
deſired them to join their Quarrel with mine, 
and to be upon the watch to take HERMOcRA- 
'TES their Enemy, our common Enemy, 
with his Wife, in their Paſſage to Carthage; 
and to carry them ſo great a diſtance off, that 
they might never be heard of in Szczly, and 
{ell them ſeparately among the Barbarians, 
that I might part thoſe whoſe Union had 
cauſed me ſo much Torment and Jealouſy. 


THEY received this requeſt with abun- 
dance of Joy, as well to teſtify their Deſire 
of ſerving me, as to be revenged on HER- 
MOCRATES, who would have had them put to 
death, and again proteſted, they would punctu- 
ally and inviolably obey me. I deſired them 
alſo, that if EuUpHRosSINE, who was big with 
child; was brought to bed among them, to 
throw whatever was born of her into the 
Sea, that that hated Race might be for ever 
extinct. I then made them ſome Preſents, 
and accepted allo of ſome from them, leſt 
they ſhould reſent my Refuſal ; and after ſe- 
veral mutual Proteſtations, they ſet fail for 
Lilebeum, to lie in wait for HERMOCRATES, 
and were faithful to their Promiſe in every 
thing, but in ſelling them ſo ſoon as I de- 
ſired. AND 
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AND now having not HERMOcRATES 


to vent my Rage and Spleen on, I fell again 
into a lively Reſentment of the Misfortunes in 
my Family; and for want of ſomething to 
employ my Mind, and divert my Thoughts, 
I built a noble Counntry-Seat, and a Tower, 


in which I intended to confine AcIDALIA 
the remainder of her days. "Twas now four 
Years ſince HERMOCRATES was baniſh, 
when being told ſeveral Men deſired to ſpeak 
with me, I order'd them to be brought in, 
and preſently I knew them to be the ſame Pi- 
rates, who came to give me an account of 
what they had done. They told me, they 
could not ſell HER MocRATES and EUPHRo- 
SINE ſo ſoon as I deſired, but to ſuch Places 
from whence they might caſily have return'd 
again; that when they took them, EupnyRo- 
SINE was lately deliver'd of a Child; but 
that ſince ſhe had lived among them, ſhe had 
lain in of a Daughter ſo exceedingly beau- 
tiful, that they could not have the heart to 
deſtroy it ; that however, not to be worſe 
than their Word, they had brought her to 
me, to diſpoſe of her as I pleasd. Then 
they preſented me_with the Child, aged a- 


bout two Years, whoſe Beauty indeed ſur- 


prized me, but when ſhe opened her little 
Arms to embrace me, I was icized with 
Love and Pity, and reſolved to bring her up, 
and not be ſo cruel as I determined. I ann 
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very ſorry, ſaid he to EUPHROSINE and ME: 
LINTHUS, that ſhe is not here, that I might 
reſtore her to whom ſhe belongs; it is the 
agrecable and courageous EPICHARIS, who 
is Daughter to EUPHROSINE, and Siſter to 
MELINTHUs. EUPHROSINE knew not who 


EPICHARIS was, only rejoiced her Child 


was living. But MELINTHUs cried, What 
then is EPICHAR1s my Siſter? And ARIANA 
ſaid to him, My dear EpIchY RIS is then 
your Siſter? How delighted will my Bro- 
ther be to hear this News. But DIcEAR- 
cus reaſſuming his Diſcourſe, ſaid, This 
young Creature was always ſo agreeable, 
that I could not help loving her in ſpight 
of the Averſion I had for her Parents ; ſhe 
had ſuch a ſprightly and agreeable Wit, 
that ſhe often made me laugh when I had 
little Inclination, in Ac1DALIAa's Company; 


and when ſhe grew up, I was preſs d by ſome 


of my Friends, who thought her a Slave, to 
marry her to ASYLAS, a Slave born in my 
Houſe. But I could not bear to hear of ſuch 
a Propoſal ; and comparing the Nobleneſs 


of her Predeceſiors, to the Baſeneſs and 
Meanneſs of thoſe of AsYLas, I cried out, 


the Gods will never pardon me, if F. fuffer 
one ſo illuſtriouſly born, to marry with one 
ſo much beneath her. There was no ſmall 
Obſervation made of theſe words, and I 


have been often preſs'd, particularly by PA- 


HAMEDES, to tell who were her Parents, 
which 
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which I never would; but would have it in 
my power to diſpoſe of her as I thought 
fit. About this time died AcIDALIA ; whe- 
ther ſhe had taken any thing, or whether 
Grief haſten'd her End, I cannot tell, know- 
ing alſo that this Tower was preparing for 
her; but upon her death-bed, ſhe made ſo 
many Proteſtations of her Innocency, in- 
voking likewiſe the Furies to ſeize on her, 
and torment her everlaſtingly, if ſhe were 
guilty, that I now believe her innocent, and 
that it was only my exceeding Jealouſy. She 
begg'd I would not refuſe her this ſatiſ- 
faction and comfort in her dying Moments, 
of letting her know I was convinced of her 
Innocency, which I did; and ſince I have 
as much regretted my cruel Treatment of 
her, as formerly I had taken delight in it. 
I had always kept EP1cHARI1s about her Per- 
ſon, but at her death, I gave her to my Neice 
ARIANA, who was very fond of her. Since 
then, MELINTHUs being known, and de- 
clared to be the Son of HERMOCRATES, 
awaken'd my Rage and Reſentment againſt 
this Family. Some time before, thinking 
him to be the Son of TELEPHUS, I had re- 
ſolved to give him my Neice in marriage, 
ſeeing the great love the Hracuſians had for 
him; but when I knew for certain from 
whence his Extraction was, tho it was much 
greater than I before imagined, inſtead of 
furthering him in his deſigns, it made him 
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loſe that Love I began to have for him, and 
to reſolve his Ruin; and finding I muſt firſt 
make ſure of ARIANA, who loved him, I 
carried her away to Corinth, intending when 
I had married her to P1SISTRATVUS, to return 
to Syracuſe, and ruin MELINTHos, if it was 
poſſible. But he prevented me, by taking 
away my Neice; and when I was in the 
height of my reſentment for this Affront, 
which render d my Hatred irreconcileable, 
I found myſelf aſſiſted by TREBAcIus, whom 
I was willing to join quarrels with, tho' he 
alſo ſought my Nephew's Life. Indeed, 1 
thought he was at Athens, and did not in the 
leaſt ſuſpect his being with MELINTHUs; but 
when I found he really was, I could have 
ſacrificed them all, tohave had my Revenge 
on him. I followed TREBACIUS with this 
deſign, and animated him as much as pol- 
ſibly I could, that MELINTHUsS might not 
eſcape: But the Gods, who mack at our 
vain and fruitleſs Endeavours, when they 
oppoſe their divine Decrees, have obliged 
me to be his Friend for unparallel'd Obliga- 
tions, and forced me to acknowledge the 
folly of aiming to ruin and deſtroy him, who 
is under their peculiar Care and Protection. 


MV Mind being now ſet free from theſe 


_ perplexing Tormentors, Anger, Hatred, and 


Revenge, and having received into my Soul 
theſe amiable Virtues and Companions of 
the 
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the Mind, Serenity and Benevolence, anda 
Love to all Mankind,and a Reſignationtothe 


Will and Providence of the Gods; I was in 


hopes to have lived the reſt of my Life with 
that Quiet and Satisfaction which naturally 


atiſe from ſuch a diſpoſition 3 but finding 
| myſelf violently ſeized, I ſee plainly the 


Gods have ordained my whole Life to be one 
continued Scene of Miſery, and that they 
now recall that Life they gave: but as! 

hope my Miſery will end here, ſo I beg the 
hatred you have juſt reaſon to have for me, 
may end alſo. I therefore conjure you, the 
wiſe EUPHROSINE, and you the generous 
MELINTHUs, by all that is dear to you, to 
pardon the Evils I have made you ſuffer. Be 
rather inclined to pity my unhappy Life, 
which has been ruffled and toſs'd with ſuch 
a variety of Diſaſters and furious Paſſions, 
than to blame and accuſe my Actions, ſo as 
to render my Name odious and deteſtable 
toyou. And you, my dear Neice, who have 
not always been exempt from feeling the 
effects of my Misfortunes, do you likewiſe 
pardon me, and uſe your endeavours to pre- 
vail with EUPHROSINE and MELINTHUS to 
do ſo too, that I may at leaſt have this ſatiſ- 
faction when dying, that tho'I lived an E- 
nemy to all the World, I may die in Favour 
and Friendſhip with thoſe I have moſt in- 
jured and afflicted. 


HE 
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HE thus ended his Diſcourſe with Tear, 
and Sighs, neither could EUPHROSINE nor 
ARIANA refrain from weeping ; but Mx. 
LINTHUS, who had more reſolution, thu; 
addreſsd him: My Father, for I will call you 
| fo, ſince you are as ſuch to my dear ARIANA, 
I beg you not to afffict yourſelf and us with 
your Tears and Regrets, which plainly ſhews 
us your Actions have been wholly owing to 
the Misfortunes of your Life, that has con- 
ſtrained you to hate us; and that it was our 
Misfortune and that malignant Planet that 
over-ruled our Birth, render'd us the Obje& 
of your Hatred and Revenge, DI1CEARCUs, 
we daily ſee and experience the force of 
Deſtiny, how it over-balances our Reaſon, 
over-rules our Actions, and leads us into 
thoſe which are repugnant to our Nature: 


but ſince that ſame Deſtiny now ſets you 


free, and permits you to know yourſelf, 
take up a manly Courage and Reſolution, 
and baniſh thoſe Paſſions of Shame, Regret, 
and Repentance. This is what you now la- 
bour under, and if you ſuffer them to over- 
power your Reaſon, it will haſten, or per- 
haps be the cauſe of your death. Now Di- 
CEARCUS ſhew yourſelf worthy your Race, 
and vanquiſh thoſe Tumults and Diſturban- 
ces in your Breaſt, and partake of this Reſt 
and Happineſs, Fortune is now preparing for 
us. That ſame Greatneſs of Soul, which 
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your adverſe Fortune tranſported into Rage 
and Fury, might haye been employ'd in 
nobler Actions, with Honour and Fame, 
had your Life been happier. Hitherto you 
have only exerted it againſt yourſelf, now 
let it act ſubſervient to your Reaſon. Since 


we ſo willingly and readily do, do you for- 
get what is paſt; EUPHROSINE commands 


you, ARIANA begs, and I conjure you. Then 
the Ladies confirmed what MELINTHUs had 
ſaid, and begg d him not to be ſo diſhearten'd 
and diſcouraged. But DICEARCUS finding 
his Diſtemper increaſed, aſſured them he was 
not long for this World; but that it was no 
ſmall comfort to him, in his dying hours, 
to think they ſo heartily forgave him. 


THEY then thought it proper for him 
to reſt, and likewiſe MELINTHUS, who was 
to engage in the Battel the next day, ſtood 
in need of Repoſe, ſo that all the Company 
retir d. DICEARCUS died about three or 
four Hours after, MELINTHUS roſe by 
break of day, and committing the care of 
the Ladies to the wiſe LEPANTE, went to 
meet PALAMEDEsS, to whom he related the 
ſorrowful news of his Uncle's death, and 
alſo the pleaſing news, that EPICHARIS was 
his Siſter. This laſt made him eaſily forget 
the other, and left no room for Sorrow ; he 
could think of nothing but his dear EPI- 
CHARIS, tho the Joy was fadly allay d and 
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imbitter d with the regret of not finding 
her. But they were obliged to lay aſide the 
thoughts of their domeſtick Joys and Cares, 
to range their Troops in order, that they 
might be in a readineſs to do Actions that 
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LREA D the Scouts were ſent 
every where to examine what 
, Poſture the Enemy's Army was 

Lin; they brought back word, 
that the Barbarians ſeemed to be in a 
readineſs to fight, for knowing the Romans 
deſigned to give them Battle, they had ral- 
lied together their ſcattered Forces, which 
ſeemed to be about Forty * Foot, 
without any C. 


THE City of Lariſſa i is ſituated W 
two Hills, and between the City and the 
Sea- ſide, is a large ſpacious Plain. In this 
place, therefore, they choſe the juſt Extent 
neceſſary to contain the Front of their Ar- 
my, and from thence they reſolved to at- 
tack the Enemy with ſome Skirmiſhes of 
Horie ; feigning, at the ſame time, to fly, 
that they might allure them into that place 


where they were deſirous to fight. 


THEIR Troops being now in a readi- 
nels, the md walked from Rank to Rank, 
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to animate and encourage them. The ya- 
liant ALCYDAMAS reſembled, that day, the 
God Mars, deſcended upon the Earth, to 
ſuccour and defend Greece and the Romas 
Empire; and to animate the Courage of 


thoſe under his Command, he thus ad- 
dreſſed himſelf to them: 


e MY Fellow-Soldicrs and Companions, 
ce tis not that I doubt of your Courage, 
ce that I thus addreſs my ſelf to you, nor 
< that Ithink it need animating or exciting; 
c but on the contrary, to ſhew you how 
ce pleasd I am to find my ſelf aſſiſted with 
« ſuch valiant Troops. I hope this day to 
« make the Romans own, 'tis happy for 
cc them the Borders of their Empire are 
« guarded by the Theſſalians, for J am al- 
ready aſſured, by the Courage and Eager- 
« neſs to fight, which appears in your Coun- 
e tenances, that they will this day owe us 
e the Victory. Remember that we are in 
<« this Theſſaly, which has always been 
« remarkable for great Exploits in War, 
c and where the Univerſe was once diſ- 
<< puted for, between the two greateſt Cap- 
ce tains in the World. Let us this day 
“ ſhew as much Valour as theſe famous 
c Warriors: They ruined, deſolated the 
« Earth, to become Maſters of it; but you 
<« fight to preſerve your Country from the 
4 « Fury and Inſolence of theſe Barbarzans. 
"Lacy 
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They were only hurried on by a mad 
« and blind Ambition, but you are excited 


© by a noble and generous Piety, deſiring 
| © to preſerve your Altars, your deareſt 
| © Friends, and native Country. Let us go 
| | « then, my Companions, and wade in the 


« Blood of this ſavage and brutiſh Nation, 
© whoſe numbers ſhall ſerve only to raiſe 


© us Trophies of immortal Fame. Let us 


t make them feel the weight of our Swords, 
* and repent their attacking ſo warlike a 
* Province. Follow me, my Companions. 
« But what! you are already going, I will 
follow you, and by endeavouring to imi- 
* tate you, be this day ſerviceable to the 


P valiant Theſſalians, to acquire them an 


immortal Glory and Honour.” 


ALCYDAMAS having thus ſpoken, 
all his Companions held up their Swords, 
as a ſign, how deſirous they were to have 


him lead them to battle. He then com- 
manded ſome of his Troops to attack the 


Enemy, and by feigning to fly, to draw them 
to the place where the Roman and Grecian 
Army lay. The Barbarians received them 
with great Shouts and Cries; ſecing ſo few 
in number, they purſued them within a BoW s- 
ſhot of the Roman Camp. Then MAxEN- 
TIUS ſent Orders to ALCYDAMAS and Po- 
LYDORE to engage the Enemy, that they 
* not have the honour of {laying ot 
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firſt Man, leſt it ſhould daunt the Soldiers, 
They then fell upon the Barbarians with 
ſuch fury, that they broke into the Wings, 
and diſordered the whole Army. Arcy: 
DAMAS foreſecing twould be neceſſary to 


make a very great Slaughter to terrify the 


Enemy, had had his Sword made exceeding 
| ſharp, which being handled by a skilful 
Hand, and ſtrong Arm, cut down all that 
came in his way; inſomuch that the whole 
Camp was ftrew'd with Arms and Legs, and 


dead Bodies. On the other ſide, PoLYDoRt 


gave no ſmall proofs of his Valour, and 
the Theſſalians followed courageoufſly ſuch 
valiant Leaders, hewing in pieces all that 
they met. The Romans ſeeing ſo brave 
and ſucceſsful a Beginning, advanced and 
engaged thoſe Scythians, which were neat- 
eſt them. ALcypamas perceived, at ſome 
diſtance, one, who had all the diſtinguiſh 
ing marks of being their King, and ws 
alſo ſurrounded with a Troop of Scythian, 
who ſeem'd to have a particular regard to 
him; he therefore dire&ed his aim at him, 
thinking if he was ſlain, it would very 
much diſhearten the whole Army of the 
Seythians he therefore encouraged hisCom: 
panions to follow him, and to clear his 
way, his Sword did wonderful Exploits: 
However, this King defended himſelf with 
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Skill and Valour, and made ALCYDAMASIWF* 


feel the weight of his Arm; but at length 
the

the Barbarians. ALCYDAMAS lamented his 
Eagerneſs to kill the Scythian King, which 
had made him abandon the Body of the 
Army : he then took the Remainder of his 
Company, and went to the City, where the 
Barbarians were enterd Pell-mell after 
thoſe that fled, and began to plunder every 
where, and flaying all that reſiſted their 
Fury ; the Caſtle only had eſcaped, where 
ARIMINUs was cloſely ſhut up. ALcypa 
MAS put all the Scythians he met to the 
Sword, ſo that the dead Bodies of thoſe 
Barbarians lay in heaps in the Streets of 
that City. The others, ſecing ſuch a hor- 
rible Slaughter, and feeling the Rage of 
fuch skilfnl and valiant Enemies fled from 
all parts of the City. Thoſe who beſieged 
the Caſtle where AR1MINUs was, thought 
| ſome Gods were come down to faccour 
the Romans: Night favour d the Scythians 
Retreat, and prevented theſe two Friends 
carry ing off the Honour of two Victories 
in one day. They would not purſue the 
Scythians out of the City, but remained 
there to guard and defend it from any fui- 
ther Hazards, and having ordered the Gates 
to be cloſely ſhut up and guarded, and 
whatcver dcythzans were found in the City 
to be kept cloſe Priſoners; ALCYDAMAS 
and POLYDORE repaired to the Caſtle, to

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| conſult with the Roman Commanders, what 
was further to be done. There they heard 


that MAXENTIUS, FLAVIAN and Milo were 


ſlain in the Battle; and that thoſe Romans, 


who were in the Caſtle with AnIMINus, 


had valiantly defended it a conſiderable 


time. The Governour finding how much 
obliged he was to ALCYDAMAS fot his Safe- 
ty, and the Preſervation of the City, re- 


ceived this glorious Conqueror with a thous 


ſand Embraces, and as many Praiſes for the 
great Exploits he had done; then they con- 
ſulted on the meaſures to be taken after 
ſogreat a defeat on both fides. The gene- 
rality of them were of the opinion of the 
wiſe ALCYDAMAS, who conſidering that 


there were but five Thouſand of their Army 


left, and that they had ſlain but half their 
Enemics, thought it by no means expedient, 
to run the hazard of a Battle, leſt they ſhould 
likewiſe endanger the loſs of the whole 
City; ; but that they had better remain only 
in a poſture of Defence, till Succour came 
from Achaia, with which they might pur- 
ſue the Barbarians, and clear the Country 
of them. While they were talking, an el- 
derly Grecian, of a good Mien and Aſpect, 


was brought in, who ſaid, he had ſomething 


of importance to communicate to the G 
vernour ; he was fled from the Scythians, 
to deliver himſelf out of their cf and 


Ws 2 was 
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left in Lariſſa, came to forewarn ARIMI- 
Ns not to let any of his Soldiers go out 
of the City to fight, ſaying, that nothing 


Was more dangerous, than to encounter 


thoſe Barbarians, when they were exaſpe- 
rated and deſperate, and that he was ſure 
they would retreat after ſo great a defeat, 
not being able to vanquiſh the united Forces 
of the Grecians and Romans. This good 
old Man ſeem'd to have a great Regard and 
Concern for the Safety and Welfare of the 
Grecians and Romans, and begg d them to 
run no riſques, either in hopes of defeating 
the reſt of the Barbarians, or to ſhow their 
Courage in a hazardous Enterprize 3 but he 
might have ſpared himſelf the trouble of 
perſuading thoſe who were already reſolved 
not to fight. Then they mentioned ſeve- 
ral Inſtances of young Perſons, who to ac- 
quire Fame, had endanger'd their whole 
Party ; whereupon they diſcourſed of the 
Roman Laws and Penalties for military Dil- 
Cipline, which puniſhed with no leſs than 
Death, Diſobedience, and fighting contrary 
to order of the head Officers and Com- 
manders, even though they returned victo- 
rious ; of which they inſtanced ſeveral Ex- 
amples. This ancient Grecian, who had 
lived many years among the Barbarians, 
and whom they had obliged to officiate as 
Pricft to their Gods, ſaid, that though theſe 
SHthians were an illiterate and ignorant 

| People, 
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People, they, nevertheleſs, eſtabliſhed Laws, 
which although they might ſeem harſh and 
barbarous, were grounded upon Reaſon, as 
they might judge by that they had made againſt 
inferior Officers, who had fought without 
Orders; whom, tho' they came off victori- 
ous, they puniſhed with Death, but in aſtrange 
and uncommon manner : for firſt, they led 
the unhappy Conqueror through the City in 
a triumphant Chariot; the Soldicrs who had 
aſiſted him, carrying the Spoils before him; 
then follow'd the Executioner, carrying a 
Hatchet. In the midſt of the City they erected 
a Scaffold, where was a little Altar, on which 
the unhappy Victor and Offender was placed; 
then the Pricſt cut open his Stomach, and 
took out his Heart, to be honourably burnt 
in a Fire that was made of the Spoils and 


Arms of the Enemy ; but his Head was cut 


off by the Executioner, to ſhew that the 


Heart, which is the Seat of Courage, ſhould 


be honoured for having done a brave Action; 
but that the Head, from whence Prudence 
and Conduct ſhould ſpring, ought to be 
puniſhed for Diſobedience. Though they 
thought this a very odd fantaſtical Law, 
they allow'd there was ſomething of reaſon 
in it; and ARIMINUs, to ſhew the great 
care he had of the Lives of the Officers that 
remained, ſwore he would have the Scy- 
thians Law obſerved; and that none ſhould 
dare to fight without his Orders, and the 

F 3 Offi- 
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Officcrs took an Oath they would inviolably 
obey him, and never fight without his Or- 


ders, upon pain of undergoing the Scythian 
Law. ARIMINUS further added, that none 
ſhould fight in leſs than four days, unleſs at. 
tack'd by the Enemy. Then he ordered care 


to-be taken of this Greczan, leſt he ſhould 


be found a Lyar, he having told the Gover- 
nour, he was ſure the Barbarians would 
depart in two or three days. Then every 
one repaired to their Lodgings to reſt, after 


the great fatigue of that day of Battle, - 


WHE N ALCYDAMAS 5 home, 


EVPHROSINE met her Son with open Arms, 


and was over: joy d to ſce him return'd ſafe 


and victorious: he would have gone into 


ARIANA's Chamber, but his Mother deſired 


him not to diſturb them; for what with the 


trouble and apprehenſions ARIANA and CYL- 


LENIA had been under, they had almoſt as 


much need of Reſt as himſelf, the Scythians 
having attack d their Lodgings ; and LE. 
PANTE, in courageouſly defending them, 
was wounded in ſeveral places, but his 
Wounds were not dangerous. Then they 


would have gone into LEPANTE's Chamber, 


but EuenrosINE begg'd them to reſt them- 


ſelves, and defer viſiting their Friends till

AL: 
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4 L C 7 DA MA 5 had no little need 
of this Night's reſt, as well on account of 
the fatigue of the preceding Day, as the 
melancholy news he was to hear at his a- 
waking, when EUPHROSINE was forced to 
tell him, that the Scy7hians had carried away 
ARIANA that ſhe would not tell him the 
Night before, knowing how much need he 
had of Reſt, and that LEPAN TE valiantly re- 
ſiſted them, till he was left for dead; and 
that if he and PoLVDORE had not cnter'd 
the City when they did, all the Inhabitants 
of the City would have been either ſlain or 
taken Priſoners. This ſhocking news fo 
violently ſeized him, that he remain'd ſpeech- 
leſs and immoveable ; but recovering from 
that Inſenſibility ſo cruel a ſtroke of For- 
tune had put him into, O Fortune! faid 
he, the Cruelty of theſe Barbarians cannot 
equal thine to me! So many as I have (lain 
of them, and won two ſignal Victories in one 
day, yet could not ſave the deareſt Treaſure 
of my Life! I have preſerved a whole Coun- 
try, and perhaps the whole Roman Empire, 
from the fury of the Barbarians; and could 
not ſave her, that was dearer to me than 
the whole Univerſe. . O Mother! O my 
Friends! why did you not tell me of this 
Accident yeſterday ? 1 would have purſued 
theſe ſavage Wretches ; and ſince I could 
lave this City, ſurely 1 might have delivered 
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my dear ARIANA out of their hands. O 
"ARIANA, my dear ARIANA! where are you 
now? What do you now think of me? O 
_ cruel Fate! durſt the profane Hands of a 
Barbarian touch ſo Beautiful and Divine a 
Perſon! O Thought worſe than Death! I 
will die, but I will firſt revenge thy death on 
this brutiſh Nation. I will raiſe thee Mo- 
numents and Pyramids with the dead Bodies 
of theſe Barbarians. I will now ſacrifice 
to my Revenge, and then miſerably end my 
own unhappy Life, as a juſt puniſhment for 
having abandon'd thee. EUPHROSINE en- 
| dcayoured to comfort him, by ſaying, That 
perhaps the Scythians, in their hurry to fly 
when he enter d the City, might have left 
her behind; and that pehaps ſhe was con- 
ccaled in ſome part of the City. Then a 
ſtrict Search was every where made, but to 
no purpoſe. POLYDORE propoſed to go ſe- 
cretly by Night into the Enemies Camp, 
and make a diligent ſearch there. ALcr- 
DAMAS very much approved of this Propo- 
ſal; but their other Friends ſaid, they 
would thereby run a manifeſt hazard, with-

I faid, I was very glad it was in my 
power, and was very ready to do it. A- 
bout Evening he brought me EUurHROSINE, 
and defired me to carry her away ſecretly:

HAR DLY could we meet one Perſon 


to tell us any news of the Country ; at laſt 
we met a great number in a ſtrange diſorder, 
and running as from ſome imminent dan- 
ger; who told us, the Barbarians had in- 
vaded the Iſland, and that the King was re- 
ſolved to give them Battel, having with him 
ſeveral Princes, who came to Seliver the 
Princeſs PasITHEA, and had brought their 
Fargcy very ſeaſonably. 
EU. 
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E URTME DON was at a loſs what 
to do upon this occaſion; he would willingly 
have preſented himſelf to the King, to offer 
aim his ſervice in this War, but he appre- 
hended his Anger. On the other hand, twas 
impoſſible for us to remain in that Country 
without meeting either ſome that belong d 
to the King, or the Barbarians; and we had 
but four thouſand Men with us, with which 
we could never have reſiſted a great Army.

tion, ſhe Was glad ſhe came fo ſeaſonably 
to ſuccour him, and revenge her Father's 
death.

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As luck would have it, he had provided 
abundance of rich Clothes for the Princeſs 
PASITHEA; for deſigning to ſteal her away, 
he thought ſhe might not have time to bring 
any Clothes or Jewels with her. I proteſt, 
when he was dreſsd, I could almoſt have 
been deceived myſelf, for I have ſeen very 
few Women ſurpaſs him in Beauty.

we enquircd of one of them what was the 
matter; they told us, the Armies had met, 
and that the King was in great danger of 
loſing the Battel. Then EURYMEDON, ha- 
ving informed himſelf where the Armies 
were, commanded us to make what ſpeed | 
we could to ſuccour this Prince. We eaſily 
diſtinguiſhed the King's Army from the other, 
and came ſo ſeaſonably to his aſliſtance, that 
the Vanquiſh'd began to take courage. 


E U- 
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EURTME DON broke through a 


een of Scythians in a moment, and. 
his Dreſs made his Valour and Blows appear 
tae more wonderful. I follow'd him every 


where, endeavouring to imitate him; and 
We came at length into the heat of the Battel, 
where the King was fallen from his Horſe, 
and ſurrounded with Scyth;ans, having but 
two or three of his own Soldiers near him. 
EURYMEDON flew four or five of the Bar- 


barians, and while his Company encoun- 
ter'd the reſt, he got off his Horſe, and ad- 


_ drefling himſelf to the King, ſaid, Take 


courage ARCHELAUS, and aſſure thy ſelf thou 
ſhalt this day be Conqueror; in the mean 
time he help'd him up upon his Horfe, and 
immediately mounted his own, and they 
went together to attack the Barbarians, who 
began to loſe Courage. The King's Eyes 

were continually fixed on this young un- 


known Warriour, and wondering at her ex- 


traordinary Courage, could think her no leſs 
than PALLAs herſelf come to his defence. 
1 ſhall not trouble you with the Relation 
of the Particulars of this Battle, but only that 
we were Conquerors; and when we return'd 
from purſuing thoſe that fled, the King re- 
ceived EURYMEDON With as much reſpect as 
if ſhe had been a Goddeſs.

EURYMEDON then 
ſent me to his Troops, to give them no- 
tice, to be in a readineſs to ſet fail, and 
take great Care not to diſcover who he 
was; and then, by good chance, I met 
with thoſe Perſons you ſent, ſaid AMINTAS 
to MELINTHUs, who did not know mein 
that Dreſs; and twas lucky I did, for their 
inquiring for EURYMEDON, would have diſ- 
cover'd and infallibly ruined our Project. 
I deſired they would go to our Ship, where 
we would be ſoon with them, When I 
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returned, and told EUuxYMRDON, he was 


overjoy d to hear where you were, and to 
be able to ſuccour you; for in bringing 
away the Princeſs, twas convenient to 
come into Theſſaly.

Way, finding a Horſe in the City, ſet me 


thereon, and having paſsd the City-gates, 

endeayour'd to avoid the reſt of his Com- 

panions, and make the beſt of his way to 

the neighbouring Foreſt. Judge what a ter- 

ror was! in, and how many fruitleſs AE 
c 
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ſhed ; but juſt as he got off his Horſe, he was 
ſtruck with an Arrow, and looking round, 
ſpy d another Scythian, who had follow d 
him on foot: the firſt that was ſmitten, ſhot 
an Arrow, and wounded the other alſo, then 
they drew their Swords, diſputing which 
ſhould have me.

The 
noiſe of this rejoicing awaken'd ALCYDa- 
MAS and ARIANA, and being told EPICHA-

deſired her turn to ſalute ARIANA; and after 
this Company of ſincere Friends had expreſſed 
their Joy for being thus met, they enquired 
of one another what Adventures had brought 
them to that place: And being curious to 
know what had happen d to EyIcHARIs ſince 
ſhe was loſt at Nicopolis, they deſired her to 
tell her Story; and when they were fat 
down, ſhe began thus.

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The Story of EPICHARIS. 


W HEN you know how many Dangers 
I have run through ſince I was ſepara- 
ted from you, and how I have endanger'd 
the greateſt and moſt formidable Power upon 
Earth; you will be undoubtedly aftoniſhed 
that a Woman, and in ſo ſhort a time too, 
was capable of ſhaking ſuch lofty Powers, 
and durſt attempt to revenge the Cauſe of 
the whole World on the Tyrant that op- 
preſſed them, and to give an Empire ano- 
ther Maſter.

NICETUS, who had that Poſt given him for 
ſlaying NERO's Mother; ſince which, this 
infamous Emperor wanting to be rid of his

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Wife OcTAvia, who was of C&sar's Race, 


to marry SABINA, ſent for this infamous 


Murderer from hence to appear before the 


Senate, and ſwore falſly that this chaſte and 


virtuous Princeſs was an Adultereſs. During 


the Reign of ſuch an abominable Monſter, 
how can any honeſt Perſons hope for any 
Preferment? I have many Yeats had the 


Command over theſe few Ships, without ever 


being able to obtain any other favour or re- 
ward for my Services, than that I am ſuffered 
{till to ſerve. Be comforted, ſaid he, charm- 


ing Maid; you are not the only one who 


have felt the ſad effects of his cruel Tyranny, 


and know that an infinite number of Perſons 


groan under theſe Oppreſſions, and hope 


ſome one will have courage enough to take 


poſſeſſion of the Empire, and rid the world 
of ſo much Miſery.

I anſwered him, that I certainly 
did not refuſe him my Friendſhip, which 
was neceſſary fot thoſe that engaged in 
one and the ſame Deſign, and promiſed to 
be faithful and aſlift him to the utmoſt of 
my power. Promiſe me likewiſe, ſaid he, 
that when we have accompliſtfd this Deſign, 
you will always live with me: I told him 
I would conſider of it, and that it would 
be time enough then to give him an An- 
ſwer. He preſſed me very much to make 
him a ſolemn Promiſe, which I never would, 
but gave him reaſon to hope, left he ſhould 
be piqued, and change his Reſblũtion.

c for me. I told him I was not inſenſible 
Ir how much we were all obliged to him for

to ſerve him. Pray, ſaid he, let us talk 
with more Sincerity and Familiarity : I 
muſt tell you, your Beauty and agreecablc 
Manner has charmed me, and I find I ſhall 
ſtand in more need of your Aſliſtance, than 
the World does of mine; and ſince you 
have ſo much Compaſſion for every one 
elſe, beſtow a little pity on me, wherein 
you run much leſs hazard.

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AL IL things were now in a readineſs,

SCEVINUS deſigned to give him the firſt 
blow, and therefore carried a ſharp Pon- 


yard about him. I was generally at Max- 


IMUS's Houſe, where one day, to my great 
ſurprize, the Soldiers came and ſeized me, 


to carry me before NERO. I immediately 
concluded the Conſpiracy was diſcovered, 


and fully reſolved to die; but I found twas 
only PRocuLus, who in deſpight to me, 
being I would not fee him, had changed 
his Affection into Hatred, and informed 
the Emperor that J had told him there was 
a powerful Conſpiracy againſt his Life. When 
we were brought Face to Face, after I had 
heard what he had to ſay, I denicd it, 
and would not ſo much as mention that 
he himſelf was the firſt that propoſed it, 
left they ſhould ask why I did not inform 
them of it, or ſuſpe& I had Intelligence 
with any other. RuFus was ſtanding by 
NERo, and was under no ſmall Apprehen- 
ſion for me and himſelf, but I undauntedly 
asked PyocuLus What reaſon he had to 
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imagine I had ever mention'd any thing of 
a Conſpiracy to him, and bid him name but 
one Perſon I ſhould ſay had a hand in this 
Deſign ; which he not being able to do, they 
began to laugh at him. Rurus was highly 
pleaſed with my Conſtancy and Reſolution, 
which very much increaſed the Love he had 
for me; but though I was not convicted, 
they thought fit to keep me Priſoner, con- 
ſidering, that what could not be proved, 
might, nevertheleſs, not be falſe. 


SOON after happened what SENECI 
had, as it were, foretold. Scævixus de- 
ſigning NERo's Death, buſied himſelf in 
what was neceſlary to be done before his 
on, incaſe we ſhould be diſcovered ; nay, 
was ſo ſimple as to make Entertainments, 
by way of taking leave of his Friends, and 
to make his Will, leaving them and his 
Servants Legacies. He had alſo prepared 
Bandage for Wounds, and Remedies to ſtop 
bleeding; and could not forbear ſaying, the 
Ponyard he carried about him, was fot 
ſome great Deſign : But what undid us, 
was, that this impudent Wretch gave this 
Ponyard to one Mi1L1cavs, that had been 
his Slave, but to whom he had given his 
Freedom, to make exceeding ſharp. 


MILICHUS having particularly ob- 
ferved his Maſter's Actions of late, took it 
17 : —_ 
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into his head he had ſome deſign againſt - 
the Emperor's Lite; and expecting a great 
reward, went and informed NERO. Scæ- 
VINUs was immediately ſeized, who denied 
what MILIchus had ſaid, and gave fatis- 
factory Anſwers to all their Queſtions, con- 
cerning theſe Preparations. But when MI 
LICHUS ſaid his Maſter had a long confe- 
rence with NATALI1s the day before, who 
was PIso's intimate Friend, and one of the 
Conſpirators; NArALISs was taken, and 
they were ſeparately examined upon the 
Subject of the Diſcourſe they had had the 
day before. Their Anſwers being different, 
they were ordered to be put to the torture. 


They could not ſo much as endure the 


fight of it, but declared all they knew of 
the Conſpiracy, naming moſt of the Conſpi- 
rators Names. Lucan was immediately 
taken, and he who ſhew'd ſo much con- 
ſtancy, was fo treacherous and baſe as to ac- 


cuſe even his own Mother. P1so and ſome 


others were taken, and diſcovered even their 
deareſt Friends ; then they bethought them- 
ſelves that I was in priſon upon the ſame 
Suſpicion, and hoped the very ſight of the 
Rack would make me diſcover many others. 


WHEREUPON I was again brought 
before NERO, who commanded me to name 
the reſt of the Conſpirators, but I ſtill de- 
nied knowing any thing of a C ; 

| ut 
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but when I too plainly ſaw we were diſco- 
vered, and being asked by NERO himſelf what 
could induce me to attempt to take away 
his Life? Becauſe, ſaid I, undauntedly, that 
thou art a Parricide, and an inceſtuous Mon- 
ſter, and wouldſt root out Virtue from the 
Face of the Earth, and the World cannot 
be ſoon enough delivered from thy exc- 
crable Cruelties. He bluſhed to hear me 
talk in this manner, being uſed to commit 
Crimes, but not ſo freely to be told of them, 
He ordered I ſhould ſuffer all ſorts of Pu- 
niſhments, to make me confeſs; but as | 
Was going out, I told him, my Tongue 
ſhould ſhew as much courage to conceal, 
"5 my Arm ſhould have done in ſtriking 
him. 


Eo RUF U “ as yet hanacand not to be dif 

covered by any that had been taken, and the 
better to prevent being ſuſpected, he took 
no ſmall pains to find out and examine the 
Conſpirators, and ſeeing I was condemned 
to the Torture, he took this Office upon 
himſclf, and commanded the Soldiers to 
carry me in a place ſeparate from the other 
Conſpirators, where they immediately pte- 
parcd the Torture, and I was ordered to 
take off ſome of my Cloaths. All that 
were there preſent were under RuFvss 
Command, and moſt of them in the Cou- 


piracy ; but he — himſelf — 
UC 
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ſuch an Extremity, as either to put me to 
4 cruel death, or run the hazard of his own 
Life, placed himſelf in a Corner of the 
Priſon, where, turning his Face away from 
me, he tore his Hair, and wept bitterly, 
during which time the Soldiers waited for 


his Orders to put me to the torture; and 


at laſt a Tribune, more courageous than 
the reſt, and who was moved with Com- 
aſſion to ſee me, went and asked him if 
he deſired I ſhould be ſaved, telling him, 
there was not one of them but had as much 
Inclination to ſave me as he; but Rurus 


| faid, we ſhould be undone if the Emperor 
| ſhould know it. 


Truſt that to us, replied 
the Tribune, we muſt make him believe 


The died under the Torments, which will 


ſcem probable enough, he ſeeing how re- 
ſolute ſhe was to ſuffer; and we will con- 
vey her ſecretly to your Houſe, where yau 
e 1 of her as you pleaſe. 


THOUGH I eſcaped one danger, I fell 
into another; for RUFUs, having me now in 
hispower,-renew'd his wicked Addreſſes with 
great Importunity, even though he was un- 
der a continual Apprehenſion of being ac- 


cuſed by ſome of the Conſpirators; and 


finding fair means would not prevail, he 
began to upbraid me with the Preſervation 
of my Life, and threaten d to deliver me 
Ve to . Torments from vhence he had 
: feſcued 
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reſcued me: but Heaven moſt ſeaſonably 


interpoſed, for Rurus being moſt com. 
monly with the Emperor, and abuſing the 
good fortune of never having been accuſed, 
Was the moſt fierce and violent in torment. 
ing the Conſpirators; and at length, by 
his Cruelty, provoked one of them to 
accuſe him. For ScæviNus being examind 
before the Emperor, and threaten'd with 
ſeveral Torments that could be inflicted, if 
he did not confeſs the Truth, ſaid to Rupvs, 
there is none that can tell more or bettet 
than my ſelf. Rurus was ſtrangely con- 
founded, and at a loſs, whether he had beſt 
anſwer him or not. His Fear immediately 
betray'd him, and the others who were ex 
amin'd at the ſame time, accuſing Rurus 
alſo, he was examined and convicted; the 
Emperor commanded him to be ſeized and 
bound, and ſoon after he was put to death. 


As for me, I found it eaſy to eſcape 
out of his Houſe, while his Wife and Fa- 
mily were in fo great affliction and con- 
fuſion. I went directly to Maximus, who 
by good fortune had never been accuſed. 
He was. overjoyed to ſee me, being 'twas 
currently reported, I was dead, after hay. 
ing ſuffered the moſt exquiſite Torment 
with an aſtoniſhing Conſtancy and Reſolu- 
tion. I reſolved to leave Rome as ſoon 
as poſſible, and my Virtue having been ſo 

| ex· 
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expoſed in the Dreſs belonging to my Sex» 
| again dreſt my ſelf in the other, and took 
my leave of Max1IMus, who ſupplied me 
with Horſe and Money. I ſoon arrived at 
the Haven, where I embarked for Sicily, 
hoping I ſhould there hear of, if not find 
my dear Miſtreſs. When I arrived at Sy- 
racuſe, not one of DIcEaRCus's Servants 
could tell any thing of you. But going to 
TELEPHUS, who was ſurprized, and Ex- 
CINE alſo, to ſee me in this Dreſs, I was 
informed that the Ship, which had carried 
you into Epirus, was juſt arrived at Syra- 


| cuſe, and was to return to you with Money 
| and Goods, in which TELEPHUS and ERyY- 


CINE intended alſo to embark. 1 was ex- 
treamly well pleaſed to have come ſo for- 
tunately to embark with them; and two 
days after we ſet ſail with ſome Servants 


belonging to DICEARCUS. 


THE Wind favouring us, we ſoon ar- 
rived into Epirus, where the Ship being 


| unloaded, the Goods were put up in a Wag- 
| gon, and knowing what Riches were there, 
| the Servants, of TELEPHUs and DICEARCUS, 
and we allo, rid by the ſide of it, all the 
| whole Journey through Theſſaly, meeting 


with no Accident, till to-day we met with 


| thoſe inſolent Soldiers; who ſeeing Ery- 
{ CINE ſo exceeding beautiful, followed us 
| into the City, and we being obliged to 


Jeave 
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leave the Servants to guard the Waggon 
at the Gate, had no other defence but our 
own Courage. This is what has happen d 
to me ſince I was parted from you, and 
now tis neceſſary to ſend ſome body, that 


the Goods and Servants may have leave to 


enter the City ; and then we will conſult 
where the Gods have deſigned us a retreat, 
after ſuch a Variety of Fortune and ſtrange 
Events; for, undoubtedly, while NERO 
lives, the Names of MELINTHUS, PALA- 


ME DES and EPICHARIS muſt not reach his 


Ears. 


SHE having finiſhed her Story, they 


were in admiration how ſhe could attempt 


ſo bold an Enterprize, for the ſake of PA. 
LAMEDES and MELINTHUS only; then they 
{ent ArRcas, who was very well known to 
thoſe that kept the Gates, to conduct the 
Servants and Goods to their Lodgings, and 
give them notice, that they had changed 
their Names. And now their things were 
come, they deſigned to leave Theſſaly, and 
ſettle in ſome part of Aſia, that they might 
not be heard of in Rome. 


The End of the Seventh Book. 
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BOOK VIII. 


SI STRAT US, who by the 
WIPE Wounds he had received from PA- 
S922] LAMEDES, had been hinder'd from 

going to MAXENTIUS ; as ſoon as 
he was healed, hearing that this Pretor was 


gone towards Lariſſa with his Army, he en- 


quird at MELINTHVUSs and ARIANA's Lodg- 
ings in Nicopolis which way they went; and 
being told they were gone toward Theſſaly, 
he reſolved to follow them, with the ſame 
deſign ſtill of having them put to death. He 
arrived juſt in that inſtant when MELINTHUS 
and ARIANA enter'd the City in Triumph; 
he knew them again, and heard that MELIN- 
THUS, who went by the name of ALCYDA-. 
MAS, had done great Exploits in the day of 
Battle, and had ſince defeated the whole 
Scythian Camp with five hundred Men. The 
joy and Acclamations of the People for his 
cturn, aggravated his Rage and Envy, and 
enquiring into the particulars of all that had 
paſs d, he underſtood that MELINTHUs had 
encounter d the Scythians without leave, and 
Vo L. II. Rs with- 
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without any regard to the Governour's Oath, 
to deliver ARIANA out of their hands. PI. 
SISTRATUS, inſtead of admiring the noble 
effects of ſo uncommon and extraordinary 
a Valour, reſolved if poſſible to work his 
Ruin who was poſſeſs d of it; and as ſoon 
as Evening was come, went to wait on the 
Governour, to whom he repreſented what a 
fault he had committed in not puniſhing 
ALCYDAMAS, and of what ill conſequence 
it might prove, to let the Laws of the Roman 
Diſcipline be thus violated, which had notbeen 
maintained but by ſeverity : Thathe would 
alſo remember, that if he did not put the 
Scythian Law in execution, he was perjur'd; 
but moreoverhe told him, that he that went 
by the name of ALCYDAMAsS, was MELIN- 
THUS, whom the Emperor had condemnd to 
death, and who had been declared an Enemy 
to C&SAR and the Romans, ſo that thereby 
he run the hazard of incurring NERo's diſ- 
pleaſure, and might draw on himſelf the 
fame puniſhment MELINxTHuvs deſerved: 
that for his part he reſolved to inform his 
Prince, as was his Duty to do; and that he 
ſhould not wonder, if he told NERO, ME- 
LINTHUS had been in his power. This dif- 
courſe put ARIMINUS into a Conſternation, 
who being juſtly apprehenſive of the danger 
he was in, and not thinking himſelf ſafe, if 
he ſuffer d MELINTHvs to live, laid aſide all 
conſideration of the Friendſhip he had for 


him, |

him, and, tho' with ſome reluctancy and re- 
gret, found himſelf obliged to put to death 
a berſon eminent for Virtue and Courage. 
but as MELINTHUs was eſteem'd and be- 
loved in Lariſſa, he judged he muſt proceed 
: with Prudence and Caution ; wherefore he 
ent for all the Officers, and made them again 
take the Oaths ; then he told them that Ar.- 
18 CYDAMAS Was MELINTHUS, who had been 
publickly declared an Enemy to NERO and 
the Romans: That if they let him eſcape, 
" their own death would be unavoidable. Af- 
de ter he had thus perſuaded them, and they 
= had ſwore they would prefer their Fidelity 
to NxEnko before MELINTHUS's Preſervation 
and Safety, he orderd an Officer of the 
Guards to go the very next Morning and ſeize 
on MELINTHUsS, who wonder'd what Change 
could have happen'd ſince the day before : 
7 However, he told the Officer he was ready 
to follow him. This Captain had ſo great a 
Love and Eſteem for MELINTHUs, that 'twas 
with no ſmall regret he executed this order; 
ſo that as he was leading him to Priſon, he 
told him, that one named PISISTRA TUS had 
diſcovered to the Governour his Name was 
MELINTHUS,and that he had been condemn'd 
to death, and declared an Enemy to the Em- 
i. peror and the Ramans; nay more, that he 
1 had alſo threaten'd ARIMINUs to inform 
Nero of his diſobedience, if he let you 
eſcape. M ELINTHUS, knowing from whence 
1 his 
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his Misfortunes came, and finding no room 
to hope, reſolved to die. He was cloſely 
ſhut up, leſt any of his Friends ſhould attempt 
to reſcue him; and PALAME DES, LEPANTE, 
and the reſt were likewiſe ſtrictly guarded; 
who being ignorant of the reaſon of this fa. 
tal Change, were in a great Conſternation. 
The Theſſalian Gentlemen, of whom Mz. 
LINTHUS was exceedingly beloved, were 
not wanting to him upon this occaſion, and 
petition'd ARIMINUs for his Life and Li- 
berty ; the Inhabitants being ſenſible, that 
next to the Gods they were obliged to him 
for all they enjoy'd, threw themſelves upon 
their Knees before the Governour to beg his 
Life : but nothing could make him relent, 
ſo much did he dread the effects of NERo' 
Rage. The People would have oppoſed this 
Injuſtice, had they not been aw'd and re- 
ſtrain'd by the Soldiers; and things were 
no come to ſuch an Extremity, that there 
remained nothing more to do, than deter- 
mine what kind of death MELINTHvs ſhould 
dic. 


ARIMINUS, to let them ſee he 
would not break his Oath, would have the 
Scythian Law obſerved (tho' he thought 
there was ſomething of cruelty in it) how- 
ever for his Oath's fake, and to ſatisfy NERO 
at the ſame time; whom he thought would 
be wonderfully pleaſed, taking delight in 

new 
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new Inventions of Cruelty, to hear his Ene- 
my had been 8 in ſo ſtrange and 
uncommon a manner. 


THEREUPON he ſent for the Prieſt 
of Lariſſa, who ſerved in the Temple of 
the Goddeſs THETIS, and told him, he was 
obliged by Oath to puniſh an Offender who 
had fought without orders, after the Scy- 
thian manner, even tho' he returned victo- 
rious ; which was, that the Criminal ſhould 
be led in triumph through the City to a Scaf- 
fold erected for that purpoſe, where the 
Prieſt was to open his Stomach, and take out 


| his Heart to be honourably burnt ; but the 
Head was to be cut off by the Executioner. 


The Prieſt ask'd him, Where was theReaſon 
of ſuch a barbarous Law ? Why, ſaid Ar1- 
MINUS, the Scythians rightly judging the 
Heart to be the Seat of Courage, would have 
that honourably burnt ; but the Head, which 
has fail'd in Conduct and Obedience, pu- 
niſhed. The Prieſt of the Goddeſs THETIS 
refuſed to execute this Order, ſaying, if he 
ſhould ſhed human Blood, he ſhould think 
himſelf polluted, and unfit to offer any Sa- 
crifice to the Gods, who did not delight in 
Cruelty or Murder, but were pleaſed and 
ſatisfied with the Sacrifices of Animals. Nay 
more, that the ſhedding human Blood was 


expreſly forbidden there by a peculiar O- 


tacle from the Goddeſs THETIS, which he 
T 3 durſt 
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durſt not diſobey. The Governour finding 
he could by no means prevail with him, 
ſent him away, and ordered the ancient 
Scythian Prieſt to be brought to him, who 
firſt told him of this Law, commanding him 
to execute it himſelf, ſince he knew better 
than any other how it ſhould be perform, 
This good Man would fain have been ex. 
cuſed, ſaying, he only knew it by hearſay, 
and a Tradition the Scythzans had among 
them; but had never ſeen it executed, and 
that he would by no means have any hand 
in ſo cruel a puniſhment. But ARr1MiNnus 
threaten'd him with death, if he refuſed to 
obey his Command, ſo that he was obliged 
to put on the High-Prieſt's Garments, and 
prepare himſelf for the melancholy Cerc- 
mony. Unwillingly he gave orders what 
was to be done, and they got together the 
Scythian Arms, which were brought home 
from the laſt defeat, and diſtributed them 2. 
mong thoſe Theſſalians who had aſſiſted 
MELINTHUS, to carry in the Triumph, and 
then to be laid in a Pile to burn this noble 
Conquerors Heart. 


MELINTAHUS being informed of 
all that paſs d, by him who was ſet to guard 
him, finding he muſt die, and that P1s1STR4 
Ts was the only cauſe, deſired a Friend to 
tell the Governour, he had two Favours to 


deſire of him; the firſt was, that he _ 
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fight a Duel with P1s1STRATVs, to puniſh 
him for his Baſeneſs : the ſecond, that A- 
RIANA might accompany him in the trium- 
phal Chariot, and upon the Scaffold. A- 
RIMIN Us, who was not of a cruel Diſpoſi- 
tion, neither had any ill-will againſt ME- 
LINTHUS, granted his Requeſt, provided Pi- 
SISTRATUS would conſent to the firſt, ima- 
gining MELINTHUS had thought of this 


Stratagem, chuſing rather to die fighting, 


than ſuffer a ſhameful and cruel Death ; and 
becauſe P1SISTRATUS might have reaſon to 
be afraid of one whole Valour was juſtly in 
ſo great eſteem and repute, he ſent for him, 


| and told him, that he found MELINTHus's 


deſign was to dic as he had liv'd, like a Man 
of Courage, rather than ſuffer the Scythian 
Law; and he ſuppoſed twas to provoke him 
to fight, that he had called him a vile, baſe 
Traytor ; that he now had a fair opportunity 
to acquire great Honour with little Danger 
in taking away the Life of ſo valiant a Per- 
ſon, who had no other deſign but to loſe it. 
PisiSTRATUS, who wanted not courage, was 
prevailed upon by ARIMINUs's perſuaſion, 
flattering himſelf with the hopes of ſlaying 
his Enemy with his own hand ; and told the 
Governour he accepted of the Challenge, to 
let him ſee, he was neither Traytor nor 
Coward, and that he was only ſorry he was 
to fight with a condemn d Perſon. 


— 
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[N the mean time, PALAMEDES was en- 
raged at being confin'd, and knew not what 
was become of his Friend; all was in ſor- 
row and perplexity, and ARIANA Was in- 
conſolable: but the next day, when they 
came to fetch her to the Priſon, and ſhe 
was told what had happen'd, whatever Elo- 
quence they could make uſe of to perſuade 
her to bear this cruel ſtroke of Fortune with 
an heroick Courage and Conſtancy, ſhe 
ſwooned away at the very mention of ſo ter- 
rible an Execution. However, when ſhe 
Was a little recovered, they carry'd her to 
the Priſon, where MELINTHVs ſurprized 
every one that ſaw him with his admirable 
and undaunted Courage and Conſtancy; 


and ſeeing her pale and ſpeechleſs, he ſaid 
to her: | 


DEAR ARIANA, who has ſhared in all 
the Accidents of my Life, refuſe me not 
this laſt aſſiſtance which ] deſire of you; 
and ſince I have been ſo fortunate and ſo 
happy as to deliver you out of the hands of 
the Barbarians, and placed you ſafely a. 
mong your Friends, grant me the Happineſs 
of ſeeing you while I do live, and aſſiſt me 

alſo, when death will deliver me from thoſe 
Barbarians who are the cauſe of it. Take 
courage, ARIANA, and let them ſes out 
Conſtancy in ſuffering is as perfect * out 

pts Love 


not a favour Which ARIMINUS has granted, 
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Love and Friendſhip. Shall we, who have 


vanquiſh'd the Scythians, ſuffer our Grief to 


overcome us, which becomes ſtrong but by 
our weakneſs? If we have hitherto been 
guided and directed by the Laws and Dictates 
of Wiſdom, let us now ſummon all our Vir- 

tue and Courage to our aſſiſtance in this laſt 


Action, and raiſe the admiration, not the 


pity of all that behold us. Pray do not 


ſhake my Reſolution with your immoderate 


Grief; and ſince the greatneſs of your Merit 
inſpired me, as it were, with ſuch an ex- 
traordinary Courage, do not loſe this Vir- 


tue you firſt raiſed in me. My dear ARIANa, 


give me leave to hold this charming Hand 
you have given me, till I die; and when my 
Soul is departed from my Body, love me 
ſo as to be able to ſurvive me. 


NEVER had ſuch Eloquence ſo con- 


trary an effect to what it deſired; for the 


more Arguments he uſed to exhort her to 
Conſtancy and Reſolution, the more grieved 
was ARITANA to ſee ſuch extraordinary Vir- 
tue and Merit ſo cruelly treated; Sobs and 
Tears was all the reply ſhe could make. 


MELINTH US knowing all things 


were ready, asked for thoſe Arms he wore 


in the day of Battle, which were brought to 
him: Now, my dear ARIANA, ſaid he, refuſe 


that 
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that you may accompany me to the laſt mo- 
ment of my Life. The Streets were lined with 
the Governour's Soldiers to prevent diſorders 
and tumults, and the Theſſalians, who had 
aſſiſted MELINTHVs in this glorious Defeat, 
which was his only crime, went before un- 
- armed, carrying only the Bundles of Ar- 
rows; when all the others were pals'd by in 
order, then came MELINTHUS in a golden 


Chariot, with his Arms, only the Head- 


piece lay at his feet : The diſconſolate A- 
RIANA fat by him, whom he held by the 
Hand. The Prieſt follow'd on horſe-back, 
attended by thoſe who were to aſſiſt at the 
Sacrifice ; afterwards came the Executioner 


on foot, follow'd by other Officers belong- 


ing to him. This melancholy Triumph 
drew Tears from all the SpeQators, who re- 
flected on the illuſtrious Cauſe for which 
MELINTHUS ſuffer d. His ſerene and ſteady 
Countenance moved the hardeſt Hearts, and 
all bitterly lamented, and were ſenſibly tou- 
ched with compaſſion; on the other hand, 
ARIANA's exceſſive Grief moved every one 
that ſaw her, ſo that the Conſtancy of the one, 
and Weakneſs of the other, had the ſame effect 
on the Spectators: but the wiſe diſcourſe of 
the good and brave MELINTHVUs, with which 
he would have perſuaded Ax IAN A to mode- 
rate her Grief, aſtoniſhed all that heard him. 
ARIMINUS, with PiSISTRATUs, arm'd and 
mounted on horſe-back, met them at the 


Scat- 
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| Scaffold ; then a Horſe was given to MELIN- 


THUS, and the Prieſt and ARIANA went and 
fat down on each ſide the Altar, onthe Scaf- 
fold. MELINTHUS mounting his Horſe, 
promiſed ARIANA to return toher preſently. 


ARIMINUSY order d thoſe Soldiers 
who kept the Gates, and from all parts of 
the City to be there preſent, to reinforce 
thoſe Guards poſted about the Scaffold, ſee- 
ing how great an affection the People had for 
MELINTHUs, who was juſt going to encoun- 
ter PISISTRATUs, having neither of them 
any other Arms but a Javelin and a Sword. 
ARIANA unſeen ſeized on one of the Knives 
on the Altar to flay herſelf, if MELINTHUS 
was ſlain; and full of dread and horror wai- 
ted the Event, The Trumpets ſounded, 
and immediately they lanced their Javelins ; 
that of P1sS1STRATUS graz d (lightly on MEx- 
LINTHUS's Arms; but that of MELIN- 
THUS being lanced by a ſtrong and skilful 
Arm, pierced PISISTRATUS's Arms, and en- 
ter d his left Shoulder ; then they drew their 
Swords, and P1SISTRATUS, exaſperated at 
MELINTHus for not ſparing him, and ME- 
LINTHUS ſpurr'd on by his great Courage, 
and a deſire of puniſhing the other's Ma- 
lice, fell on him with ſuch violence, that he 
had not time ſo much as to lift up his Arm: 
and having wounded him in the Heart, he 
fell down at his feet, and with one blow 

e 
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| ſtruck off his Head, thus puniſhing his Ene- 
my with the ſame death he had Prepared for 


him. 


THE People dd their TY and 
unanimouſly cry'd out to have the braye 
MELINTHVUS fſav'd; but he not regarding 
them, nor expecting any favour, returned 
to the Scaffold, where having pull'd off his 
Armour, he delir'd the Prieſt and others to 
do as they were commanded, only he de- 
fired they would not bind him: then he 


endeavour'd to comfort ARIANA, and begg'd 
her not to envy him by her Tears ſo glo- 


rious a death; that her Grief only leſſen d 


and imbitter'd his ſatisfaction, after having 


ſaved herout of the hands of the Barbarians, 
won ſo many Victories, and puniſhed his 
chief Enemy. Well, ARIANA, what could 
we deſire more of the Gods, but to enjoy 
the mutual Love and Friendſhip of each o- 
ther? If they refuſe me a Life of Idleneſs, 


and order me to die when there is no more 


honour to acquire, ought I to complain or 
murmur at their taking me out of the World 
at the moſt glorious period of my Life ? No, 
no, dear ARIANA, I ſec you rather envy 
than pity me ; but perhaps your Grief pro- 
cceds from my leaving you. Alas! my 


dear ARIANA, be comforted, and rid yout- 


ſelf of this fear; I will be your Gurdian 
Ange. always ready to aſſiſt You, 1 
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Gods have diſpoſed of you. I will drive 
Misfortunes from you, and conduct your 
Steps and Actions. Do not oppoſe the di- 
vine Decrees, my dear ARIANA, when they 
have ſo ordained it. It is as much your 
Duty to live, as mine to die. Farewel, my 
dear ARIANA, live for my fake, as I wil- 
lingly die for yours. O Heavens! O ME- 
LINTHUS! ſaid ſhe, I am dying; and ſwoon- 
ed away upon the Scaffold. Immediately 
they ſprinkled cold Water in her Face, and 
when ſhe was a little recovered, ſhe feared 
ſhe had let MELINTHVUs ſuffer, and had not 
aſſiſted him in his laſt moments; and keep- 
ing ſtill the Knife ſne had hid, ſeem'd now 
to follow his advice, and arm herſelf againſt 
this ſhocking Misfortune. MELINTHUS be- 
ing ſtript to his waiſt, and ſecing the honou- 
rable Pile of the Enemy's Arms, wherein his 
Heart was to be burnt, ſaid to ARIANA, I 
have one favour more to ask, which is, that 
when this Heart, which has ſo much loved 
you, is taken out of my Body, it may be 
taken by your dear Hands, and carried to the 
Pile to be burnt. Charming ArRTana, do 
not ſuffer this Heart, which has been refined 
With the love of you, to be touch'd by any 
other Hands but yours; and as it has never 
burnt but for you, let it now be burnt by 
none but you. This Heart which has con- 
tain'd ſo much love for you, I give you to be 
ſacrificed by you to yourſelf : and be aſſured, 

* 1 3 never 
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never was a purer Victim, nor one preſented 
with greater Zeal. 


ARIANA's Mind was bent upon o- 
ther deſigns; however, ſhe ſeem'd as if ſhe 
would do as he deſired ; and when they had 
embraced to take their laſt farewel, the 
Prieſt, with Tears in his Eyes, deſired Me. 


LIN Thus to lean back upon the Altar, which 


he did, ſtill holding his dear Ar1ana's 
Hand. The Prieſt having taken the ſacred 
Knife, was that moment going to perform 
his Office. ARIANA, who could not bear 
the ſhocking Spectacle, turned away her 
Head, and taking the Knife ſhe had conceal, 
was alſo that moment going to plunge it 
into her own Breaſt. 


BUT the Prieſt giving a loud and ſhrill 
Scream, made her turn her Head again to 
ſee what was the matter. This good old 
Man, who was ſo unwilling to lend a hand 
to this cruel Execution, ſeeing the Mark of 
the Heart on MELINTHUs's Stomach, cry d 
out, O my Son! O MELINTHUs! of the 
Race of PYRRHUs and ACHILLES, never will 
I take away your Life. Then letting fall 
the Knife, he fainted away. Thoſe that 
were preſent, wonder d what was the mat- 
ter. But ARI IN us with his Soldiers drew 
near, ſuppoſing that out of pity he refuſed 
to execute hat he had promiſed, and ſternl) 
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asked him, why he did not perform his Of- 
fice? This is my Son, anſwerd he, of the 
divine Race of ACHILLES. 


AT the ſame time they heard one among 
the Croud, deſiring to make room for him 
to paſs to the Scaffold, and that the Execu- 
tion might be defer'd. Then looking, they 
knew him to be the Prieſt of the Goddeſs 
ThE T Is in Lariſſa; and ArRIMINUs ſuppo- 
ling, that upon ſecond thoughts he would 
not let the Prieſt of any other Nation officiate 
in that City, commanded them to make 
way, and that he ſhould mount the Scaffold. 
But as ſoon as he had audience, he thus ad- 
dreſs'd himſelf to the Governour : ARIMI- 
NUS, take care and haveno hand in the death 
of this innocent Perſon ; for he is of the Race 


of the Gods. Then ſhowing him an old 


Book he had brought, he told him, that in 
looking for the ancient Oracle, in which 


they were forbid to ſacrifice Human Fleſh, 


he met with this. 


The ORACLE. 


If ever of Achill LES Race 8 
A King upon this Throne you'd place; 
From Human Sacrifice refrain, 


Nor let Man's Blood my Altars ſtain. 
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When one whoſe generous Heart's decree] 
By cruel Scythian Laws to bleed, 


Him ſave. If thus you Heaven obey, 
In Peace theſe happy Realms hell fy, 


HE defired ArIMINUs to read it him- 
ſelf in that old Book, wherein it was alſo 
recorded, how the Kings of the Race of 
AchiLLESs, having failed in Theſ/aly and 
Epirus, the Theſſalians conſulted the God- 
deſs THET1s, to know whom they ſhould 
elec for their King; upon which, they had 
this Oracle for an Anſwer. Now, faid the 
Prieſt, tis evident and plain that MerLiw- 
THUS is meant and underſtood by this Ora- 
cle, and that his Heart was to be ſaved 
from this cruel Scythian Law ; that there 
remain'd only now to prove, that he was 
of the Race of AcHILLEs, that for his part 
he thought his Actions were already uti: 
cient Proofs. The other Prieſt, who, by 
this time had made himſelf known to Mx- 
LINTHUS, to be his Father HERMOCRATES, 
who had been ſold to the Scythians by 
the Pirates, aſſured the High-Prieſt of La- 
riſſa, and the Governour, that MELINTHUS 
was deſcended from the Race of PYRRHUs 
and ACHILLES, which might be eaſily proved 
at Syracuſe. ARIMINUS anſwer' d, that ſup- 
poſing it were really ſo, the Emperor would 

never ſuffer the Theſſalians to withdraw 

from under his Dominion and — 
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The Prieſt of THE TIS replied, that MrLIN- 
THUS might hold the Kingdom upon the 
fame terms that other Kings did. AR1mt- 
Nus rejecting a thing ſo contrary to his 
Intention, and what he looked upon as 
purpoſely invented to fave MELINTHvs, 
teſolved to proceed, and commanded his 
Soldiers to mount the Scaffold, and lay 
MELINTHUS, who at the ſame time was 
immoveable with Aſtoniſhment, and AR1- 


ANA allo. 


BUT a Rumour in the Streets prevent- 
ed the Soldiers obeying the Governor's Or- 
ders; for EURYMEDON, with three thou- 
ſand Men, finding the Gates unguarded, 
had entered the City, and hearing of the 
danger MELINTHUS was in, made all the 
ſpeed poſſible to the place, commanding 
his Men to cry aloud, Save MELINTHUS, 
or you are all dead. ARIMINUS, not know- 
ing what could be the matter, call'd all his 
Soldiers about him, then ſent to know who 
thoſe newly arrived Perſons were. In the mean 


time, ſeveral Theſſalians went to falute ME- 


LIN THUs upon the Scaffold, kiſſing his 
hand, and calling him their King, promiſed 
by-the Oracle; and told him, that as he poſ- 
ſeſſed the Beauty and Valour of ACHILLES; 
he merited to be the lawful Succeſſor of 
his Kingdom: but MELINTHUSs rejected theſe 
Titles and — 7 3th thought —_ 
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of embracing and paying his duty and re- 
ſpe& to his Father. ARIANA alſo joined 
with him, and they could but reflect on 
thoſe Events, which gave them ſome glim- 
mering Hopes amidſt abundance of Fear. 
In the mean time, ARIMINUS was in great 
perplexity, ſeeing himſelf ſurrounded with 
ſomany Men, whoſe number he yet thought 
much greater. But MELINTHUs, knowing 
*twas EURYMEDON, ſaid to ARIMINus, I 
fee many things concur to ſave me; but 
J am alſo very. ſenſible, that if the Empe- 
ror is reſolved I ſhall die, no earthly means 
can ſave me. I flatter not my ſelf with 
the hopes of the Kingdom of Theſah; 
tis the furtheſt from my Thoughts and 
Deſires, though 1 certainly am deſcended 
from the, Race of ACHILLES; but ARI. 
MINUS, I would adviſe you to defer my 
. Death for the preſent, till you know the 
Emperor's Will and Pleaſure, not that! 
expect to ſave my Life by this delay, 


but otherwiſe you are not ſure of your 
OWN. 


ARIMINUS conſented to what he 
deſired, having no ill-will to MELINTHUS, 
and being in a ſort of Conſternation at all 
theſe Adventures; he then deſired him to 
go and tell theſe Warriors to treat them 2s 
Friends. MELINTHUs went on horſeback 
to meet them; and as ſoon as — 

aw 
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faw him, he ran to embrace him, and grant- 


ed whatever he deſired, but would by no 


means let him return to ARIMIN US. The 
Theſſalians alſo rang d themſelves on their 
fide, calling MELINTHus their King and 
Protector, and loudly declared, they would 


take care and keep him, who had ſo well 
preſerved and guarded them. MELINTHUS 


refuled theſe Honours, and ſent to aſſure 
ARIMINUS, that he would never accept of 
the Kingdom without leave, nor undertake 
any thing againſt the Emperor's Authority; 
only he deſired him to intercede with NERO 
in his favour, and endeavour to pacify his 
Diſpleaſure. This meſlage ſatisfied ARI- 
MINUS, who deſired Peace, and promiſed 
to do whatever lay in his power to ſerve 
him, and then went to the Caſtle. M- 
LINTHUS and EURYMEDON went to the 
Scaffold, to take with them HER MocCRATES 
and ARIANA, who were overjoy'd at ſo 
great a deliverance. EURYMEDON having 
ſaluted the beautiful ARIANA, told her, he 
had brought a Princeſs to bear her Com- 
pany ; they were impatient to ſee the beauti- 
ful PASITHEA, whom EURYMEDON had left 
behind, when he went up toward the Scaf- 
fold to fave MELINTHUs. ARIANA was 
ſet on horſeback, and PasITHEA coming 
in like manner to meet her, between two 
Ranks of Soldiers, they both lighted to 
receive one another with the greateſt re- 
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ſpect, having heard much in each other's 
praiſe. | 


WHEN the uſual Compliments and 
Ceremonies were over, MELINTHUS con- 
ducted them to their Lodgings, and met 
the Soldiers juſt going out at the Door, 
who had guarded PALAMEDES, and the reſt 
of their Company. They mutually con- 
gratulated each other, for as one had been 
in great danger, the other had been under 
great apprehenſions. EUPHROSINE Was over- 
joy'd to ſee HERMOCRATES after ſo long 
and cruel a Separation; he was no leſs fo 
at ſeeing her, and his faithful Friend Tx. 
LEPHUS and his Children. He told them 
how he had been ſold to the Scythians, 
from whom he had no hopes of being de- 
liver'd, had not ſome of them taken a re- 
ſolution to ſeek other Lands, and had brought 
him with them, having obliged him to offt 
ciate as their Prieſt, becauſe, as he ſuppos d, 
they had obſerved he had ſome knowledge 
in natural Cauſes. When EURYMEDON 
heard that LEeANTE till kept his Bed, he 
went into his Chamber, where CYLLENIA 
was carcfully tending of him. EURYMEDON 
gave his Friend an excellent Ointment, 
which he uſed himſelf, that heal'd his 
Wounds in two or three days. The faith- 
ful Ancàs alſo had a ſhare in this Joy, and 
"twas a general rejoicing both within and 

without; 
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withont ; for the Theſſalians made the City 
ring with their Huzza's ; and were ſo pleas d 
to have met with ſo wiſe, ſo valiant, and 
ſo accompliſh'd a King as MELINTHvs, pro- 
miſed alſo by an Oracle of their Goddeſs 
THETIs,. that they aſſembled and ſurrounded 
the Houſe where he was, and reſolved to 
die, rather than ſuffer him to be hurt. 


NOTHING now remained to diſturb 
their Happineſs and Tranquillity, but the 
Apprehenſion of NERO's being more exaſ- 
perated againſt MELINTHUs, whom he heard 
claim'd a Right to the Kingdom of Theſſaly. 
But the next day ARIMINUsS ſent him the 
happy news he had juſt received, that NERO 
was dead, and that his Memory was odious 
to all the World, and that GALBA was de- 
clared Emperor, and was juſt upon em- 
barking from Spain to go to Italy. Then 
their Happineſs was compleat, and the 


People ran to the Temples, to return thanks 


to the Gods for their deliverance ; and the 
Theſſalian Nobles pray'd ARIMINUS to give 
them leave to go to Rome, and petition 
GaLBa to let them have MELINTHUs for 


their King, AR1MINUsS willing to ſerve 


MELINTHus on this occaſion, that he might 
forget the evils he had made him ſuffer, not 
only granted their requeſt, but would alſo 
accompany them to give the new Emperor 
an account of MELINTHUS's extraordinary 
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Valour, by whoſe means only the Scythiang 
had been exterminated e er they could know 
at Rome, of their deſcent. After having 
viſited MELINTHUsS, and taken his leave, 
he left a Lieutenant in his room, and ſet 
out on his Voyage. PALAMEDES, having 
heard that OrHO was with GALBA, and one 
of his chief Favourites, would alſo embark 
with ARIMINUs, to oblige Oro, by their 
former Friendſhip, to ſpeak to the Empe- 
ror in the behalf of MELINTHUs. 


IN the mean time magnificent Pre- 
parations were making for MELINTHvs' 
Marriage, whom they already called their 


King, with ARIANA, whom they ſtiled the | 


Goddeſs of the Scyrhians. An ancient Pi. 
rate, who always accompanied EURYMEDON, 
ſeeing HERMOCRATES and EUPHROSINE, 
whom he knew had lived among them, 
and being told what had happen'd, and 
that they were the Parents of that brave 
and noble MELinTHvus, his Maſter's dear 
Friend, who had formerly conquerd him, 
would ſtill add to their joy, by diſcovering 
himſelf to them: he firſt asked their pat- 
don, for having made them ſuffer; for 
which, ſaid he, I can make no other . 
mends, than by giving you my Maſter Ev- 
RTMEDON for your Son. They were 2 
mazed, and EURYMEDON alſo, to whom 
the Pirate thus addreſſed himſelf, Believc 
. . Me, 
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me, Sir, what I ſay is really true, and as 
you have always been brought up with the 
notion of being a Prince, I ſuppoſe you 
will not be ſorry to find your ſelf deſcend- 


ed from PYRRHUS and ACHILLES. 


. TH EY yet could not comprehend how he 
could make it out ; but, ſaid the Pirate,I know 
EUrHROSINE has been told how DickAR- 
cvs obliged us to put her Children to death. 

The firſt Child that was born of her after 


ſhe lived among us, was EUKYMEDON, which,

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IN the mean time, thoſe who went to 
Rome, repreſenting to the Emperor, what 
ſignal Services MELINTHUS had done for 
the Empire, obtained whatever he could 
ask, with Ornos aſſiſtance, who was zea. 


lous in his Friend MELINTHUS's Intereſt, and 


for the beautiful ARIANA. PALAMEDES 
was made a Roman Knight, and with this 
Title created Governor of Sicily. They 
returned with all diligence, and brought Mx. 
LINTHVUs the Emperor's Letters and the De- 
cree of the Senate, by which the Kingdom 
of Theſſaly, and Part of the Empire was 

given him, as the lawful Heir and Succeſ. 
for of PrRRHUSs and ACHILLES, wiſhing 
him all Proſperity for the important Sei. 
vices he had done the Empire, of whom 
nevertheleſs he held it; deſiring him to con- 
tinue the ſame care to preſerve the Limits 
of the Roman Empire from the Inundæ 
tion and Incurſions of the Barbarians. 
Then ARIMINUSs preſented them with two 
rich golden Crowns, which the Emperor 
had ſent, one for the valiant MELINTHUS, 
the other for the virtuous ARIANA. 


THE Theſſalians hearing this happy News, 
made Bonfires in every Part of the City;

LAMEDES and the others. The Deputies of

and thoſe of EURYMEDON and King ARCHE- 
Laus, placed themſelves in Ranks, in thoſe 


Parts of the City where the Pomp was, to 
paſs to the Temple of the Goddeſs THETIS. 
Several Trumpets were at the head of 


| thoſe Companies of Theſſalian Gentle- 


men led by MELINTHUS in the day of Bat- 
tle: then were carried vaſt quantities of 
Spoils of the Scythians, among which was 
the Arms of their King, whom MELIN- 
THUS had ſlain with his own Hand. Thoſe 
Barbarians who were taken Priſoners, were 
led with their Fetters on : Then followed on 
horſe-back, by two and two, thoſe five 
hundred brave Theſſalians who had aſſiſt-

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avelins dreſsd with Flowers, and their 
cads crown'd with Laurel. Then came 
MrLINTHVUSs's Horſe, led by two Gentle. 
men, who by his ſlow and ſtately Pace, 
 Teem'd proud of his Maſter's good fortune. 
Next follow'd fifty white Bulls, for the 
Sacrifice, whoſe Horns and Hoofs were gilt 
with Gold, and dreſſed with Flowers, and 
Silk Carpets training upon the Ground; 


the Prieſts walked after the Victims, at-. 


tended by thoſe who carried the neceſſary 
Things for the Sacrifice. Then ten Theſ- 
ſalian Gentlemen, cloathed in white, and 
dreſt with Flowers, carried, on a Gold and 


Purple Cuſhion, the Crown and Scepter 


for MELINTHUS; then ten Ladies dreſt 
in white, and crown'd with Flowers, car- 
ricd the Crown and Scepter for AR1ana: 
ARIMINUS the Emperor's Ambaſſador and 
King ARCHELAUS came next, attended by 
their Officers; then came the triumphal 
Chariot, with MELINTHUs and ARIANA, 
ſhining with Gold, and drawn by ſix white 
Horſes. The valiant MELINTHvus attracted 
all Eyes; he was crowned with Laurel and 
dreſt in Purple brocaded with Gold, hold- 
ing the Divine ARIANA's Hand, who was 


dreſſed in Robes, and whoſe Beauty enlt- - 


vened and graced the Solemnity. Then 
came the brave EURYMEDON on horſeback, 
With the beautiful PasiTHEA, whoſe Horſe 
Was led by two Lesbian ns then 
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PALAMEDES ,EPICHARIS, LEPANTE, CYLLE- 
NIA, with AMINTAS and ERYCINE, and TE- 
LEPHUS; then followed HER MocRATEs and 
EUPHROSINE in a Chariot, who thanked 
the Gods, who had put fo happy an End to 
their Misfortunes.
